In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed  • 
to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  assemble  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Swampscott,  on  Friday,  the  ninth  day  of  January,  at  8.  P.  M.,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  i.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  all  the  receipts 
from  the  Supplementary  Tax  Warrant  for  1913,  to  a  Special  Account,  to 
be  used  for  abatements  of  Taxes  for  1913,  and  previous  years,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  direct  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  take  whatever  appropriate  action  may  be  necessary  for  the 
registration  of  the  title  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  to  that  part  of  Blaney's 
Beach,  so  called,  bounded  easterly  by  land  taken  by  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott for  Park  purposes  :  Southerly  by  the  sea  ;  westerly  by  land  taken  by 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  Park  purposes,  and  northerly  by  existing 
walls  and  lines  between  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Whitfield  A.  Stubbs 
and  others. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  unexpended 
balances  of  the  Water  Construction  appropriations,  as  follows  :  Phillips 
avenue  $99.53,  Banks  terrace  $105.72,  Little  estate  $327.65,  Orient  street 
$101.03,  to  the  appropriation  for  Galloupe's  Point,  as  recommended  by  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 
purpose  of  grading  or  otherwise  improving  and  preparing  the  north- 
easterly section  of  Phillips  Park,  so  called,  so  that  it  will  be  in  condition 
to  deposit  thereon  whatever  surplus  material  may  be  removed  in  the  con- 
struction of  Humphrey  street  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  municipal 
year  beginning  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.,  1914,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000) 
dollars,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year. 
Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of 
said  municipal  year,  as  recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  action  taken  under 
Article  2,  in  the  Warrant  of  meeting  of  October  10,  1913,  relating  to  the 
issuing  of  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Articles  2,  3,  4.  5, 
6,  and  10  of  said  Warrant,  which  relate  to  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for 
the  Engineering  Department,  $500  for  cleaning  brooks.  $1,000  for  water 
pipes  in  Crosman  avenue,  $3,200  for  replacing  water  pipes  at  Galloupe's 
Point,  $420  for  the  completion  of  sewers  in  Roy  and  Rockland  streets, 
and  $1,500  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  plans  for  an  extension  of  the

sewage  system,  and  now  vote  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  for  said  purposes  in 
separate  issues,  or  make  other  suitable  provision  for  said  appropriations.

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Warrant  the  voters  of  the  Town 
assembled  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  January  9,  1914. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  by  Moderator,  Daniel  F. 
Knowlton. 

The  Warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  the  return  thereon  was  read  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  a  sufficient  number  of  voters  being  present. 
The  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  was  read. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Special  Town  Meeting,  January  9,  1914. 
Article  i.  This  is  largely  a  matter  of  transfer  of  accounts  and  book- 
keeping, and  as  it  is  requested  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate  all  the  receipts  from  the  Supple- 
mentary Tax  Warrant  for  1913  to  a  special  account  to  be  used  for  Abate- 
ments of  taxes  for  1913  and  previous  years  as  called  for  in  this  article. 

Art.  3.  The  amounts  mentioned  in  this  article  represent  unexpended 
balances  for  sums  voted  by  the  Town  and  raised  by  Water  Department 
Bonds.  Your  Committee  feels  that  inasmuch  as  these  sums  have  been 
borrowed  on  bonds  of  the  Water  Department,  the  balances  should  not  be 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasury  for  current  expenses  but  should  be 
retained  for  other  work  of  that  department.  The  Water  Department 
should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  where  the 
money  or  any  part  of  it  is  used  for  other  purposes.  A  similar  case  came 
up  last  year  and  the  Town  authorized  the  transfer  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  this  Committee.  We  recommend  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  transfer  of  unexpended  balances  of  the  Water  Construction 
on  appropriations  as  follows  : 

Phillips  Avenue  $99  53 

Banks  Terrace  105  72 

Little  Estate   327  65 

Orient  Street  101  03 

to  the  appropriation  for  Galloupe's  Point. 
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Art.  4.  In  the  reconstruction  of  Humphrey  street  which  has  already 
been  started,  it  is  probable  that  a  considerable  amount  of  gravel  will  have 
to  be  removed  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that,  if 
possible,  a  clause  shall  be  inserted  in  the  contracts  specifying  that  this 
excess  gravel  shall  be  dumped  on  Phillips  park.  In  order  to  take  care  of 
this  economically,  there  should  be  a  number  of  workmen  on  hand  to  level 
and  grade  as  fast  as  material  is  brought  in.  It  will  also  be  desirable  to  cut 
down  some  of  the  trees  and  undergrowth  before  filling  in.  The  work  will 
probably  be  at  least  well  along  before  any  money  appropriated  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  will  be  available*  hence  the  request  for  appropriation  at 
this  time.  Your  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $500  for 
grading  and  improving  Phillips  park  as  set  forth  in  Article  4. 

Art.  5.  This  is  a  usual  procedure  and  is  asked  for  in  order  that 
money  may  be  on  hand  to  meet  expenses  of  the  Town  until  such  time  as 
taxes  of  the  coming  year  become  available.  We  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  may  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
taxes  of  the  municipal  year  beginning  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D., 
1914,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year.  Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to 
be  paid  from  the  taxes  of  said  municipal  year,  as  recommended  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Art.  6.  We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  rescind  its  vote  taken 
under  Article  2  of  the  warrant  of  the  meeting  of  October  10th,  1913, 
relating  to  the  issuing  of  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Articles  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  10  of  said  warrant,  relating  to  the  appropriation 
of  $1,000  for  the  Engineering  Department ;  $500  for  cleaning  brooks; 
$1,000  for  water  pipes  in  Crosman  avenue;  $3,200  for  replacing  water 
pipes  at  Galloupe's  Point ;  $420  for  completing  sewers  in  Roy  and  Rock- 
land streets,  and  $1 ,500  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  plans  for  an  extension 
of  the  sewerage  system,  and  now  vote  to  issue  the  following  bonds  or 
notes  : 

For  the  purpose  of  $1,000  for  water  pipes  in  Crosman  avenue  and 
$3,200  for  replacing  water  pipes  at  Galloupe's  Point,  there  be  issued  bonds 
or  notes  for  the  sum  of  $4,200 ;  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particu- 
lars thereof.  There  shall  be  nine  bonds  or  notes,  eight  for  the  sum  of 
$500  each  numbered  one  to  eight,  and  one  for  the  sum  of  $200  numbered 
nine.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year,  and  shall  bear  inter- 
est payable  semi-annually  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4^  per  cent  per  annum. 
Bonds  or  notes  numbered  one  and  two  shall  mature  one  year  from  the 
date  thereof,  and  two  bonds  or  notes  shall  mature  each  succeeding  year 
in  their  numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal, 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Water 
Commissioners,  known  as  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board;  shall  be 
authenticated  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts, or  by  some  bank  or  trust  company ;  shall  be  subject  to  registra- 
tion at  the  holder's  option  on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for 
appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at 
the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words  "  Swampscott  Additional  Water  Loan, 
Act  of  1912." 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen,  but  said 
bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  $420  for  the  completion  of  sewers  in  Roy  and 
Rockland  streets,  and  $1,500  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  plans  for  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  there  shall  be  issued  bonds  or  notes  for 
the  sum  of  $1,900;  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  thereof. 
There  shall  be  four  bonds  or  notes,  three  for  the  sum  of  $500  dollars  each 
numbered  one  to  three,  and  one  for  the  sum  of  $400,  numbered  four ;  they 
shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year,  and  shall  bear  interest  payable 
semi-annually  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  $  per  cent  per  annum.    Bond  or 
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note  numbered  one  shall  mature  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one 
bond  or  note  shall  mature  each  succeeding  year  in  its  numerical  order. 
Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen ;  shall  be  authenticated  by  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  by  some 
bank  or  trust  company ;  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's 
option  on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  appropriate  endorse- 
ment.

Report  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Special  Town  Meeting,  March  18,  1914. 

Article  i.  The  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  favorable  lease  of  some  property  on  New  Ocean  street,  belong- 
ing to  the  Town,  formerly  used  by  their  Department,  and  desire  authority 
from  the  Town  to  execute  a  lease  for  five  (5)  years.  It  is  not  probable 
that  the  Town  will  want  to  use  this  property  for  the  present  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  objection  to  granting  the  authority  desired. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  and  Sewer 
Commissioners  to  execute  a  lease  for  a  term  of  five  (5)  years  on  that 
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portion  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott's  property  lying  east  of  the  old 
Pumping  Station  on  New  Ocean  street. 

Art.  2.  The  question  of  constructing  a  sewer  in  King  street  was 
brought  up  last  year,  and  as  there  was  no  estimate  available  as  to  the  cost, 
the  Town  voted,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  this  Commit- 
tee, that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners for  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost.  In  their  annual  report  that 
Board  estimates  the  cost  of  construction  at  $1,600,  and  advises  that  the 
conditions  are  such  that  a  sewer  is  much  needed  in  this  street. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in  King  street 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600  for  that  purpose,  said  sum  to  be  raised 
by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of 
the  notes  or  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
the  vote  under  Article  2,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  $1,600,  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  in  King  street. 

There  shall  be  two  bonds  or  notes  for  $500  each  numbered  two  and 
three  and  one  bond  or  note  for  $600  numbered  one.  They  shall  be  dated 
during  the  current  year.

Vour  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  submits  herewith  its  report  on  the 
Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  year  1914  : 

Taking  a  general  view  of  the  affairs  of  the  Town,  a  few  facts  stand  out 
distinctly. 

The  Town  is  increasing  rapidly  in  population  and  increasing,  although 
not  so  rapidly,  in  valuation,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Town  are  increasing 
much  more  rapidly  than  the  valuation.  The  inevitable  result  of  this  is 
seen  in  the  rising  tax  rate.  Each  citizen  knows  regarding  his  own  affairs 
that  he  cannot  have  conveniences  and  luxuries  without  paying  for  them. 
It  is  much  the  same  with  the  Town  as  a  whole.  We  cannot  have  parks, 
playgrounds,  sewers  and  the  like  without  paying  for  them.  It  is  for  you, 
the  citizens,  to  vote  at  the  Town  Meeting,  what  improvements,  what 
luxuries  and  what  conveniences  you  want,  and  what  you  are  willing  to 
pay  for. 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  wishes  to  make  as  clear  as 
possible  just  where  the  Town  now  stands  in  relation  to  its  finances  and 
with  that  end  in  view  has  compiled  a  few  figures  showing  the  present 
condition.

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This  shows  an  increase  in  the  fixed  items  of  debt,  interest  and  State  and 
county  taxes  of  $11,782. 

Looking  at  the  matter  from  another  point  of  view,  out  of  every 
dollar  raised  by  taxation,  we  must  pay  43  cents  for  the  fixed  items  of 
principal  and  interest  of  our  debt,  State  and  county  taxes  and  the  Metro- 
politan Park  Accounts,  leaving  only  57  cents  for  our  running  expenses. 

The  Town  debt  per  capita  is  large,  but  so  is  the  valuation,  so  that  neither 
is  a  true  measure  of  the  Town's  condition.  The  comparison  of  net  debt 
to  valuation  as  compiled  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics  shows 
5.1  percent  for  Swampscott.  There  are  228  towns  in  the  Commonwealth 
and  in  206  towns  the  proportion  of  net  debt  to  valuation  is  less  than  in 
Swampscott  and  in  only  21  is  it  higher. 

Taking  as  a  basis  the  preliminary  estimate  of  valuation  submitted  to 
this  Committee  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  we  find  that  if  the  amounts 
recommended  are  voted  by  the  Town  and  are  not  exceeded,  the  tax  rate  will 
this  year  probably  be  approximately  $17.50  per  thousand,  and  it  should  be 
remembered  that  for  every  $13,500  appropriated  from  the  tax  levy  in  excess 
of  the  recommendations  in  this  report  there  will  be  made  necessary  an 
increase  of  $1.00  in  the  tax  rate. 

In  taking  up  the  various  departmental  appropriations,  your  Committee 
has  attempted  to  find  where  economies  could  be  made  without  sacrificing 
what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  In  nearly  every  case 
there  seems  to  be  good  reason  for  asking  for  the  increased  appropriations, 
and  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  amounts  desired  will  be  spent  wisely.  We 
believe,  however,  that  the  Town  should  go  slowly  on  new  enterprises  and 
that  you  should  not  spend  money  for  new  work  unless  absolutely  necessary. 
This  is  our  earnest  conviction  and  we  hope  you  will  all  join  with  us  in 
the  endeavor  to  keep  the  expense  of  the  Town  as  low  as  possible,  consistent 
with  the  proper  and  desirable  development  of  the  community. 

With  these  brief  comments,  we  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the 
detailed  appropriations. 

TOWN  DEBT.— [Page  134.] 
This  year  the  items  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  Town  Debt  are 
somewhat  larger  than  last  year  and  as  there  are  heavy  payments  of  bonds 
due  the  next  two  or  three  years,  there  seems  to  be  no  relief  for  the  present 
in  this  direction. 

In  endeavoring  to  give  effect  to  a  purpose  to  economize  and  reduce  the 
expenses  of  the  Town  wherever  possible  this  Committee  has  given 
attention  to  the  estimated  interest  charges  amounting  to  $5,6oc  on  the 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 

We  have  learned  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  authorization  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  on  or  about  January  15,  1914,  contracted  loans  for  $125,000. 
Of  this  amount,  $100,000  was  placed  with  the  Security  Trust  Company 
of  Lynn  at  four  per  cent,  and  $25,000  with  the  banking  house  of  Estabrook 
Company  at  3.90  per  cent.  No  bids  were  asked  for  and  we  are  informed 
that  no  other  parties  made  an  offer  for  this  loan  or  any  part  thereof. 

There  was,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  about  $100,000  of  the 
Town's  money  in  the  following  banks  : 

Security  Trust  Company  .  .  $53,000  paying  2k  per  cent  interest 
Manufacturers'  National  Bank       .  10,000  paying  3  per  cent  interest 

Central  National  Bank  .       .         30,000  paying    3  per  cent  interest 

First  National  Bank,  Boston         .  5,000  paying   2  per  cent  interest 

Then  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly  two  months  after  negotiating  the  loans 
there  was  on  hand,  drawing  but  a  nominal  rate  of  interest,  about  $100,000 
of  the  Town's  funds,  for  which  4  per  cent  was  being  paid. 

We  find  that  it  is  the  custom  of  many  cities  and  towns  to  borrow  by 
temporary  loan  such  sums  as  are  found  necessary  for  current  expenses 
from  time  to  time. 

From  these  facts  your  Committee  has  arrived  at  the  following  definite 
conclusions  : 

First,  that  it  would  be  wise  to  ask  for  bids  from  houses  dealing  in 
municipal  issues. 
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Second,  that  it  would  be  better  judgment  to  borrow  the  money  with  more 
regard  to  the  time  it  may  be  needed,  than  to  negotiate  such  a  large  loan  at 
one  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  be  instructed  to  place 
all  funds  of  the  Town  now  in  his  custody  where  they  will  draw  the  best 
rates  of  interest. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts  for  the 


purposes  specified  :

There  appears  on  the  Town's  Balance  Sheet  an  open  account  of 
$1,812.57,  reported  as  "Premium  Notes  and  Bonds,"  which  we  are  in- 
formed may  be  used  only  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  bonds  or 
for  the  payment  of  general  debt  maturing. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  this  amount  of  $1,812.57  towards  the 
payment  of  general  debt  maturing  this  year. 

AGENCY.  — [Page  134.] 
The  State  and  County  Taxes  are  considerably  increased  this  year  over 
the  appropriation  for  last  year,  the  amounts  estimated  for  the  current 
year  being  $16,500  more  than  was  appropriated  last  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  following  amounts  for 
State  and  County  Taxes  :

METROPOLITAN  PARK  ACCOUNTS.  —  [Pages  133-134.] 
While  the  total  area  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Reservation  coming 
within  the  limits  of  this  Town  is  but  3.3  acres,  there  is  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  required  each  year  for  our  share  of  the  costs  and  mainte- 
nance, from  which  there  is  no  immediate  relief. 

We  recommend  the  following  amounts  for  the  Metropolitan  Park

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT.  —  [Pages  132-133.] 
The  regular  departmental  expenses  next  claim  attention.     Many  of 

these  are  necessarily  routine  in  their  nature  and  approximately  the  same 

amount  of  money  is  required  each  year. 

Without  taking  up  each  of  these  in  particular,  it  might  be  well  to 

mention  those  where  the  amounts  asked  for  are  larger  than  usual. 

Owing  to  the  extra  amount  of  legal  affairs  made  necessary  last  year  by 

the  Humphrey  Street  widening  proposition,  the  controversy  with  the 
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State  Inspector  regarding  the  conditions  at  the  Hadley  School,  the  litiga- 
tion over  the  assessment  of  the  Lodge  Estate,  and  other  matters,  the 
amount  required  for  the  Legal  Department  is  considerably  in  excess  of 
last  year;  in  fact,  since  the  issue  of  the  Town  Report  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  informed  your  Committee  that  the  $2,000  asked  for  will, 
in  their  opinion,  not  be  enough  to  meet  the  bills  which  have  just  been 
presented  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  current  year.  The  Select- 
men, therefore,  request  that  the  amount  be  increased  to  $2,500. 

The  Treasurer's  Department  expended  a  little  less  than  $900  last  year, 
and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  greater  expense 
this  year  in  this  Department. 

For  the  Engineering  Department,  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  is  asked 
for,  but  as  the  total  salaries  of  this  department  are  only  about  this  amount 
and  there  are  a  number  of  transfers  from  other  departments  where 
engineering  work  is  done,  $2,000  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  sufficient.

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,400  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Library. 

CONTINGENT  FUND.  —  [Page  133.] 
We  recommend  that  the  usual  appropriation  of  $1,000  be  made  fer  the 
Contingent  Fund. 

ARTICLE  5. 

We  recommend  that  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  be  $15,000. 

ARTICLE  6. 

We  recommend  that  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  be  $10,000. 

ARTICLE  7. 

We  recommend  that  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  be  $3,000  for  each  member. 

ARTICLE  8. 

We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  Town  officials  be  the  same  as  last 
year. 
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ARTICLE  10. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  policy  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Health  in  regard  to  brooks,  is  probably  the  best  that  can  be  done  at  the 
present  time  without  considerable  outlay.  This  plan,  briefly,  is  to  use  a 
small  amount  of  money  each  year  and  thoroughly  clean  out  a  short  section 
of  brook.

JACKSON  PARK. 

The  amount  appropriated  last  year  for  grading  and  otherwise  improving 
Jackson  Park  proved  insufficient  for  completing  the  ball  field,  and  the 
Park  Commissioners  now  estimate  that  $500  more  will  be  needed  to  put 
the  field  in  good  condition  for  use. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 
improvement  of  the  ball  field  on  Jackson  Park. 

PHILLIPS  PARK. 

The  problem  of  changing  Phillips  Swamp  into  Phillips  Park  started  to 
drain  the  Town  Treasury  in  the  summer  of  1912,  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  an  article  of  taking  at  an  estimate  cost  of  $3,600.  The  esti- 
mate rose  more  than  100  per  cent  to  $7,500,  in  order  that  the  Town  might 
escape  litigation.  Then  the  Park  Commissioners  recommended  the 
expenditure  of  $2,000  more  and  told  your  Committee  that  it  was  for  a 
baseball  field.  We  discovered,  however,  that  the  idea  of  a  baseball  field 
was  more  in  the  minds  of  some  citizens  than  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 
Accordingly,  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  too  much  waste,  we  recommended 
a  sum  of  money,  amounting  to  $600,  in  order  that  definite  plans  and 
estimates  might  be  obtained  for  the  improvement  of  the  property  as  a 
whole.  Now  the  plans  are  before  us  with  the  baseball  field  in  the  fore- 
ground, but  we  notice  that  although  the  estimate  for  last  year's  baseball 
field  was  $2,000,  with  the  field  to  rest  upon  five  or  eight  feet  of  gravel,  this 
year's  field  at  50  per  cent  higher  cost,  is  to  be  launched  on  only  six  or  10 
inches  of  material. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  feel  constrained  to  warn  the  Town,  as 
it  did  at  the  time  of  the  original  purchase  and  as  it  did  a  year  ago,  that  if 
the  voters  appropriate  sums  of  money  to  defray  even  the  partial  expense 
of  this  park,  large  expenditures  will  necessarily  have  to  be  made,  and  as 
the  Town  now  has  a  first-class  ball  field  almost  completed  at  Jackson  Park, 
your  Committee  deems  it  unwise  that  any  money  be  expended  at  this  time 
for  another  ball  field. 

We  recommend  that  all  expenditures  of  money  in  Phillips  Park  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 
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LAND  PLOTS  AT  INTERSECTING  STREETS.  —  [Page  208.] 
The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  having  considered  the  matter  of  care 
of  the  land  plots  at  intersecting  streets  in  various  parts  of  the  Town, 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  $300  for  the  care  of  same  by  their 
Board.  Your  Committee  has  considered  this  matter  and,  largely  in  the 
interests  of  economy,  believe  that  nothing  should  be  done  by  the  Town  in 
this  connection  at  present. 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  care  of  land  plots  at  intersecting 
streets  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT.— [Page  132.] 
The  sum  of  $24,000  is  requested  this  year  for  the  general  expenses  of 
the  Highway  Department.  This  is  in  excess  of  $800  over  last  year's 
appropriation,  but  the  Surveyor  informs  us  that  the  recent  snowstorms 
have  made  an  extra  amount  of  expense  to  the  Town  and  also  that  there 
has  been  an  accident  at  the  stone  crusher  and  that  these  two  items  together 
will  require  the  additional  amount  asked  for. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts  for  the

ARTICLE  12. 
ESSEX  STREET  PAVING  —  [Page  213.] 

In  his  report  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  refers  to  a  portion  of  Essex 
street,  extending  from  the  Lynn  line  to  the  freight  yard,  which  is  in  poor 
condition  and  is  subject  to  much  heavy  traffic.  Unquestionably  a  new 
pavement  would  benefit  conditions.  The  cost  of  the  proposed  construc- 
tion, however,  would  be  very  heavy,  it  being  estimated  that  $14,000  would 
be  required.  In  view  of  the  necessity  for  the  strictest  economy,  your 
Committee  deems  it  inadvisable  for  the  Town  to  undertake  this  construc- 
tion at  the  present  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  paving  Essex  street  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

STETSON  AVENUE  DRAIN.— [Page  213.] 
The  surface  drain  in  Stetson  avenue  is  not  large  enough  to  properly 
carry  off  the  surface  water  from  this  street  and  a  new  drain  is  badly 
needed.    The  Surveyor  of  Highways  estimates  that  it  will  cost  about 
$3,500  to  remove  the  present  drain  and  substitute  a  larger  one. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  a  larger  drain  for  surface  drainage  purposes  in  Stetson 
Avenue,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  13. 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT.— [Pages  140  and  141] 
We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts  for  the

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In  addition  to  the  regular  appropriations  for  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  ask  for  a  new  tractor  for  the  hook  and  ladder 
truck  and  for  an  appropriation  for  putting  overhead  fire  department  wires 
into  conduits  in  Burrill  and  New  Ocean  streets  and  also  into  the  conduits 
along  Humphrey  street  when  these  shall  have  been  laid. 

Your  Committee  is  convinced  that  motor-driven  apparatus  for  the  Fire 
Department  is  desirable  and  of  benefit.  In  view,  however,  of  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Town,  we  believe  it  would  be  better  to  defer  the 
purchase  of  a  tractor  at  least  for  another  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  postpone  for  the  present  the  purchase  of  a 
tractor  for  the  Fire  Department. 

When  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  Humphrey  street  is  completed,  all 
overhead  wires  will  have  to  come  down.  Conduits  will  be  laid  for  these 
and  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  pull  in  the  wires  and  provide  the 
necessary  outlets. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $650  for  the  pur- 
pose of  placing  the  fire  alarm  wires  into  conduits  on  Humphrey  street. 

In  Burrill  and  New  Ocean  streets  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  work  be 
done  at  once.  The  conduits  are  laid  and  the  wires  can  be  put  in  at  any 
time. 

We  recommend  that  the  question  of  putting  wires  into  conduits  in 
Burrill  and  New  Ocean  streets  be  postponed. 

ARTICLE  14. 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT.— [Pages  137  and  138.] 
We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $10,800  be  appropriated  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  Police  Department. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Patrolmen  of  the  Town  be  paid  three 
dollars  per  day  to  date  from  April  1,  1914. 

ARTICLE  15. 
BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS.— [Page  215.] 
The  Board  of  Assessors  ask  for  the  sum  of  $1,700  for  the  regular 
expenses  of  their  Department.    They  also  ask  for  a  special  appropriation 
for  a  new  map  of  the  Town.    The  present  map  made  in  1898  is  so  old  and 
obsolete  that  it  is  now  useless  for  their  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,850  for  the 
Board  of  Assessors. 

ARTICLE  16. 
OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR.— [Page  216.] 
Owing  to  the  provisions  of  a  recent  Statute  providing  that  towns  and 
cities  shall  care  for  dependent  mothers  with  young  children,  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  estimate  that  their  usual  appropriation  must  be  increased 
$200. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,800  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  17. 
TREE  WARDEN. 
The  amount  asked  for  the  Department  of  Tree  Warden  this  year  is  the 
same  as  was  appropriated  last  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  this 
Department. 

ARTICLE  18. 
CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT.— [Page  144.] 
The  Superintendent  of  Cemeteries  asks  this  year  for  $1,800,  which  is 
$200  more  than  was  appropriated  last  year.  This  increase  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  concrete  curbs  to  protect  the  lots  at  the  entrances  of  the 
Cemetery  and  for  concrete  gutters  to  prevent  the  washing  away  of  road- 
ways and  walks. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,800  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  cemetery. 
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ARTICLE  19. 

HUMPHREY  STREET  SEWER  EXTENSION.— [Pages  237  and  238.] 

Last  year  your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  recommended  that  the 
matter  of  sewer  extension  in  Humphrey  street  be  postponed  until  a  com- 
plete plan  for  sewer  extension  eastward  from  the  Pumping  Station  should 
be  settled  upon.  Such  a  plan  has  now  been  made  and  the  details  worked 
out.  The  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  now  advise  the  construction  of  the 
first  section,  in  accordance  with  this  plan,  beginning  at  the  Pumping 
Station  and  extending  eastward  a  distance  of  about  750  feet  beyond  Hem- 
enway  Road.  The  Board  of  Health  also  advise  that  something  should  be 
done  in  this  section  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  there.  The  esti- 
mated expense  of  this  construction  is  placed  at  $16,000,  and  while  we 
dislike  to  see  the  Town  involved  in  so  much  extra  debt  this  year,  your 
Committee  is  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  sewers  are  an  undoubted 
asset  and  assist  materially  in  the  development  and  growth  of  the  Town  as 
a  whole,  as  well  as  to  the  particular  section  directly  benefited.  As  a  part 
of  a  larger  plan,  some  beginning  should  be  made  at  once  if  the  Town  is 
to  adequately  care  for  the  whole  easterly  section. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,000  for  the 
extension  of  the  Sewer  System  in  Humphrey  street,  according  to  the  plan 
of  the  Special  Sewerage  Committee,  as  contained  in  their  report  on  Pages 
237  and  238  of  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1913,  and  that  the 
amount  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  20. 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT.— [Pages  151  and  153.] 
This  year  the  School  Committee  asks  for  $51,000  for  regular  expenses 
and  $1,500  for  new  equipment.  This  is  over  $4,000  more  than  the 
amount  expended  last  year,  and  last  year  it  was  about  $5,600  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year.  According  to  data  given  by  the  School  Committee,  the 
cost  per  pupil  in  the  lower  grades  is  about  $34  and  in  the  High  School 
$53.  Taking  the  average  yearly  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our 
schools  at  25  in  the  lower  grades  and  17  in  the  High,  this  would  make  an 
increase  in  the  expense  of  the  School  Department  of  less  than  $2,000  per 
year,  due  to  the  normal  increase  in  attendance.  This  includes  all  mainte- 
nance items  and  new  equipment.  While  there  are  always  likely  to  be 
special  items  to  increase  any  such  fixed  schedule,  it  does  not  appear  that 
the  amount  should  be  more  than  doubled  two  years  in  succession.  It 
should  be  stated  that  this  year  there  is  an  item  of  an  increase  in  pay  for 
the  teachers,  which  will  partly  account  for  the  large  increase  in  appro- 
priation. 

We  believe  that  our  schools  should  be  kept  up  to  the  highest  possible 
standard  consistent  with  the  finances  of  the  Town,  and  we  do  not  wish  in 
any  way  to  discourage  the  efforts  of  the  School  Committee,  but  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  they  should  be  able  to  continue  with  somewhat  less  than 
the  amount  asked  for. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  the 
general  expense  of  the  School  Department,  and  $1,000  for  original  school 
equipment,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  21. 

The  congested  condition  of  the  rooms  in  the  High  School  is  clearly  set 
forth  in  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of 
the  High  School  for  the  year  1913.  Your  Committee  has  investigated 
these  conditions  and  it  is  evident  that  the  subject  is  an  important  one, 
requiring  careful  study  to  insure  that  the  increasing  enrollment  of  pupils 
shall  be  accommodated,  not  only  as  to  instruction  of  the  mind,  but  with 
due  care  and  consideration  for  comfortable  and  hygienic  surroundings. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Town  to  secure  plans  for  the  enlarge- 
ment and  remodeling  of  the  High  School. 
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ARTICLE  22. 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  Athletic 
Director  for  the  Schools  is  desirable,  but  that  the  Town,  for  reasons  of 
economy,  should  not  at  this  time  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose. 
The  necessary  amount  could  be  raised,  we  believe,  by  private  subscription, 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be  postponed. 

ARTICLE  23. 

Some  years  ago  the  United  States  Government  presented  the  General 
Bates  No.  118  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  with  two  100  pdr  Parrott  rifles  and 
naval  mounts  to  be  used  as  memorials  of  the  Civil  War.  One  of  these 
now  stands  on  the  grounds  of  the  High  School.  Your  Committee  has 
obtained  the  following  history  of  this  gun  from  the  Navy  Department  at 
Washington  : 

<l  Built  in  1863  and  shipped  to  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  Mass.,  in 
February,  1865,  where  it  was  mounted  on  the  Sloop  of  War  '  Richmond  ' 
in  January,  1869.  Landed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in 
November,  1871,  and  transferred  to  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  Mass.,  in 
September,  1877,  where  it  was  mounted  on  the  Frigate  '  Wabash.'  It  has 
no  Civil  War  record." 

It  is  evident  that  this  Article  was  drawn  up  with  a  view  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  an  object  of  historic  interest,  but  as  the  gun  has  no  war  record,  the 
object  sought  for  would  not  be  attained. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  24. 

The  Town  has  adopted  Chapter  498,  Acts  of  1908,  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  a  Teachers'  Pension  Fund,  and  last  year  $500  was 
appropriated  for  this  purpose,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Town 
Treasurer,  to  be  disbursed  by  him  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
There  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $170.38  left  from  this  appropriation. 

The  School  Committee  estimate  that  the  sum  of  $659  will  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  the  fund  this  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 
Teachers'  Pension  Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  25. 

Your  Committee  is  informed  by  the  Town  Counsel  that,  according  to 
the  statutes,  a  Town  may  not  raise  money  by  taxation  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  this  Article. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  26. 

Your  Committee  understands  that  Bay  View  avenue,  where  it  is  desired 
to  extend  the  sewer,  is  not  an  accepted  street  and  accordingly  a  sewer  can- 
not be  placed  there  by  the  Town  at  this  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  Article  26  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  27. 

This  is  a  short  section  of  sewer  and  its  construction  is  advised  by  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  who  estimate  the  probable  cost  at  about  $600. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600  for  the 
extension  of  the  sewer  in  Greenwood  avenue,  as  stipulated  by  Article  27, 
and  that  the  sum  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  28. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  grant  a  Saturday  half  holiday  to  the 
employees  of  the  Highway,  Water,  Sewer  and  Moth  Departments  during 
the  entire  year. 

ARTICLE  29. 

For  several  years  the  Town  has  made  suitable  provisions  for  the 
observance  and  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  our 
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National  Independence.  There  is  much  need  of  economy,  however,  and 
it  has  been  suggested  that  part  of  the  amount  asked  for  could  be  raised  by 
subscription. 

,  We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  $500  for  the  purpose  of 
celebrating  the  Fourth  of  July,  said  amount  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  a  Committee  of  four 
to  be  named  from  the  floor. 

ARTICLE  30. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  need  of  curtailment  in  all  of  its  expenditures,  this 
Committee  deems  it  unwise  for  the  Town  to  grant  the  appropriation  asked 
for  in  this  Article  for  the  purpose  of  providing  Band  Concerts  during  the 
season  of  1^14. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  31. 

The  water  main  referred  to  in  this  Article  is  a  short  section  of  about 
250  feet,  and  its  construction  is  advised  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board, 
which  estimates  the  expense  at  about  $312. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $312  for  the 
extension  of  a  water  main  through  Clarke  avenue,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  31,  and  that  this  amount  be  transferred  from  an  unex- 
pended balance  left  from  the  water  appropriation  for  Galloupe's  Point. 

ARTICLE  32. 

There  is  a  sharp  bend  in  Redington  street,  most  noticeable  on  the 
westerly  side,  a  short  distance  from  the  corner  of  Mapledale  place,  and 
it  is  requested  that  the  Town  should  straighten  this  street  for  the  con- 
venience of  pedestrians. 

The  owner  of  the  land  has  signified  his  willingness  to  deed  to  the  Town 
such  portion  of  land  as  would  accomplish  the  purpose  desired,  providing 
the  Town  will  move  two  buildings,  which  would  also  necessitate  the 
building  of  two  cellars,  for  which  we  have  no  reliable  estimate  of  cost. 

This  Committee  is  not  impressed  with  the  immediate  necessity  for  this 
work. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  Article  32  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

ARTICLE  33. 

This  Committee  after  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  High- 
way Surveyor,  believes  that  Marshall  Brook  outlet  is  not  only  objection- 
able to  the  residents  in  that  vicinity  and  those  who  have  occasion  to  go  on 
the  beach,  but  is  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  public  health. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the  construction  of  Marsh- 
all Brook  outlet,  being  a  part  of  a  surface  drain,  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Surveyor,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  35. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  con- 
tinuous sidewalks,  to  be  constructed  of  brick,  stone,  concrete  or  other 
material  of  similar  lasting  character,  and  that  the  amount  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  36. 

Your  Committee  has  investigated  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  and 
is  impressed  with  the  possibility  that  this  work  can  be  done  more  satis- 
factorily under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Surveyor  than  by  private 
contract.  We  believe  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  must  be  appropriated 
if  the  work  is  to  be  done  thoroughly  and  that  the  amount  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  not  sufficient  to  do  the  work  in  a  manner  which 
would  be  satisfactory  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

We  recommend  that  $4,500  be  appropriated  for  laying  the  dust  in  the 
streets  and  that  the  oil  be  purchased  by  the  Highway  Surveyor  and  the 
work  done  under  his  supervision. 
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ARTICLE  38. 

The  Town  has  collected  ashes  and  garbage  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  the  past  few  years,  and  this  matter  with  the  appro- 
priation necessary  has  been  taken  care  of  under  Article  10. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  40. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  the  same  as  the  first  part  of  Article  6  in 
the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Meeting  held  January  9,  1914,  and  calls  for  the 
rescinding  of  the  action  taken  with  regard  to  the  issuing  of  bonds  or  notes 
for  the  purposes  of  Water  Pipe  and  Sewer  Construction.  According  to 
the  records  of  the  Town  Clerk,  this  matter  was  considered  at  that  meeting 
and  this  part  of  the  article  adopted — the  balance  of  the  article  being 
referred  to  the  annual  meeting.    Therefore,  no  further  action  is  necessary. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  matter  of  Article  40  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

ARTICLE  41. 

The  amount  referred  to  in  this  Article  for  Water  Pipe  Construction  in 
Crosman  avenue  and  Galloupe's  Point  was  authorized  at  a  meeting  of 
October  10,  1913,  but  the  bonds  were  not  issued.  The  work,  however, 
has  been  completed  and  paid  for  from  the  general  funds  in  the  treasury. 
The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  raise  the  amount  by  borrowing  and 
refund  it  to  the  Town  Treasury. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200  for  the 
purpose  of  refunding  to  the  Treasury  the  amount  expended  in  laying 
water  pipes  in  Crosman  avenue  and  replacing  the  water  pipes  at  Galloupe's 
Point  and  that  this  sum  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  42. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  Article  is  similar  to  Article  41. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,920  for  the 
purpose  of  refunding  to  the  Treasury  the  amount  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  sewers  in  Roy  and  Rockland  streets  and  for  procuring  plans 
for  an  extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,900  be 
raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  and  that  the  sum  of 
$20  be  transferred  from  the  Sewer  Department  receipts. 

ARTICLE  46. 

Last  year  the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  proceeding  with  the  widening  and 
reconstruction  of  Humphrey  street.  The  preliminary  details  have  been 
completed  and  active  work  will  be  commenced  in  the  near  future.  Under 
the  act  requiring  the  work,  the  Town  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $50,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $50,000  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  and  under  the 
authority  given  by  Chapter  778  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  entitled,  "  An  Act 
Relative  to  the  Laying  Out  and  Construction  of  Humphrey  street  in  the 
Town  of  Swampscott." 

ARTICLE  47. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
vote  under  Article  46  of  the  Warrant,  which  relates  to  the  appropriation 
of  the  sum  of  $50,000  by  virtue  of  the  authority  given  by  Chapter  778  of 
the  Acts  of  1913,  said  sum  being  the  estimated  cost  to  the  Town  of  the 
reconstruction  of  that  part  of  Humpheey  street  described  in  said  Act. 

Bonds  or  notes  may  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  for  such  amount  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $50,000  as  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  be  necessary  for  said  purposes. 

Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  either  $500  each  or 
$1,000  each,  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year,  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  (4%)  per  annum  payable  semi-annually. 
Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the

Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen,  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  "  Swampscott  Humphrey  Street  Loan,  Act 
of  1913."  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  payable  by  annual  payments 
beginning  not  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  as  will  extinguish 
each  loan  within  twenty  years  from  its  date,  and  the  amount  of  such 
annual  payment  of  any  loan  in  any  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
of  the  principal  of  said  loan  payable  in  any  subsequent  year.  They  shall 
be  authenticated  by  some  bank,  trust  company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's 
option  on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  the 
coupons  (if  coupon  bonds  are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The 
principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer, 
or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen 
shall  designate. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen,  but  said  bonds  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Articles  12,  19,  27  and  42  of  the  Warrant,  which  relate  to  the  appropria- 
tion of  $3,500  for  sewers  in  Stetson  avenue,  $16,000  for  sewers  in  Hum- 
phrey street,  $600  for  sewers  in  Greenwood  avenue,  and  $1,900  for  sewers 
in  Roy  and  Rockland  streets,  said  appropriations  aggregating  the  sum  of 
$22,000. 

There  shall  be  twenty-two  bonds  or  notes  for  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
numbered  one  to  twenty-two  inclusive.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the 
current  year.  Bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from 
the  date  thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  there- 
after in  numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  seal, 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority 
of  the  Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one- 
half  per  centum  (4^0)  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be 
authenticated  by  some  bank  or  trust  company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's 
option  on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons 
(if  coupon  bonds  are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal 
and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such 
bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  upon  their  face  the  words, 
"Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan.  Act  of  1913."  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Article  41  of  the  Warrant  which  relates  to  the  appropriation  of  $4,200  for 
water  mains  in  Crosman  avenue  and  at  Galloupe's  Point. 

There  shall  be  four  bonds  or  notes  for  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
numbered  one  to  four,  inclusive,  and  one  bond  or  note  for  two  hundred 
dollars  numbered  five.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year. 
Bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in 
numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  seal,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the 
Selectmen  and  a  majority  of  the  Water  Commissioners  (now  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board),  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one- 
half  per  centum  (4^%)  Per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be 
authenticated  by  some  bank  or  trust  company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option 
on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons  (if 
coupon  bonds  are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.    The  principal 
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and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such 
bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall 
designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words, 
"  Swampscott  Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912."  Said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Articles  4,  20,  33  and  35,  relating  to  the  following  appropriations  :  $1,600 
for  original  street  construction,  and  $6,000  for  macadam  pavement,  $1 ,000 
for  original  equipment  for  the  Hadley  School,  $400  for  Marshall  Brook 
outlet,  and  $6,000  for  sidewalks,  said  appropriations  aggregating  fifteen 
thousand  dollars. 

There  shall  be  fifteen  bonds  or  notes  for  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
numbered  one  to  fifteen,  inclusive.  They,  shall  be  dated  during  the 
current  year.  Bonds  or  notes  numbered  one,  two  and  three  shall  be  pay- 
able one  year  from  their  date,  and  three  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  payable 
each  year  thereafter  in  numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned 
by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  per  centum  (4^%)  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
shall  be  authenticated  by  some  bank  or  trust  company,  or  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bureau  of  Statistics,  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's 
option  upon  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  the 
coupons  (if  coupon  bonds  are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement. 
The  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words,  "  Swampscott  Miscellaneous  Loan,  1914."  Said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  but 
said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest.

majority  of  the  Selectmen,  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  "Swamp- 
scott Humphrey  Street  Loan  Act  of  1913."  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
payable  by  annual  payments  beginning  not  more  than  one  year  from  the 
date  thereof,  as  will  extinguish  each  loan  within  twenty  years  from  its 
date,  and  the  amount  of  such  annual  payment  of  any  loan  in  any  year 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  said  loan  payable  in 
any  subsequent  year.  They  shall  be  authenticated  by  some  bank,  trust 
company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  presentation  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  the  coupons  (if  coupon  bonds  be  issued)  and 
appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at 
the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  may  designate. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen,  but  said  bonds  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest.  (Unanimous.)

There  shall  be  twenty-two  bonds  or  notes  for  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
numbered  one  to  twenty-two  inclusive.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the 
current  year.  Bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from 
the  date  thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter 
in  their  numerical  order.

of  Statistics,  and  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on 
presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons  (if  coupon 
bonds  are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and 
interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such 
Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men shall  designate;  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  upon  their  face  the 
words  "Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1913."  Said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance,  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  inter- 
est. (Unanimous.) 

Voted,  Article  47.  To  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee as  amended  as  follows  :  That  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  partic- 
ulars of  the  bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  Article  41  of  the  Warrant,  which  relates  to  the  appropriation  of 
$4,200  for  water  mains  in  Crosman  avenue  and  at  Galloupe's  Point;  $200 
shall  be  taken  from  the  receipts  of  the  Water  Department  and  there  shall 
be  four  bonds  or  notes  for  one  thousand  dollars  each,  numbered  one  to 
four,  inclusive.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  Bond  or 
note  numbered  one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in  numerical  order. 
Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  a 
majority  of  the  Water  Commissioners  (now  Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum 
(4^  per  cent)  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  authenticated 
by  some  bank  or  trust  company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics, shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  presenta- 
tion to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons  (if  coupon  bonds 
are  issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  bank  or 
trust  company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall  designate. 
Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  "Swampscott 
Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912."  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold 
under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

(Unanimous.) 

Voted,  Article  47.  To  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee as  follows  :  That  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Articles  4,  20,  33  and  35,  relating  to  the  following  appropriations  :  $1,600 
for  original  street  construction,  $6,000  for  macadam  pavement,  $1,000  for 
original  equipment  of  Hadley  School,  $400  for  Marshall  Brook  outlet,  and 
$6,000  for  sidewalks,  said  appropriations  aggregating,  $15,000.

issued)  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and  interest  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust 
Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said 
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bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  "  Swampscott  Miscella- 
neous Loan,  1914."  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction 
of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 
(Unanimous.) 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  Article  2  of  Town  Warrant  dated 
January  9,  1914,  and  Article  43  of  Warrant  for  Annual  Meeting,  1914,  was 
read. 

Report  of  Selectmen  on  Blaney's  Beach. 

To  the  Citizens  of  S  ivampscott: — 

At  the  special  meeting  held  January  9,  1914,  the  following  article 
appeared  in  the  Warrant : 

"Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  direct 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take  whatever  appropriate  action 
ma j  be  necessary  for  the  registration  of  the  title  in  the  Town 
of  Swampscott,  to  that  part  of  Blaney's  Beach,  so  called, 
bounded  easterly  by  land  taken  by  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
for  Park  purposes  ;  southerly  by  the  sea ;  westerly  by  land 
taken  by  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  Park  purposes,  and 
northerly  by  existing  walls  and  lines  between  the  same, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Whitfield  A  Stubbs  and  others. 
The  vote  of  the  meeting  upon  this  article  was  as  follows  :  "To  adopt 
this  article  and  refer  it  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen." 

This  article  appeared  in  the  Warrant  upon  petition  of  about  thirty-five 
citizens  who  live  in  the  vicinity  of  this  beach,  some  of  whom  have  a  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  conditions  existing  there  for  at  least  four  generations, 
and  they  all  are  remonstrants  against  certain  parties  walling  in  more 
beach  than  they  have  heretofore  occupied,  and  against  other  parties 
claiming  title  through  the  Land  Court  of  property  which  they  claim 
belongs  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Toun  of  Swampscott. 

The  title  to  this  beach  and  upland  may  be  problematical.  We  find  upon 
examination  of  the  title  deeds  of  the  land  on  Orient  street  that  some  of 
them  bound  by  the  wall;  others  by  the  beach;  others  by  the  ocean,  and 
still  others  by  a  certain  distance  from  the  street.  The  Town  claims  title 
to  this  property  between  the  existing  walls  and  the  ocean  by  open,  notori- 
ous, continuous  and  adverse  use  from  time  immemorial. 

We  have  had  the  Town  Engineer  prepare  a  plan  of  these  properties 
which  shows  the  walls  and  high  water  line  of  September  25,  1913-  These 
walls  as  at  present  constructed  form  an  irregular  line  without  any  regard 
for  the  adjoining  walls  or  to  the  contour  of  the  ocean,  and  we  have  had 
drawn  upon  this  plan  in  red  a  line  which  is  about  70  feet  from  and  par- 
allel to  the  average  summer  high  tide  and  beyond  which  no  structure 
should  be  allowed  to  exist.  This  line  begins  at  the  corner  of  the  present 
wall  recently  constructed  by  Lydia  A.  Farnham  and  ends  at  a  point  on 
the  highway  laid  out  by  the  Town  in  1S74,  which  is  26  feet  south  of  the 
Erne  I.  Lake  wall.  The  minimum  distance  between  this  line  and  existing 
walls  or  buildings  is  four  feet,  which  occurs  at  land  of  the  Real  Estate 
Associates;  the  maximum  distance  44  feet,  which  occurs  at  land  of  John 
Haley. 

It  would  seem  to  your  Selectmen  that  the  purpose  of  an  owner  living 
on  the  property  would  be  to  get  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  sea  at  all 
times,  and  to  be  assured  that  their  neighbors  would  not  build  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  obstruct  their  view  and  vice  versa,  also  that  free  passage 
on  the  beach  could  be  obtained  above  high  water  line  except  in  cases  of 
severe  storms.  An  agreement  using  this  line  as  a  base  would  meet  these 
requirements. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Town  build  a  concrete  wall  upon  this  line,  fill 
behind  same  with  sand  and  then  have  the  Town  and  each  adjoining  owner 
sign  an  agreement  or  indenture  releasing  all  their  rights,  title  and  interest 
on  each  side  of  the  line.    Acting  thereon  we  gave  a  hearing  to  the  owners 
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on  January  30,  1914,  at  which  hearing  14  of  the  18  owners  appeared  and 
a  majority  signified  their  intention  of  signing  such  agreements.  The  cost 
of  this  work  is  estimated  to  be  about  $7,000  and  if  all  the  owners  would 
sign  it  would  avoid  all  Court  proceedings  and  probably  settle  the  question 
without  delay. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  two  cases  pending  in  the  courts  claiming 
title  to  low  water  line,  namely  :  Mary  E.  Redfern  and  George  E.  Noyes, 
against  which  the  Selectmen  have  filed  objections. 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  build  the  wall  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $7,000  it  does  not  seem  to  us  advisable  at  the  present  time,  inasmuch  as 
the  abutters  are  not  a  unit  in  this  proposition  and  we  think  the  Town 
should  be  careful  in  its  appropriations  for  the  next  three  years. 

In  regard  to  protecting  the  Town's  interest  during  registration  proceed- 
ings we  ask  authority  to  execute  papers  in  accordance  with  above  report 
based  upon  the  line  shown  in  red  upon  the  plan  filed  in  the  Land  Court 
and  suggest  the  following  vote  be  passed: — To  authorize  and  direct  the 
Selectmen,  or  a  majority  thereof,  on  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Swampscott  to  sign,  seal,  "acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  adjoining 
owners,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  they  may  in  writing  appoint,  a 
quitclaim  deed  of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  said  Inhabitants  to  that 
parcel  of  land  lying  north  of  the  red  shown  upon  the  plan  of  these  prem- 
ises and  drawn  by  W.  A.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  February  10,  1914, 
provided,  however,  that  the  adjoining  owners  in  return  deliver  to  the 
Selectmen,  in  the  name  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  a 
quitclaim  deed  of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which  they  may  have  to 
any  portion  of  that  parcel  of  land  lying  south  of  the  above  described  red 
line.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  vote  passed  under  Article 
47  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  18,  1914,  the  same 
being  an  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  16,  fixing 
the  particulars  of  the  bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  Articles  12,  19,  27  and  42,  so  that  the  vote  will  read 
as  follows  : — Voted,  That  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Articles  12, 
19  and  27  of  the  Warrant  which  relate  to  the  appropriation  of  $3,500  for 
sewers  in  Stetson  avenue,  $16,000  for  sewers  in  Humphrey  street,  and 
$600  for  sewers  in  Greenwood  avenue,  said  appropriations  aggregating 
the  sum  of  $20,100.  There  shall  be  issued  twenty  notes  of  the  Town, 
one  for  $1,100  and  nineteen  for  $1,000  each.  They  shall  be  dated  during 
the  current  year,  and  the  note  for  $1,100  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one  note  for  $1,000  shall  be  payable 
annually  thereafter,  so  that  the  entire  loan  shall  be  extinguished  in  not 
more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  note  issued  therefor. 
Said  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  determine.  Said  notes  shall 
bear  upon  their  face  the  words, "Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1913," 
and  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  notes  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  said 
notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

Art.  31.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  vote  passed  under  Article 

41  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  18,  I9i4,the  same 
being  an  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  16,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows,  Voted  :  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200 
for  the  purpose  of  refunding  to  the  treasury  the  amount  expended  in  lay- 
ing water  pipes  in  Crosman  avenue  and  replacing  water  pipes  at  Galloupe's 
Point,  and  that  the  same  be  raised  in  the  levy  of  the  year  1914. 

Art.  32.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  vote  passed  under  Article 

42  of  the  warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  18,  1914,  the  same 
being  an  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  16,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows,  Voted  :  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,920 
for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  treasury  for  the  amounts  expended  in 
the  construction  of  sewers  in  Roy  and  Rockland  streets  and  for  procuring 
plans  for  an  extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,900 
be  raised  in  the  levy  of  the  year  1914,  and  that  the  sum  of  $20  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Sewer  Department  receipts. 

Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  adjust  the 
lines  of  private  and  public  ownership  at  Blaney's  Beach,  and  empower  the 
Selectmen  for  that  purpose,  to  receive  and  execute  in  the  name  of  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  grants  or  releases  of  land. 

Art.  34.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  attested  copies 
thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Depots,  Post  Offices  and  three  other  public  and 
conspicuous  places  in  the  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  as  aforesaid.

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Warrant,  the  voters  of  the  Town 
assembled  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  July  10,  1914. 

There  was  a  good  number  present  to  transact  business  in  accord  with 
the  by-laws. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Daniel  F.  Knowlton,  Moderator,  at 
eight  o'clock. 

The  Warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  return  thereon  was  read  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

The  report  of  the  Committeee  on  Ways  and  Means  was  submitted. 

Report  of  Ways  and  fleans  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott for  Special  Town  Meeting,  July  10,  1914. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  all  important  matters  concerning 
Town  affairs  should  be  taken  up  at  Annual  Town  Meetings  and  that 
articles  for  special  Town  Meetings  should  be  confined  to  such  matters 
as  are  essentially  of  an  emergency  character,  and  for  this  reason  the 
Committee,  in  a  number  of  instances,  has  recommended  that  articles 
which  may  have  merit,  be  referred  to  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  when 
budgets  are  presented  for  consideration  and  the  articles  in  the  Warrant 
at  the  time  are  considered  largely  with  respect  to  their  relative  importance. 

Article  i.  The  Committee  believes  that  the  grade  of  Atlantic  avenue 
in  front  of  the  estate  of  Fred  N.  Kimball  should  be  lowered  but  that  the 
matter  is  not  sufficiently'urgent  to  require  action  at  this  time,  and  recom- 
mends that  it  be  referred  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Art.  2.  The  Committee  is  informed  by  the  Park  Commissioners  that 
the  sum  of  money  asked  for  is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  sufacing  a 
part  of  the  field  of  Jackson  park  and  also  for  building  a  fence,  to  protect 
pedestrians,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  grade  of  the  field  is  lower  than  the 
sidewalk.  The  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  surfacing  need  not  be 
undertaken  at  this  time,  but  that  the  fence  is  required  as  a  matter  of  public 
safety,  and  we  recommend  that  $225  be  appropriated  for  the  latter  purpose 
to  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of  1914. 

Art.  3.  At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  $1,000  was  appropriated 
principally  to  take  care  of  the  filling  and  surfacing  of  Phillips  park.  The 
money  has  been  used  and  there  is  yet  much  work  of  this  nature  to  be 
done.  We  are  informed  that  there  are  between  2,000  and  3,000  yards 
more  of  material  available  in  connection  with  Humphrey  Street  Construc- 
tion which  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of,  and  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
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$300  be  appropriatated  for  this  purpose  to  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of 
1914. 

Art.  4.  The  Committee  is  advised  by  the  Selectmen  and  School  Com- 
mittee that  the  Town  has  no  further  need  for  the  school  building  and  lot 
of  land  on  Orient  street,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  sell  the  same. 

Art.  5.  The  lot  of  land  and  hose  house  on  Jessie  street  is  a  small  piece 
of  property  which  we  are  informed  is  a  continual  expense  to  the  Town, 
serving  no  useful  purpose.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  sell  the  same. 

Art.  6.  The  Committee  considers  that  the  taking  of  land  at  the  corner 
of  Burrill  and  Essex  streets  is  not  especially  urgent  and  recommends  that 
the  article  be  referred  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Art.  7.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  question  of  providing  a 
spring  board  and  raft  at  Blaney  Beach  be  referred  to  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  as  it  should  properly  be  included  in  the  annual  budget  of 
the  Park  Commissioners. 

Art.  8.  After  consultation  with  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  the 
Committee  considers  it  advisable  that  when  the  sewer  is  built  in  Bay  View 
avenue  it  should  run  easterly  through  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  rather  than  west- 
erly as  petitioned  for,  as  this  is  the  natural  gradient  and  will  avoid  deep 
cuts  in  ledge.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  deferred  until 
the  question  of  a  sewer  for  Cedar  Hill  terrace  is  considered. 

Art.  9.  Inasmuch  as  the  work  of  constructing  a  sewer  from  King 
street  to  Redington  street  was  authorized  by  the  Town  and  that  the  appro- 
priation was  insufficient  to  cover  the  land  damage  included  in  the  work, 
we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  as  recommended  by 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  that  that  amount  be  raised  by  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Art.  10.  Part  of  the  sewer  in  question  in  Monument  avenue  was  laid 
as  an  emergency,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  street  was  to  be  resurfaced  and 
we  recommend  that  the  sewer  be  extended  as  recommended  by  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board,  and  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  for  the 
same  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Art.  11.  Because  of  the  heavy  rains  in  the  spring  and  the  necessity 
of  continuous  pumping  at  such  times  to  keep  the  basins  from  overflowing, 
the  maintenance  expense  of  the  Sewerage  System  has  been  unusually 
large,  and  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  be  included  in  the  tax  levy 
of  1914. 

Art.  12.  On  acount  of  new  buildings  nearing  completion  on  Mount- 
wood  road  requiring  water  service  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
sum  of  $1,150  be  appropriated  for  the  extension  of  mains,  as  recommended 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
Town. 

Art.  13.  On  account  of  new  building's  nearing  completion  on  Millet 
road  requiring  water  service,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of 
$150  be  appropriated  for  the  extension  of  mains,  as  recommended  by  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Art.  14.  On  account  of  new  buildings  nearing  completion  on  Phillips 
avenue  requiring  water  service,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum 
of  $700  be  appropriated  for  the  extension  of  mains,  as  recommended  by 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Art.  15.  The  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  estimate  that  the  expense  of 
extending  the  sewer  from  the  present  terminus  in  Orient  street  to  Tupelo 
road  would  be  about  $9,500.  The  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  this 
expense  is  not  warranted  at  the  present  time,  and  recommends  that  the 
matter  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  21.  As  the  acceptance  of  Cedar  Hill  terrace  involves  land  takings 
we  believe  it  is  not  advisable  to  accept  the  street  at  the  present  time,  and 
recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postpond. 
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Art.  24.  While  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  the  Humphrey  street 
widening  and  approach  has  not  yet  been  accepted  by  the  Town,  the  Com- 
mittee has  received  a  copy  and  submits  the  following  recommendation, 
provided  the  report  is  accepted. 

The  question  presented  by  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  is  one  involving 
many  important  considerations  aside  from  the  fact  of  a  large  expenditure 
of  money.  It  is  now  estimated  that  $21,000  will  be  necessary  for  the 
approach  on  the  west  end  from  the  Lynn  line,  and  possibly  this  amount 
may  be  increased,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Humphrey  street  widening. 

As  the  information  now  available  is  in  our  opinion  not  sufficiently 
definite  and  there  has  not  been  adequate  time  to  give  proper  consideration 
to  a  matter  of  this  magnitude ;  and  furthermore  as  the  Selectmen  have 
made  no  recommendation  or  expressed  an  opinion  in  their  report,  we 
recommend  that  a  special  Committee  consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and 
three  other  citizens  of  the  Town  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  plans  for  the  proposed  approach  and  submit  a 
report  with  their  findings  and  recommendation  to  an  adjourned  meeting. 

Art.  25.  In  view  of  the  dire  calamity  which  has  befallen  our  neighboring 
city  of  Salem,  it  is  felt  that  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Town  to 
render  substantial  aid  for  the  Relief  Work. 

The  Committee  has,  however,  been  advised  by  Town  Counsel  that  the 
funds  of  the  Town  cannot  legally  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  We 
therefore  regret  to  recommend  that  no  appropriation  be  made. 

Art.  26.  It  is  customary  for  the  salaries  of  town  officials  to  be 
arranged  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  and  the  Committee  is  not  in  favor 
of  the  policy  of  changing  salaries  at  special  meetings,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  question  of  raising  the  salaries  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  27.  We  are  informed  by  the  Hadley  School  Committee  that  the 
sum  of  $500  is  needed  to  pay  for  work  which  has  been  required  by  State 
Inspectors,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  this  amount  be  appropri- 
ated to  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of  1915. 

Art.  28.  As  this  article  and  Article  33  pertain  to  the  same  subject 
they  can  well  be  considered  together.  It  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the 
Selectmen  that  the  main  object  is  to  establish  for  all  time  the  boundaries 
of  Blaney's  Beach. 

The  matter  is  now  befoie  the  Land  Court,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
Selectmen  be  empowered  to  receive  and  execute  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  grants  or  leases  of  land  according  to  plan  of  the 
Town  Engineer  referred  to  in  the  report.  The  Selectmen  state  that  no 
appropriation  is  necessary. 

Art.  29.  The  Committee  is  advised  by  the  Town  Counsel  that  money 
cannot  legally  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  specified  in  this  article, 
and  we  recommend  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  30.  On  account  of  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts, rendered  since  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  it  is  impossible  to 
raise  mon^y  by  bond  issue  to  refund  expenditures  that  have  already  been 
made,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  this  article  which 
has  been  requested  by  the  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  issue 
bonds  or  notes  accordingly. 

Art.  31.  For  reasons  given  in  the  previous  recommendation  the 
moneys  called  for  in  this  article  must  be  taken  from  the  annual  tax  levy, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  Town  amend  its  previous  vote  and  adopt  the 
article. 

Art.  32.  For  reasons  given  the  moneys  called  for  in  this  article  must 
be  taken  from  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Town 
amend  its  previous  vote  and  adopt  the  article. 

Art.  34.  We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars 
of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
Articles  12,  13  and  14,  which  relate  to  the  appropriation  of  $1,150  for 
water  mains  in  Mountwood  road;  $150  for  water  mains  in  Millet  road; 
and  $700  for  water  mains  in  Phillips  avenue.    There  shall  be  four  bonds 
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or  notes  for  $500  each,  numbered  one  to  four  inclusive.  They  shall  be 
dated  during  the  current  year.  Bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  pay- 
able one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  pay- 
able each  year  thereafter  in  numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall 
bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  and  counter- 
signed by  a  majority  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  ;  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  per  annum ;  shall  be  authenticated  by  some 
bank  or  trust  company  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics  ;  shall 
be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  presentation  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons,  if  coupon  bonds  or  notes  are 
issued,  and  appropriate  endorsement.  Principal  and  intertest  shall  be  pay- 
able at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  bank  or  trust  company 
as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall  designate. 

Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words  "  Swampscott 
Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912."  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold 
under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  or  notes, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  but 
said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

That  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the  bonds  to  be  issued 
by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Articles  9  and  10,  which  relates 
to  the  appropriation  of  $500  for  sewer  from  King  street  to  Redington 
street,  under  Article  9,  and  $500  for  sewer  in  Monument  avenue,  from 
Walker  road  to  Elmwood  road  under  Article  10. 

There  shall  be  two  bonds  or  notes  for  $500  each,  numbered  one  and 
two.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  Bond  or  note  num- 
bered one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  bond  or 
note  numbered  two  shall  be  payable  two  years  from  the  date  thereof.  Said 
bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Beard  of  Selectmen  ; 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4.4%  per  annum  ;  shall  be  au- 
thenticated by  some  Bank  or  Trust  Company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics;  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option 
on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons,  if 
coupon  bonds  or  notes  are  issued,  and  appropriate  endorsement.  Princi- 
pal and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasureror  at 
such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  shall 
designate. 

Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words  "  Swampscott 
Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1913."  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under 
the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  or  notes, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  but 
said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  by  Moderator  Daniel  F. 
Knowlton,  more  than  the  required  number  of  voters  being  present.

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Voted.    To  take  up  Article  27. 

Art.  27.  The  report  of  the  Construction  Committee  of  Hadley  School 
building  was  read  by  J.  Henry  Welch,  Secretary. 

July  24,  1914. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

Upon  the  completion  and  occupation  of  the  Hadley  School  building  the 
State  Inspector  of  Buildings  refused  a  license  for  the  use  of  the  auditorium 
until  fire  doors  were  erected  at  either  ends  of  the  corridors  at  the  head  of 
each  flight  of  stairs. 

The  building  being  of  fire  proof  construction  of  standard  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  where  such  requirements  are  not  in  force,  the  committee,  acting  on 
the  advice  of  the  best  authorities  on  schoolhouse  construction,  carried 
the  issue  to  the  court.  The  decision  was  against  the  Town.  The  matter 
was  finally  compromised  by  placing  one  partition  with  doors  in  the  centre 
of  each  corridor  in  place  of  two  partitions  one  at  either  end,  thereby 
reducing  the  expense  to  the  Town  one-half. 

The  inspector  has  further  recommended  the  erection  of  an  iron  fence 
around  the  parapet  wall  of  the  auditorium  roof  as  a  safeguard  in  case  the 
roof  is  used  as  a  fire  exit  from  the  adjoining  rooms. 

As  both  of  these  requirements  were  unjoined  by  state  authority  your 
Committee,  upon  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  proceeded  with  the  work, 
which  has  recently  been  completed.  The  cost  for  partitions  and  doors 
was  $456.75 ;  for  the  iron  fence,  $192,00,  a  total  of  $648.75,  which  amount 
the  Committee  recommends  be  appropriated  for  this  work. 

The  Committee  having  completed  its  duties  requests  that  it  be  dis- 
charged.

Report  of  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for  Adjourned  Town 
Meeting,  July  24,  1914. 

ARTICLE  24. 

The  Committee  has  considered  the  subject  of  this  article  broadly  and 
has  carefully  studied  both  the  physical  conditions  and  the  matter  presented 
in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  created  by  the  Town  Meeting  of 
July  10,  1914. 

This  has  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  who 
are  thus  given  additional  information,  with  time  to  form  an  opinion 
before  being  called  upon  to  vote. 

There  are  a  number  of  salient  points  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
approaches  that  should  be  thoroughly  understood  before  further  expendi- 
ture is  undertaken,  and  the  Committee  will  outline  these  separately  so  as 
not  to  confuse  them  with  the  various  phases  of  the  Humphrey  street 
widening  previously  authorized  by  the  Town  and  now  under  construction. 

The  resolution  that  was  adopted  by  the  Town  on  February  18,  1913, 
urged  the  passage  of  legislation  necessary  to  carry  out  the  widening  of 
Humphrey  street  substantially  in  accordance  with  a  plan  submitted  to  the 
Highway  Commissioners  by  the  Selectmen  of  Swampscott,  with  certain 
provisions  as  to  division  of  expense. 
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As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  it  was  the  intention 
that  the  whole  of  Monument  square  be  included  in  the  layout  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town  expected  that  the  enterprise  would 
be  put  through  and  completed  accordingly.  Owing  to  an  error  in  the 
wording  of  the  bill,  the  Highway  Commissioners  were  compelled  to 
interpret  that  the  work  should  start  at  the  easterly  end  of  Monument 
square,  but  should  not  include  the  square  itself.  This  ruling  at  once 
made  further  legislation  necessary  to  include  Monument  square  and  at  the 
same  time  the  idea  of  extensive  approaches  is  first  mentioned.  Chapter 
398,  Acts  of  1914. 

Another  clause  of  the  Act  of  1914  is  that  "  underground  structures  and 
connections"  should  include  water  pipes,  the  reason  for  this  being  given 
in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  $13,000 
required  for  this  purpose  formed  a  legitimate  part  of  the  expense  of  the 
work  and  should  have  been  included  in  the  first  estimate. 

From  these  facts  it  appears  that  the  Town  must  now  go  to  further 
expense  in  order  to  carry  out  its  original  plan,  which  included  the  Monu- 
ment square  improvements  but  not  the  extensive  so  called  approaches  on 
both  the  east  and  west  end  of  the  work.  Unquestionably  the  improve- 
ments in  Monument  square,  called  for  by  the  original  plan,  should  be 
made  in  order  to  complete  the  work  and  obtain  greater  safety  and  more 
space  in  the  square.  This  part  of  the  new  proposition  therefore  appears 
to  the  Committee  to  be  necessary,  otherwise  one  of  the  most  important 
advantages  sought  by  the  Humphrey  street  widening  would  be  lost. 

Referring  to  that  portion  of  the/western  approach  from  the  Lynn  line 
to  Monument  square  and  the  eastern  approach  of  about  1,300  feet,  the 
Committee  has  investigated  these  and  conferred  with  the  various  boards 
of  the  Town  interested. 

Both  these  parts  of  the  highway  are  in  bad  condition,  and  will  require 
resurfacing  in  a  short  time.  The  expense  of  this  work,  if  done  by  the 
Town,  is  estimated  at  $1.50  per  square  yard,  or  approximately  $13,500, 
and  after  completion  the  Town  would  not  have  the  wider  street,  corrected 
lines,  paved  surface  or  double  track. 

Furthermore,  officials  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  inform  us  that 
they  will  petition  for  double  track  on  the  western  approach  as  soon  as  the 
location  is  given  by  the  Highway  Commissioners  ;  also  for  double  track 
for  the  eastern  approach  from  Orient  street  to  Roberts  turnout,  provided 
ordinary  construction  is  used,  that  is,  without  the  necessity  for  conduit. 
This  action  would  benefit  the  Town  by  increasing  facilities  for  transporta- 
tion and  at  the  same  time  render  traffic  safer.  It  is  probable  that  the 
requests  will  be  granted  and  the  railroad  will  undertake  to  do  its  sub- 
grading  and  paving. 

The  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  inform  us  that  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  re-locate  their  water  pipes  or  sewers  at  either  end  if  the  approaches  are 
authorized,  and  that  whatever  incidental  expense  is  involved  will  be 
assumed  by  them. 

The  Surveyor  of  Highways  and  the  Town  Engineer  informs  us  that  in 
their  opinion  most  of  the  edgestones  on  both  sides  of  the  western  approach 
would  be  suitable  for  the  new  road  and  that  edgestones  already  rejected  on 
Humphrey  street  might  be  used  for  the  eastern  approach  if  necessary. 

The  improvements  now  proposed  are  of  decided  advantage  to  the  Town, 
giving  greater  safety,  better  transportation  facilities  and  generally 
improved  appearance  of  the  main  thorougfare  of  the  Town. 

In  conclusion  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  improvements  of  the  nature 
outlined  will  benefit  not  only  adjoining  property  but  property  throughout 
the  Town,  and  while  this  may  be  a  small  amount,  it  should  be  considered. 

The  expense  of  the  undertaking:  seems  to  be  the  only  objection,  and  for 
the  reasons  already  given  it  appears  that  a  large  part  of  this  would 
necessarily  have  to  be  met  at  an  early  date,  possibly  without  the  aid  of  the 
State,  which  now  proposes  to  use  the  surplus  appropriation  on  hand  for 
paving. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  will  be  served  if 
the  approaches  are  constructed. 
We  recommend  that  the  work  of  constructing  the  approaches  be  under- 
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taken  in  accordance  with  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioners to  the  Selectmen,  and  that  $15,000  be  appropriated,  to  be  raised  by 
notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Select- 
men be  instructed  to  obtain  formal  assurance  from  the  Highway  Com- 
missioners, the  County  Commissioners,  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission, and  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  of  the  work  each 
will  do,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  before  the 
bonds  or  notes  are  issued. 

On  account  of  the  underestimate  by  the  Engineers  of  the  Highway 
Commission,  the  Town  has  been  called  upon  to  spend  more  than  antici- 
pated, and  it  has  been  asked  by  citizens  if  the  state  could  divert  their 
unexpended  appropriations  to  the  Town,  but  we  learn  that  the  Selectmen 
have  already  taken  this  matter  up  with  the  Highway  Commission,  and 
have  been  informed  that  under  the  Act  this  could  not  legally  be  done. 
For  this  reason  we  recommend  that  $5,000  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of 
the  Town  to  cover  the  additional  amount  required  for  the  Humphrey 
street  widening,  as  recommended  by  the  Special  Committee. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
notes  or  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this 
report. 

There  shall  be  issued  ten  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  for  $2,000  each. 
They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  The  first  note  or  bond  shall 
be  payable  in  not  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one  note 
or  bond  shall  be  payable  annually  thereafter,  so  that  the  entire  loan  shall 
be  extinguished  in  not  more  then  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  note 
issued  therefor.  Said  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Town  Treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen, 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  director 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  Bank  or 
Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
determine.  Said  notes  shall  bear  upon  their  face  the  words,  "Humphrey 
Street  Widening  Additional  Loan  of  1914"  and  shall  be  sold  under  the 
direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  notes  or  bonds, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest.

Report  of  Committee  on  Humphrey  Street  Widening  and 

Approaches. 

Swampscott,  July  17,  1914. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sroampscott  : 

This  report  is  submitted  pursuant  to  action  taken  under  Article  24  of 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  July  io,  1914,  which,  with  the  above  arti- 
cle was  as  follows  : 

"Article  24.  To  hear  a  report  of  the  Selectmen  upon  the 
Humphrey  street  widening  and  approaches  thereto,  act 
thereon,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same." 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  /leans  on  Above  Article. 

"While  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  the  Humphrey  street 
widening  and  approaches  has  not  yet  been  accepted  by  the 
Town,  the  Committee  has  received  a  copy  and  submits  the 
following  recommendation,  provided  the  report  is  accepted  : 
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"The  question  presented  by  the  report  of  the  Selectmen 
is  one  involving  many  important  considerations  aside  from 
the  fact  of  a  large  expenditure  of  money.  It  is  now  estimated 
that  $21,000  will  be  necessary  for  the  approach  on  the  west 
end  from  the  Lynn  line  and  possibly  this  amount  may  be 
increased,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Humphrey  street  widening. 

"As  the  information  now  available  is,  in  our  opinion,  not 
sufficiently  definite  and  there  has  not  been  adequate  time  to 
give  proper  consideration  to  a  matter  of  this  magnitude;  and, 
furthermore,  as  the  Selectmen  have  made  no  recommenda- 
tion or  expressed  an  opinion  in  their  report,  we  recommend 
that  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and  three 
other  citizens  of  the  Town,  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
to  thoroughly  investigate  the  plans  for  the  proposed  approach 
and  submit  a  report  with  their  findings  and  recommendation 
to  an  adjourned  meeting." 

Action  on  Report. 
Voted,  Article  24 — To  accept  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  as 
read. 

Voted,  Article  24 — To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  this  article  with  the  amend- 
ment :  That  the  Committee  report  fully  in  print  to  the  Town 
four  days  before  the  time  of  the  adjourned  Town  meeting. 
Your  Committee,  realizing  the  importance  of  this  subject,  the  amount 
of  money  involved,  and  also  realizing  that  the  matter  is  not  generally 
understood  by  the  vorers  at  large,  have  deemed  it  wise  to  at  this  time  give 
a  brief  outline  of  the  Humphrey  street  widening  proposition  from  its 
inception  to  the  present  time,  before  reporting  on  the  matter  of  approaches. 

Under  Article  39  of  the  March  meeting  of  191 1  the  Selectmen  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisability  of  and  formulate  plans 
for  increasing  the  width  of  Humphrey  street  between  the  Monument  and 
the  Fish  House.  A  report  of  the  work  done  by  them  can  be  found  on 
page  181  of  the  1911  Report,  which  shows  that  they  petitioned  the  County 
of  Essex  to  have  the  county  widen  the  same,  and  then  subsequently 
introduced  a  bill  in  the  Legislature  of  1912,  so  that  the  Town  would  have 
something  to  act  upon  if  it  were  thought  advisable. 

The  total  result  of  the  Legislative  action  in  1912  was  a  resolve,  being 
chapter  135,  to  the  following  effect : 

"Resolved  that  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  is 
hereby  directed  to  report  to  the  next  General  Court  what  por- 
tion, if  any,  of  the  cost  of  widening  Humphrey  street  in  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  from  Monument  square  to  Second 
beach,  so  called,  should  be  contributed  by  the  Commonwealth, 
what  portion  by  the  County  of  Essex  and  what  portion  by 
the  Town  of  Swampscott." 
The  Highway  Commission,  acting  under  the  above  resolve  reported  to 
the  General  Court  of  1913  (a  report  in  detail  being  found  on  page  171  of 
Town  Report  for  1912)  that  the  street  was  not  Avide  enough  for  the  traffic 
and  should,  in  their  opinion,  be  widened  and  that  a  fair  division  would 
be  as  follows  : 

"The  County  of  Essex  should  lay  out  and  pay  the  land  and 
grade  damage ;  the  Town  of  Swampscott  should  do  the  neces- 
sary grading  to  the  finished  sub-grade  line,  build  the  side- 
walks, curbs  and  retaining-walls,  construct  all  necessary 
drainage,  including  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  present 
underground  constructions  and  connections;  the  Common- 
wealth should  build  the  roadway  above  the  finished  sub- 
grade  and  pay  for  the  same  from  a  line  eighteen  inches  out- 
side the  car  track  to  the  sidewalk  curb  on  each  side  ;  the 
Street  Railway  Company  should  be  given  a  double  track 
location  and  required  to  lay  suitable  girder  rails  and  to  place 
between  its  rails  and  track  and  eighteen  inches  outside  thereof 
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for  a  total  width  of  eighteen  feet,  some  suitable  pavement 

on  a  proper  foundation." 
Upon  figures  given  them  by  the  Highway  Commission  Engineers  at 
that  time,  the  Selectmen  estimated  that  the  cost  to  the  Town  would  be  in 
the  vicinity  of  $25,000.  This  did  not,  however,  include  the  cost  of  relay- 
ing pipes  and  underground  connections  belonging  to  the  Swampscott 
Water  Department,  which  was  considered  as  a  separate  municipal  enter- 
prise. 

At  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  February  18,  1913,  the  Town 
voted  unanimously  to  adopt  the  following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  the  Town  that' 
Humphrey  street  should  be  straightened  and  widened  to  a 
uniform  width  of  70  feet,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  submitted  to  the  Highway  Commissioners  by  the 
Selectmen  of  Swampscott,  provided  that  the  expense  of  said 
widening  is  divided  among  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  County  of  Essex,  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  and  this  Town,  upon  a  basis  of  cost  to  the  Town 
not  to  exceed  that  proposed  by  the  Highway  Commission  in 
its  report  to  the  Legislature,  as  set  forth  in  the  Town  Report. 

"  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to 
urge  the  passage  of  appropriate  legislation  for  this  purpose." 
Action  under  above  instructions  the  then  Town  Counsel  was  instructed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  introduce  a  bill  to  cover  the  recommendations  of  the 
resolve.  The  result  of  the  Legislative  action  upon  the  matter  in  the  year 
1912  was  the  passage  of  Chapter  778  of  the  Acts  of  1913.  Under  this  Act 
the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  has  the  complete  supervision  of 
the  work  after  the  plans  of  the  layout  have  been  approved  by  the  County 
Commissioners  and  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town.  All  land  damages  and 
the  cost  of  the  original  survey  are  borne  by  the  County  of  Essex.  To  do 
this  work  the  County  was  authorized  to  borrow  sums  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $100,000,  and  its  work  is  now  practically  completed,  the  awards 
being  $90,130.  The  act  further  provides  an  appropriation  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  $75,000,  to  pay  for  the  Commonwealth's  share  of  the  work, 
and  gave  the  Town  of  Swampscott  authority  to  borrow  $50,000. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report  we  quote  Sections  5,  6  and  7  of  said  Act. 
Sect.  5.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  layout  of  said 
Humphrey  street  as  aforesaid,  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Commission  shall  construct  said  street  to  the  finished  sub- 
grade  line,  and  shall  construct  sidewalks  with  curbs,  the 
necessary  retaining  walls,  and  all  necessary  means  of  drain- 
age, including  any  changes  which  may  be  necessary  in  the 
present  underground  structures  and  connections,  and  shall 
build  a  roadway  above  the  finished  subgrade  of  wood  block 
pavement  upon  a  cement  base,  or  some  other  suitable  mate- 
rial, from  a  line  18  inches  outside  car  tracks  to  the  sidewalk 
curb  on  each  side,  in  accordance  with  said  plans  and  specifi- 
cations. 

Sect.  6.  The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  shall 
do  the  work  within  the  double  track  location  to  be  granted  to 
it  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Highway  Commission. 

Sect.  7.  The  cost  and  expense  incurred  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  borne  as  follows  :  The  County  of 
Essex  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  layout  of  said  street,  and  the 
cost  of  all  land  and  grade  damages.  The  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  necessary  grading  to  the  finished 
subgrade  line,  of  the  sidewalks,  of  all  curbs  and  retaining 
walls  and  of  all  necessary  means  of  drainage,  including  any 
changes  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  present  underground 
structures  and  connections.  The  Commonwealth  shall  pay 
the  cost  of  the  remaining  work,  which  shall  include  the  con- 
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struction  of  the  road  above  the  finished  subgrade  from  a  line 
18  inches  outside  the  car  tracks  to  the  sidewalk  curb  on  each 
side. 

Acting  under  this  Act,  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  pre- 
pared plans,  specifications  and  contracts  and  the  work  was  duly  advertised. 
Of  11  bids  submitted  the  M.  McDonough  Company  was  chosen  to  do  the 
work,  being  the  lowest  bidder.  This  work  is  being  done  on  the  unit 
basis,  that  is  to  say,  the  contractor  receives  a  certain  price  for  each  cubic 
yard  of  earth  excavated,  each  cubic  yard  of  cement  wall  built,  etc.,  as  the 
case  might  be,  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  engineers  reserv- 
ing the  right  to  increase  or  decrease  the  quantities  as  thought  necessary 
as  the  work  progressed. 

The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  original  layout,  under  Chapter 
778  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  using  contract  prices  and  making  an  allowance 
for  the  sewer  and  water  works,  together  with  quantities  now  estimated 
with  excesses  over  quantities  originally  estimated,  are  as  follows  :

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The  cost  over  and  above  the  original  estimates  by  the  Highway  Com- 
mission as  shown  by  the  above  columns  of  figures  can,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  be  explained  in  every  case  by  the  fact  that  certain  unfor- 
seen  difficulties  arose  during  the  process  of  construction.  For  instance, 
taking  some  of  the  larger  items  of  increase  :  the  increase  in  the  cost  of 
building  the  retaining  wall  on  Fisherman's  beach  is  because  at  the  time 
of  the  survey  when  the  estimates  were  made  the  level  of  the  beach  was 
two  feet  higher  than  at  the  time  when  they  came  to  construct  the  wall, 
with  the  result  that  the  foundations  had  to  be  laid  deeper  into  the  beach. 
Also  it  was  found  necessary  to  extend  the  retaining  wall  further  west  along 
the  line  of  the  beach,  all  of  which  resulted  in  a  considerable  larger  num- 
ber of  cubic  yards  of  wall  to  be  built  and  paid  for. 

The  curbstone  was  found  to  be  of  uneven  depth,  on  account  of  which  a 
larger  number  of  feet  had  to  be  rejected  than  was  originally  estimated, 
which  accounts  for  the  excess  in  this  item.  The  other  excess  quantities 
are  easily  explained  by  examination  of  the  preceding  estimates. 

It  was  found  that  when  the  Water  Department  went  upon  the  ground  to 
to  relay  its  underground  pipes  it  was  necessary  to  do  a  great  deal  more 
work  than  was  originally  planned  for. 

The  expenses  of  laying  new  pipes  and  making  changes  in  the  under- 
ground construction  of  the  Swampscott  water  system,  which  not  only 
consists  of  material,  labor  of  laying  the  pipes  (which  is  done  by  men  in 
their  own  employ),  but  also  includes  excavating  of  trenches,  which  is 
being  done  under  the  general  contract,  were  not  originally  intended  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  Town  out  of  the  loan  authorized  under  Chapter  778  of  the 
Acts  of  1913  ;  the  Water  Department  should  have  paid  for  this  directly, 
as  this  department  is  conducted  as  a  separate  municipal  enterprise,  and  all 
its  expenses  are  paid  for  from  the  water  revenue.  Anticipating,  however, 
that  $50,000  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Town's  portion 
of  the  original  layout,  and  estimating  that  the  cost  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment would  be  about  $7,500,  it  was  arranged,  under  Section  4  of  Chapter 
398  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  hereinafter  referred  to,  that  this  work  be  paid  for 
from  the  original  appropriation .  As  a  result  of  this  the  cost  of  improving 
Humphrey  street  within  the  limits  of  the  original  layout  will  be  increased 
by  about  $13,000,  which  also  increases  the  Town  debt  by  a  like  amount 
and  is  a  saving  to  the  Water  Department  of  this  sum.  This  ordinarily 
would  have  been  raised  under  their  special  act  whereby  they  borrow 
money  for  water  improvements,  the  principal  and  interest  being  paid  for 
fromthe  receipts  of  the  water  revenue. 

From  an  analysis  of  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  to  the  Town 
for  their  share  of  the  original  layout,  under  Chapter  778  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  will  be  more  than  $50,000.  The  excess  as  estimated  by  the  engineer 
of  the  Highway  Commission,  and  which  we  have  carefully  gone  over  with 
him,  will  not  exceed  $5,000,  which  the  Town  will  have  to  meet  to  com- 
plete the  work  under  construction  to  which  the  Town  is  committed. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $j,ooo  be  appropriated,  the 
same  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Approaches. 

It  was  the  intention  that  the  whole  of  Monument  square  be  included  in 
the  layout  under  the  first  act,  but  it  being  the  interpretation  of  the  High- 
way Commissioners  that  from  "Monument  square  to  the  Fish  House" 
excluded  the  square  itself  and  that  the  line  on  its  west  end  began  at  the 
estate  line  between  Ames  and  Holden,  and  as  changes  in  grade  would 
necessitate  reconstruction  of  the  approaches  at  each  end  to  meet  these  new 
conditions,  and  having  no  authority  to  do  this  work  out  of  the  money 
originally  appropriated,  it  became  necessary  to  seek  additional  authority 
from  the  Legislature  to  complete  the  approaches,  with  the  result  that 
Chapter  317  of  the  Acts  of  1914  was  enacted,  a  copy  of  which  is  as  follows  : 
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[Chapter  398,  Acts  1914.] 
an  act  relative  to  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
humphrey  street  in  the  town  of  swampscott. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  forthwith  or  to 
include  in  its  plans  and  specifications  for  the  layout  and  con- 
struction of  Humphrey  street  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  plans  and  specifications  for  such  suitable 
approaches  at  either  end  of  said  Humphrey  street  as  it  may 
deem  proper.  Copies  of  said  plans  and  specifications  shall 
be  filed  by  the  said  commission  with  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  the  County  of  Essex  and  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
said  County  Commissioners  and  said  Selectmen  or  a  majority 
thereof. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions provided  for  in  section  one,  the  County  Commissioners 
of  said  County  are  authorized  and  directed  to  lay  out  said 
approaches  in  accordance  with  said  plans  and  specifications 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  seventy -eight.  All  rights  and  powers  conferred  on  the 
County  Commissioners  by  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  are  hereby  conferred  on  said  County  Commis- 
sioners for  the  purpose  of  doing  any  and  all  things  required 
to  be  done  by  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  layout  of  said 
approaches,  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  shall 
construct  the  approaches  in  accordance  with  said  plans  and 
specifications,  and  the  expense  of  such  construction  shall  be 
divided  as  provided  for  in  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-eight ;  the  parties  in  interest  paying  for  the  cost  of 
work  of  the  same  kind  and  character  that  they  are  required  to 
pay  for  under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-eight.  Expenses  incurred  in  making  the 
approaches  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
loans  authorized  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Section  4.  The  terms  "underground  structures  and  con- 
nections" used  in  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  shall  include  any  and  all  pipes  or  mains  connected  with 
the  water  system  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
[Approved  April  22,  19/4.] 
A  perusal  of  Section  1  of  this  act  will  show  that  the  Highway  Com- 
mission has  authority  to  build  approaches  as  far  as  in  their  opinion  it  is 
necessary  and  advisable. 

The  plans  for  the  approach  on  the  west  as  now  contemplated  and 
tentatively  sketched  by  the  Highway  Engineers  propose  to  lower  the  grade 
of  Monument  square  itself;  readjust  the  line  around  the  Monument; 
relocate  and  straighten  the  present  north  side  line  of  Humphrey  street 
between  Monument  square  and  the  Lynn  line ;  relay  curbstone  and  build 
new  sidewalk  adjacent  to  same;  widen  the  street  on  the  south  by  extend- 
ing same  into  the  Metropolitan  Park  Reservation  (which  has  signified  its 
intention  to  allow  the  Town  to  use  this  land  for  highway  purposes),  so 
that  the  south  curb  as  reset  will  be  fifty-two  (52)  feet  from  and  paraltel  to 
the  north  curb,  being  the  same  distance  as  between  the  curbstones  on 
Humphrey  street  proper ;  and  also  to  provide  for  a  double  track  location 
for  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  cost  to  the  Town  for  its  portion  of  this  work  as  estimated  by  their 
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engineers  is  $15,000,  which  includes  resetting  curb;  building  granolithic 
sidewalks;  work  around  the  monument;  underground  connections,  and 
all  necessary  grading  to  bring  the  street  to  the  finished  subgrade  exclusive 
of  that  within  the  eighteen  foot  way  to  be  granted  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company.  We  have  gone  over  this  work  with  the  engineers  and 
this  amount  would  seem  to  your  Committee  a  conservative  estimate  which 
would  not  be  overdrawn.  The  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  for  paving  this 
same  portion  on  a  concrete  base,  as  per  original  specifications,  will  be 
about  $20,000. 

We  have  examined  the  surface  of  this  street  and  find  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  resurface  it  within  a  very  short  time.  The  estimated  number 
of  square  yards  which  the  Town  would  have  to  resurface,  provided  a  single 
track  was  left,  there  would  be  about  5,000  square  yards,  which  at  $2.00  per 
square  yard,  which  is  the  lowest  estimate  that  we  could  do  this  work  for, 
would  be  $10,000.  The  estimated  number  of  square  yards  which  the  Town 
would  have  to  resurface,  provided  a  double  track  location  was  granted  and 
we  finished  up  the  work  after  the  same  was  completed,  would  be  about 
3,500  square  yards,  which  at  $2  per  square  yard,  would  be  $7,000. 

Considering  that  the  life  of  the  roadway  as  laid  by  the  Highway  Com- 
mission, would  be  at  least  five  times  the  life  of  the  ordinary  macadam 
road  as  usually  constructed,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
investment  of  $15,000  which  the  Highway  Commission  says  it  will  cost 
the  town  to  build  to  the  Lynn  line,  will  be  an  outlay  by  the  Town  in  the 
nature  of  a  capital  investment  against  which  the  Highway  Commission  is 
going  to  make  an  outlay  of  $20,000,  which  will  make  an  additional  capital 
investment  for  the  Town. 

On  the  east  end  we  find  that  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  is 
about  to  present  a  petition  asking  for  a  double  track  location  to  Roberts' 
turnout,  which,  if  granted  them  would  be  laid  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  that  now  under  construction,  with  granite  block  on  a  concrete 
basis  eighteen  feet  wide,  down  through  the  middle  of  the  street.  This 
street  being  fifty  feet  wide  and  allowing  74  feet  for  sidewalks  would  leave 
a  strip  84  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  the  track  location  for  a  distance  of 
1.300  feet.  The  resurfacing  of  this  portion  would  necessarily  have  to  be 
done  by  the  Town  of  Swampscott  immediately  after  laying  of  tracks. 
This  portion  estimated  to  contain  2,400  square  yards  of  surfacing,  if  the 
same  pavement  as  laid  by  our  surveyor  of  highways  on  Burrill  street, 
being  of  tarvia  construction  at  a  cost  of  $2.00  a  square  yard,  would  cost 
the  Town  $4,800.  The  excavation  of  this  same  portion  to  the  sub-grade 
proposed  by  the  Highway  Commission  at  fifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  would 
cost  the  Town  only  $400,  which  amount  is  covered  by  contingencies  on 
the  west  end.  The  cost  to  pave  this  same  portion  at  $3.00  a  yard,  with 
the  same  material  being  used  as  on  the  balance  of  the  improvement  as 
done  by  the  State,  would  be  $7,200.  Here  again  your  committee  sees  an 
opportunity  for  the  Town  by  a  capital  outlay  of  $400  to  avail  itself  of  the 
offer  of  the  Highway  Commission  to  expend  $7,200  and  secure  a  per- 
manent roadway. 

We  have  consulted  with  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  and 
are  assured  that  if  the  Town  votes  the  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000 
and  grants  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  a  double  track  location 
to  Roberts'  turnout  that  they  will  work  in  conjunction  with  us  and  pave 
this  same  territory  with  same  suitable  form  of  pavement  upon  a  concrete 
base. 

The  estimated  cost  of  these  approaches  to  the  State  will  be  $27,200,  and 
the  estimated  cost  to  the  Town  of  Swampscott  will  be  about  $15,000, 
showing  that  for  every  $1.00  expended  by  the  Town  the  State  expends 
$1.81. 

When  one  considers  that  under  the  small  Town  Act,  Towns  are  willing 
to  contribute  dollar  for  dollar  to  get  the  assistance  of  the  State  to  build 
highways  within  their  limits  and  that  the  Town  has  been  refused  such 
assistance  this  year  on  Humphrey  street  at  the  Marblehead  end,  which  the 
Highway  Surveyor  will  have  to  construct  and  pay  for  out  of  his  special 
appropriation  of  $6,000  and  we  now  have  the  opportunity  to  expend  $1.00 
to  the  State's  $1.81,  all  of  which  will  be  an  expenditure  in  the  nature  of  a 
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capitalization,  it  would  seem  to  your  Committee  that  this  proposition 
should  be  given  serious  thought  by  the  voters  in  passing  upon  this 
question. 

In  making  our  findings  we  have  taken  into  consideration  the  amount  of 
the  Town  debt,  the  present  valuation  of  the  Town,  and  the  fact  that  the 
tax  rate  will  be  $16.80,  which  is  more  than  it  ever  was  in  the  history  of  the 
Town. 

We  are  advised  that  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  is  willing 
to  do  all  the  work  within  the  double  track  location  and  bear  all  the 
expense  that  is  usually  called  upon  to  bear  in  other  towns  or  cities,  and 
the  people  of  the  lower  end  of  the  Town  and  all  along  the  line  of  the  road 
will  have  the  convenience  of  seven  and  one-half  minute  cars  from  Lynn  to 
Roberts'  turnout,  which  is  twice  the  number  they  now  have.  There 
would  be  no  delay  at  the  car  shed  or  at  the  Monument  as  at  the  present 
time. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $15,000  be  appropriated  to  construct  the 
approaches,  with  the  proviso  that  the  Common-wealth  of  Massachusetts  pay 
for  all  the  paving  and  that  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.,  pay  for  all 
the  -work  -within  the  location  to  be  granted  them,  including  subgrading, 
and  that  the  money  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

We  recommend,  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  above 
report. 

There  shall  be  issued  10  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  for  $2,000  each. 
They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  The  first  note  or  bond  shall  be 
payable  in  not  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  thereof  and  one  note  or 
bond  shall  be  payable  annually  thereafter,  so  that  the  entire  loan  shall  be 
extinguished  in  not  more  than  10  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  note  issued 
therefor.  Said  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen,  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum  (4^%) 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Director 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  or  at  such  Bank  or 
Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
determine.  Said  notes  shall  bear  upon  their  face  the  words,  "  Humphrey 
street  widening  additional  loan  of  1914,"  and  shall  be  sold  under  the 
direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  notes  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  said 
notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  herewith  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  1914,  covering  the  twelve  calendar  months,  it  being  the  sixty-third 
annual  report  of  the  Board  since  Swampscott  was  set  off  from  Lynn,  in 
1852. 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  not  changed  for  the  past 
five  years,  during  which  time  we  have  had  an  uninterrupted  opportunity 
to  observe  and  study  the  present  administrative  machinery  of  town  gov- 
ernment; and  while  it  is  not  the  same  machinery  that  a  corporation  would 
adopt  in  managing  a  business  of  the  same  magnitude,  we  think  that  its 
efficiency  compares  favorably  with  other  towns,  but  also  that  there  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  improvement. 

In  suggesting  changes,  it  must  be  understood  that  the  government 
itself  is  no  better  than  its  citizens,  and  that  no  form  will  succeed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all,  without  efficient  officers,  backed  up  by  an  electorate 
who  will  show  a  continual  interest  throughout  the  year.  Many  new  forms 
of  government  are  now  being  considered  by  cities,  which  forms  slightly 
modified  are  gradually  spreading  to  town6,  among  which  are  the  commis- 
sion form  and  the  business  management  form,  the  latter  being  in  vogue 
by  quite  a  few  towns  and  one  large  city.  We  do  not  advocate  either  of  the 
above,  nor  any  change  that  would  take  the  appropriating  power  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  electorate,  nor  do  away  with  meetings  whereby  the  electorate 
would  fix  the  policy  and  instiuct  due  administrative  bodies  to  carry  out 
that  policy.  We  think  that  a  form  of  government  consisting  of  a  town 
treasurer,  tax  collector,  town  clerk,  board  of  assessors,  and  a  board  of  five 
men  (call  them  what  you  would),  with  power  to  hire  clerks  and  appoint 
necessary  assistants,  could  better  administer  the  town  business  than  five 
distinct  bodies  of  three  or  more  men  each,  each  with  its  own  clerks  and 
assistants. 

Swampscott  is  not  a  large  town  geographically  speaking,  containing 
only  1600  acres  and  26  miles  of  constructed  streets.  It  has  3^  miles  of 
sea  frontage,  to  which,  to  a  large  extent,  is  accountable  for  its  high  valu- 
ation. The  populaiion  is  largely  residential,  without  manufacturing 
industries  of  any  kind,  so  that  we  do  not  have  the  problems  that  manu- 
facturing towns  have  to  contend  with,  and  for  that  reason  the  above  form 
of  government  would  readily  adjust  itself. 

Our  report  this  year  is  subdivided  into  subjects  under  Administrative, 
Miscellaneous  and  Finance,  whereby  we  hope  to  review  with  the  older 
citizens,  and  instruct  the  newer  citizens  into,  the  business  of  the  town. 

We  recommend  that  this  year  a  committee  of  fifteen  citizens  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  consider  the  advisability  of  modifying  our 
present  form  of  town  government,  by  consolidation  or  otherwise;  they  to 
study  the  situation  in  all  its  phases  and  report  with  their  recommendations 
thereon,  on  or  before  the  next  annual  town  meeting.

The  street  lighting  is  being  done  by  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
under  contract  of  July  11,  1913,  which  expires  July  11,  1918,  whereby  we 
pay  $72.00  for  each  arc  lamp,  and  $17.50  for  each  incandescent  lamp,  on 
the  moonlight  schedule. 

During  the  past  year  many  changes  have  been  made  and  new  lights 
added.    The  number  of  lights  installed  as  of  January  1,  are:

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $12,500  for  the  current  year. 

XIII.   Streets  Accepted. 

At  the  special  Town  Meeting  of  July  10,  1914,  the  following  streets  were 
accepted,  subject  to  signing  of  wavers  :  Millet  road,  Wyman  road,  Bond 
road,  Ocean  View  terrace,  Bay  View  avenne,  Fuller  avenue  and  Humphrey 
terrace.  At  the  present  time  only  waivers  for  Millett  road  and  Wyman 
road  are  on  file  and  have  been  signed. 

These  streets  have  all  been  marked  by  stone  bounds  and  the  plans,  pro 
files  and  descriptions  are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk.  They  will  later  be 
filed  at  the  Essex  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 


XIV.  Sidewalks. 
The  same  policy  has  been  pursued  this  year  as  heretofore,  and  in  addi 
tion  to  the  numerous  isolated  portions,  a  continuous  walk  has  been  pro 
vidad  for  on  New  Ocean  street  from  Burrill  street  to  the  Lynn  line;  on 
Pine  street  from  Ocean  street  to  Railroad  avenue;  on  Redington  street 
from  Devons  road  to  Forest  avenue,  and  portions  of  Rose  and  Rockland 
streets. 

The  amount  expended  for  walks  and  curbs  this  year  aggregates  $5,969.28 
and  the  petitions  now  pending  for  new  work  amounts  to  $5,224.57. 

The  amounts  laid,  as  per  Engineer's  estimates,  are  as  follows :  New 
straight  curb,  1,677.9  feet5  new  curved  curb,  97.1  feet;  old  curb,  1,295 
feet;  tar  concrete,  514.3  square  yards;  granolithic,  1,342.8  square  yards 
and  parking,  5,048  square  feet. 

At  the  prevailing  prices,  it  cost  about  $2.30  per  running  foot  to  curb 
grass  and  granolithic  (five  feet  wide)  a  sidewalk.    This  work  is  all  paid

for  in  the  fir6t  instance  by  the  Town  and  in  the  fall  a  bill  for  one-half  the 
cost  thereof  is  sent  to  the  abutting  owners.  If  not  paid  for  before  the  next 
warrant  is  issued  to  the  Tax  Collector,  the  sidewalk  assessment  is  then 
added  to  the  tax  bill.  The  Town  pays  for  no  work  outside  of  the  street 
lines,  and  if  walks  are  laid  to  steps,  etc.,  it  is  done  by  order  of,  and  whole 
expense  to,  the  adjoining  owner. 

In  the  construction  of  Humphrey  street  a  large  amount  of  curb  stone 
was  rejected  on  account  of  insufficient  depth,  and  this  has  been  relaid  in 
connection  with  the  continuous  sidewalk  work.  It  amounted  to  1,295 
feet,  which  we  assessed  at  the  rate  of  25  cents,  and  with  corner  curbs  not 
previously  assessed,  will  increase  the  receipts  for  this  department  $355-23.

The  policy  of  laying  continuous  walks  through  certain  sections  has 
been  followed  each  year,  and  while  adding  to  the  value  and  beauty  of  the 
town,  is  also  a  great  convenience  and  much  appreciated  by  those  who 
have  occasion  to  use  them.  The  granolithic  walks,  while  more  expensive 
in  first  cost,  are  ultimately  cheaper  in  care  and  maintenance,  and  we  rec- 
ommend a  continuation  of  the  same  policy  the  current  year. 
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We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,00000  to  be  spent  at  the  dis- 
cretion and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen. 

XV.   Mad  Dogs. 

It  having  been  reported  that  dogs  infected  with  the  rabies  had  bitten 
other  dogs,  and.  therefore,  a  serious  menace  to  the  public,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  on  the  advice  of  the  Chief  of  the  Cattle  Bureau  and  local 
phvsicians,  and  in  accordance  with  law,  passed  the  following  order: 

Swampscott,  May  9,  1914. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  this  date,  it  was  ordered  that  all 
dogs  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  be  securely  muzzled  or  restrained 
from  running  at  large  from  this  date  until  September  1,  1914.

Notices  were  duly  posted,  and  while  it  may  have  inconvenienced  those 
of  our  citizens  who  keep  dogs,  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure.  Just  before  the  expiration  of  the  time,  there  appearing  to  be  no 
occasion  for  its  continuance,  the  order  was  repealed. 

XVI.   Forest  Warden. 

As  provided  for  under  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32,  Sec.  16,  as  amended 
by  the  Acts  of  1907,  Chap.  475,  Sec.  I,  and  the  Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  60c, 
we  appointed  Everett  P.  Mudge  as  Forest  Warden,  whose  appointment 
was  approved  by  the  State  Forester. 

Law  Relating  to  Disposal  of  Slash  or  Brush  Wood: 

"  1914,  101,  sect.  1.  Every  owner,  tenant  or  occupant  of  land,  and 
every  owner  of  stumpage,  who  cuts  or  permits  the  cutting  of  wood 

or  timber  on  woodland  owned  or  occupied  by 
40-foot  fire  line  him  or  on  which  he  has  acquired  stumpage  by  pur- 
required.  chase  or  otherwise,  and  which  borders  upon  the 

woodland  of  another  or  upon  a  highway  or  railroad 
location,  shall  clear  the  land  of  the  slash  and  brush  wood  then  and 
there  resulting  from  such  cutting  for  such  distance,  not  exceeding  forty 
feet,  from  the  woodland  of  such  other  person,  highway  or  railroad 
location  as  the  local  forest  warden  shall  determine,  and  within  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  determine. 

"  1914,  101,  sect.  2.  Any  person  who  cuts  or  causes  to  be  cut  trees 
or  brushes  or  undergrowth  within  the  limits  of  any  highway  or  public 

road  shall  dispose  of  the  slash  and  brush  wood  then 
Disposal  of  brush  anc  there  resulting  from  such  cutting  within  such 
along  highway .      time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  forest  warden  of 

the  city  or  town  wherein  such  cutting  is  done  shall 

determine. 

"  1914,  101,  sect.  3.    Whoever  neglects  to  comply  with  the  directions 
of  the  forest  warden  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
Penalty.  slash  and  brush,  as  provided  in  sections  one  and 

two  of  this  act  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

"  1914,  101,  sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen." 

XVII.      Gypsy  Moth  Department. 

The  work  in  this  department  goes  on  as  heretofore  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Everett  P.  Mudge.  who  was  reappointed  in  January  of  1914.  We 
reported  in  191 1  that  Swampscott's  boundaries  being  so  largely  sea  front- 
age, that  conscientious  treatment  along  the  inland  boundaries  would

reduce  the  amount  expended  each  year,  and  to  assist,  purchased  a  power- 
ful sprayer  to  cover  inaccessible  places.  The  bug  population  is  still  nor- 
mal, and  despite  our  efforts  to  reduce  them,  we  find  that  they  are  capable 
of  holding  their  own. 

Each  property  owner  has  the  right  to  clean  his  own  property,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  local  superintendent.  If  done  by  the  town,  no  per- 
son can  be  assessed  in  excess  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  his  assessed 
valuation. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $4,500.00. 

XVIII.  Law. 

Under  this  department  Messrs.  Parsons  &  Bowen,  counsellors  at  law, 
were  appointed  Town  Counsel.  The  legal  work  of  the  various  depart- 
ments has  been  attended  to,  and  in  addition  they  report  upon  special 
work  as  follows  : 

January  15,  1915. 

Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen  : 

Complying  with  your  request  for  a  report  upon  the  litigation  in 
which  the  Town  has  been  involved  during  the  past  year,  we  submit  the 
following : 

1.  Expense  of  Bkidges  Between  Chelsea  and  Boston. 

By  authority  of  Legislative  Acts,  Chapter  581,  of  the  Acts  of  191 1, 
and  Chapter  341  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  a  Commission  was  appointed  by 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  to  apportion  among  the  cities  and  towns 
which  receive  special  benefits  from  the  bridges  between  Boston  and 
Chelsea,  a  just  and  equitable  share  of  the  cost  of  construction,  re-con- 
struction, repairs  and  maintenance  of  said  bridges,  and  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  was  summoned  in,  together  with  the  City  of  Lynn,  Salem, 
Beverly,  Town  of  Peabody  and  various  other  cities  and  towns  in  this 
locality,  as  a  municipality  receiving  a  special  benefit. 

Hearings  were  had  in  the  years  1913  and  1914,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners' report  was  filed  in  the  summer  of  1914,  their  finding  being 
that  Swampscott  received  no  special  benefit  from  these  bridges,  and 
therefore  ought  not  to  be  required  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost. 

In  August  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  ordered  the  report  recom- 
mitted to  the  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  including  further  facts  in 
the  report.  Later  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 
We  believe  that  the  finding  of  the  Commissioners  will  not  be  materially 
changed. 

2.  Blaney  Beach  Title. 

The  title  to  that  part  of  Blaney  Beach  between  the  fish  house  and 
that  part  of  the  Park  reservation  at  the  Easterly  end  of  Blaney  Beach 
has  been  in  dispute.  Some  of  the  abutters  owning  property  fronting 
on  Orient  street  and  abutting  this  beach  on  the  South,  have  contended 
that  they  have  title  to  low  water  mark.  In  order. to  determine  this 
question  the  Town  authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  proceed  to 
have  the  question  determined. 

Accordingly  there  was  a  petition  filed  in  the  Land  Court  in  March 
last,  for  the  registration  of  title  to  this  beach  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

No  hearings  have  been  had,  but  the  abutters  have  been  conferred 
with,  and  nearly  all  have  agreed  to  release  any  right  which  they  may 
have  in  the  beach  South  of  a  location  line  fixed  by  the  Town  engineer 
as  a  uniform  line  for  a  proposed  wall,  whereby  the  Southerly  line  of 
the  various  properties  abutting  on  said  beach  will  be  substantially  an 
equal  distance  from  the  water  line,  upon  condition  that  the  Town  release 
any  right  it  may  have  in  said  beach  North  of  that  line,  construct  a  wall 
along  said  line,  and  fill  the  land  North  of  said  wall  to  the  level  of  the 
abutters'  other  land. 
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If  this  plan  is  adopted  by  all  abutters  and  by  the  Town,  it  will 
render  hearings  unnecessary  and  probably  prove  the  best  solution  of 
the  problem. 

3.  Case  of  Blackmore  vs.  Swampscott. 

This  was  an  action  brought  by  Mrs.  Annie  P.  Blackmore  to 
recover  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  reason 
of  a  defect  in  the  highway  known  as  Sheridan  road,  in  November,  191 1 
The  case  was  tried  on  May  2Sth  and  29th,  1914,  and  it  appeared  that  the 
accident  happened  during  the  time  that  the  Sheridan  road  sewer  was  in 
process  of  construction. 

The  plaintiff  contended  that  she  was  passing  along  the  southerly 
side  of  Sheridan  road;  that  there  were  stones  and  lumps  of  soil  upon 
the  sidewalk  which  had  been  excavated  from  the  sewer  trench,  and  that 
she  fell  in  consequence  of  stepping  on  these  obstructions. 

The  Town  contended  in  the  first  place,  that  there  were  no  such 
obstructions,  and  in  the  second  place  relied  upon  its  agreement  with 
the  contractor  who  was  building  the  sewer  to  hold  it  harmless  and 
indemnified  against  loss  by  reason  of  such  an  accident.  The  law  being 
clear  that  if  there  were  a  defect  of  which  the  Town  had  notice  or 
should  have  had  notice  in  the  circumstances,  it  was  primarily  liable 
and  must  look  to  the  contractor  for  reimbursement  under  its  contract 

The  evidence  in  the  case  seemed  to  prove  that  the  sidewalk  was  an 
absolutely  clear,  smooth  concrete  walk  at  the  point  where  Mrs.  Black 
more  fell;  that  she  must  either  have  tripped  over  her  skirt,  or  hav 
become  dizzy.  Nevertheless,  she  fell  and  was  injured.  She  was 
woman  of  advanced  years  and  her  story  was  corroborated  by  one  of  the 
laborers  who  was  employed  near  the  point  where  she  fell,  though  his 
testimony  appeared  not  to  warrant  belief,  he  having  been  brought  to 
Court  on  a  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  from  one  of  the  jails  in  Suffolk 
County,  where  he  was  serving  sentence,  and  it  appearing  that  he  had 
threatened  the  contractor  that  he  would  give  unfavorable  testimony  in 
this  case  unless  the  contractor  secured  his  release  from  jail. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favor  of 
Mrs.  Blackmore,  both  against  the  Town  and  the  contractor,  for  the  sum 
of  $1,353.51;  that  is  to  say,  the  plaintiff  was  given  an  execution  whic 
she  could  collect  from  either  of  the  defendants,  but  not  from  both 
She  elected  to  collect  her  execution  from  the  Town,  and  it  now  remains 
for  the  Town  to  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  contractor. 

No  action  has  yet  been  brought  for  this  purpose  because  negotia 
tions  are  pending  whereby  it  is  expected  that  the  amount  will  be  paid 
without  involving  the  necessity  of  an  action  at  law. 

4.  Adelaide  L.Jordan  vs.  Swampscott; 
Charlotte  J.  May  vs.  Swampscott. 

These  are  two  suits  now  pending  against  the  Town  which  were 
brought  in  consequence  of  personal  injuries  received  upon  Humphrey 
street  during  process  of  the  work  of  reconstruction. 

On  behalf  of  the  Town  we  have  filed  a  plea  in  abatement,  setting 
up  the  fact  that  the  work  was  being  done  by  authority  of  the  Legisla 
ture,  and  that  the  street  was  under  the  control  of  the  Massachusetts 
Highway  Commission  by  virtue  of  that  legislation,  and  therefore  the 
Town  ought  not  to  be  held  to  answer  for  the  condition  of  that  way 
while  that  authority  continued.  There  has  been  no  opportunity  for 
hearing  upon  this  plea.

In  addition,  there  was  a  claim  for  damages  to  cellar  of  house  owned  by 
John  Hambredth  on  account  of  water.  This  was  investigated  by  the 
Board  and  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  and  disposed  of  by  settlement  with 
the  aggrieved  party  for  the  sum  of  $25.00. 
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Martin  Lalley.  This  claim,  for  which  the  Town  appropriated  the 
sum  cf  $250.00  to  dispose  of,  is  still  pending  in  the  courts,  an  injunction 
having  been  placed  upon  the  Selectmen  against  payment. 

XIX.   Redington  Street  Widening. 

This  work  for  which  $600  was  appropriated,  was  completed  early  this 
year.  Deed  of  the  land  taken  was  obtained  from  Mr.  Clarence  B  Delano, 
and  is  filed  at  the  Essex  Registry.  The  work  done  consisted  of  moving 
two  buildings,  with  necessary  excavation  and  filling,  which  was  adver- 
tised on  May  17,  1914,  and  contract  let  to  James  T.  Lyons. 

XX.  Death  of  Mr.  Charles  G.  Rowell. 
The  Town  suffered  a  serious  loss  by  reason  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles 
G.  Rowell,  who  had  served  the  Town  as  Accountant  and  Clerk  of  the 
Selectmen  for  a  long  term  of  years,  during  which  time  he  was  a  valuable 
aid  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town  business.  In  testifying  our  regard  to  his 
memory,  we  reflect  the  sentiment  of  the  community. 

XXI.   Town  Accountant. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  G.  Rowell',  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Widger  was 
appointed  to  serve  as  Accountant  and  Clerk  of  the  Board.  We  consider 
ourselves  fortunate  in  securing  his  services,  as  he  has  previously  served 
the  Town  as  Selectman  for  many  years,  and  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
Town's  work  and  needs. 

XXII.  Selectmen. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  members,  one  of  which  will  hereafter  be 
elected  on  the  third  Monday  in  February,  1915,  two  on  third  Monday  in 
February,  1916,  and  three  on  the  third  Monday  in  February,  1917,  unless 
otherwise  notified. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evenings  at 
7.30  o'clock,  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  that  may  come  before  them. 

The  salaries  of  the  Selectmen  have  not  changed  since  1900,  and  we 
this  year  recommend  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  receive  $500  per 
year,  Associate  Members  $300  each,  Clerk,  $150,  and  the  Town  Account- 
ant $1,050.

The  contents  as  compiled  from  the  Town  Report  of  1913  amount  to 
-  l3.2o,  which,  with  the  buildings  as  appraised,  makes  a  total  of 
.579.648.20. 

This  question  has  never  been  taken  up  before,  and  it  would  seem  that 
the  Town  was  not  properly  covered  in  case  of  a  total  loss,  and  also  that 
we  were  paying  a  high  rate  for  what  we  are  covered  for.  The  fire  risks  in 
Town  are  not  at  all  hazardous  when  one  considers  our  water  supply  and 
efficient  Fire  Department,  and  we  are  paying  the  same  rates  as  towns 
whose  risk  we  consider  greater  than  ours. 

We  have  applied  for  lower  rates,  and  the  matter  is  being  investigated, 
but  we  are  not  able  to  report  any  results  at  this  time. 

Chapter  576.  Acts  of  1907,  Sections  102  to  105,  inclusive,  provides  that 
Towns  may,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  establish  and 
maintain  a  municipal  building  insurance  fund,  from  which  any  municipal 
building  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  etc.,  may  be  repaired  or  rebuilt.  It 
further  provides  that  the  Town  may  raise  an  amount  not  exceeding  one- 
twentieth  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  each  year  until  such 
time  as  the  amount  of  the  fund  equals  or  exceeds  one  per  cent  of  the  valua- 
tion of  the  Town.    This  fund  to  be  taken  care  of  by  trustees. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  Acts  of  1907  that  you  may  give  it  due  con- 
sideration, and  recommend  that  the  insuring  of  all  the  Town  properties 
be  placed  under  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


III.   Board  of  Survey. 

Only  one  application  for  approval  of  plans  under  this  division  was  made 
this  year,  namely,  the  property  being  developed  by  Tileston  &  Stanbon 
east  of  the  High  School. 

The  Board  gave  a  public  hearing  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  Hall,  Swampscot*,  Mass.,  on  Friday,  October  23,  1914,  at  8.30  P.  M., 
to  all  persons  interested  as  to  the  location,  direction,  width  and  grades  of 
streets  or  ways  in  the  territory  bounded  and  described  as  follows  :  South- 
erly by  Humphrey  street;  easterly  by  Pleasant  street;  northerly  by  Forest 
avenue;  westerly  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Charles  E.  Phillips  and  land 
now  or  formerly  of  Isaac  C.  Wyman ;  after  the  same  had  been  properly 
advertised. 

Several  changes  were  made  to  the  plans  as  drawn,  so  that  connection  by 
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through  streets  could  be  had  with  the  adjacent  properties.  The  plans  as 
modified  were  approved. 

All  of  the  territory  between  Greenwood  avenue,  Forest  avenue,  Pleasant 
and  Humphrey  streets  is  now  well  laid  out  by  through  and  connecting 
streets  and  is  fast  being  developed. 

IV.  Charities. 

Under  this  classification  comes  our  Poor  Department,  State  Aid  and 
Soldiers'  Relief. 

Poor  Department  :  This  department  is  under  the  supervisisn  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  as  a  distinct  body,  and  when  such  a  body  does  not 
exist,  its  duties  are,  according  to  law,  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Overseers'  duties,  while  varied,  are  in  general  thus  : 

"Every  city  and  Town  shall  relieve  and  support  all  poor  and 
indigent  persons  lawfully  settled  therein,  whenever  they  stand  in  need 
thereof. 

"The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  have  the  care  and  oversight  of 
all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  so  long  as  they  remain,  at  the  charge 
of  their  respective  cities  and  towns,  and  shall  see  that  they  are  suit- 
ably relieved,  supported  and  employed,  either  in  the  workhouse,  or 
such  other  manner  as  the  city  or  town  directs,  or  otherwise  at  the 
discretion  of  said  overseers. 

This  department  consists  of  three  overseers  and  one  clerk.  The  admin- 
istrative expenses,  as  shown  in  our  report  on  salaries  being  $400.  There 
was  expended  by  them  the  past  year  $3,798.45. 

State  Aid.  Administered  by  the  Selectmen.  State  Aid  is  payable 
to  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  the  wars,  either  army  or  navy,  and  to 
their  wives,  widowed  mothers  or  dependent  children.  Army  nurses  and 
one  or  two  other  classes  are  entitled  to  this  aid.  All  the  applicants  must 
meet  certain  conditions,  and  applications  made  to  the  Selectmen  must  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  State  Aid  at  the  State  House.  The 
maximum  amount  that  can  be  paid  each  person  is  six  dollars  per  month. 

Money  paid  out  in  this  manner  is  reimbursed  the  following  year  by 
the  Commonwealth.  State  Aid  in  Swampscott  is  paid  to  quite  a  few  dif- 
ferent persons,  and  this  year  amounted  to  $2,720. 

Soldiers'  Relief.  The  work  done  under  this  department  is  very 
similar  to  that  done  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  but,  according  to  law, 
is  administered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  is  delegated  to  them  by 
Section  18,  of  Chapter  79,  Revised  Laws,  and  all  applications  by  ben- 
eficiaries are  made  direct  to  them.  Money  paid  out  in  this  manner  is  not 
reimbursed  by  the  State,  but  the  entire  expense  is  borne  by  the  town. 
The  amount  expended  this  year  was  $3,017.49. 

V.  Pine  Street  Land. 

Situate  on  Pine  Street,  between  Huron  Street  and  New  Ocean  Street, 
there  is  about  50,000  square  feet  of  vacant  land  owned  by  the  Water 
Department  and  lying  idle,  from  which  the  town  receives  no  income  from 
taxes  or  otherwise. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  purpose  for  which  the  town  could  use  this 
land  at  present  or  in  the  future,  and  if  it  was  put  upon  the  market  and 
sold,  it  would  in  all  probability  be  built  upon  and  thereby  become  taxable 
property. 
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We  recommend  that  this  land  be  surveyed,  plotted  into  house  lot6, 
and  put  upon  the  market  for  sale  :  said  lots  not  to  be  sold  for  a  sum  less 
than  twenty-five  cents  per  square  foot  unless  so  authorized  by  the  town. 

VI.  New  Streets. 
Application  to  lay  out  Walker  Road  from  a  point  previously  accepted 
by  the  town  to  the  State  Highway  having  been  made,  we  viewed  the  prem- 
ises and  gave  notice  of  our  intention  to  lay  out  said  road.  No  awards  will 
be  made,  and  the  street  will  be  reported  for  acceptance  at  the  February 
meeting.

The  Board  has  been  petitioned  to  lay  out  Forest  avenue  from  Redington 
street  to  Humphrey  street,  but  on  such  short  notice  have  not  done  any- 
thing. 

This  is,  or  will  be,  an  important  thoroughfare,  and  will  require  some 
study.  We  therefore  await  the  Town  action  upon  the  article  in  the  War- 
rant in  regard  to  it. 

VII.  By-Laws. 

The  Town  by-laws  were  last  revised  in  1906,  since  which  time  we  have 
adopted  several  Acts  of  the  General  Court  whereby  several  of  the 
existing  sections  have  become  obsolete,  and  changes  in  policy  demand 
that  others  be  modified. 

We  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  revise  and  amend  the 
present  by-laws,  they  to  report  to  the  Town  on  or  before  the  next  annual 
Town  Meeting. 

VIII.   Bay  State  Street  Company's  Tracks  on  Humphrey  Street. 

The  petition  and  accompanying  plans  had  first  asked  for  a  double-track 
location  from  the  Lynn  line  to  Commonwealth  avenue,  including  turn- 
out or  crossover  at  Redington  street.  After  the  advertised  hearing  of 
September  8,  the  people  present  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  taking  excep- 
tions to  the  location  of  the  turn-out,  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company  and  had  the  plans  modified  so  that  as 
finally  filed  and  locations  granted,  they  show  a  double-track  location  from 
the  Lynn  line  to  Commonwealth  avenue  with  the  necessary  turn-outs  and 
crossovers  at  or  very  near  the  railway  stables  near  the  Lynn  line. 

The  notice  of  hearing,  grant  of  location  to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company,  the  same  having  been  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Com 
mission. of  the  Commonwealth,  are  printed  herewith.

The  location  of  tracks  and  poles  to  be  as  shown  on  plan  of  the 
Maintenance  of  Way  Department  of  said  Company,  dated  August  12th, 
1914,  numbered  L — 4,935,  the  first  sheet  of  which,  for  identification  and 
approval,  is  simultaneously  herewith  signed  by  this  Board,  and  each 
subsequent«sheet  thereof  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Board,  and  is  made  a 
part  of  this  order. 

1.  Said  railway  company  shall  pay  for  all  the  work  in  that  part  of 
Humphrey  street  lying  between  the  outside  rail  of  one  track  and  the 
outside  rail  of  the  other  track  and  for  a  space  of  eighteen  inches  extend- 
ing from  and  outside  of  each  outside  rail,  including  all  excavating  or 
subgrading,  foundation  and  paving.  All  of  said  work  shall  be  done 
under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Massachusetts  High- 
way Commission. 

2.  The  paving  of  that  portion  of  Humphrey  street  lying  between 
the  outside  rail  of  one  track  and  the  outside  rail  of  the  other  track  and 
extending  from  the  Lynn— Swampscott  line  to  its  junction  with  Orient 
street,  shall  be  of  paving  brick  upon  a  concrete  base  with  all  joints  well 
grouted.  The  paving  of  the  eighteen  inch  space,  extending  from  and  out- 
side of  each  outside  rail,  of  that  portion  of  Humphrey  street  extending 
from  said  Lynn— Swampscott  line  to  said  junction  with  Orient  street, 
shall  be  of  the  same  material,  upon  the  same  base,  and  laid  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  paving  to  be  laid  in  that  portion  of  said  Humphrey 
street  continuous  to  said  eighteen  inch  spaces.  The  paving  of  that 
portion  of  Humphrey  street,  extending  easterly  from  its  junction  with 
Orient  street,  including  both  that  part  between  the  outside  rail  of  one 
track  and  the  outside  rail  of  the  other  track  and  for  a  space  of  eighteen 
inches  extending  from  and  outside  of  each  outside  rail,  shall  be  of  new 
eight  inch  granite  blocks  upon  a  suitable  base,  with  all  joints  well 
grouted. 
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3.  Whenever  said  railway  company  during  the  making  of  any 
repairs,  or  renewals,  of  any  of  its  rails,  tracks,  poles,  wires,  or  other 
appliances,  disturbs  the  surface  material  of  that  portion  of  Humphrey 
street  or  the  sidewalks  thereof  from  said  Lynn  and  Swampscott  line  to 
the  easterly  end  of  its  double  track  at  or  near  Commonwealth  avenue 
in  said  Swampscott,  it  shall,  at  its  own  cost,  replace  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Superintendent  of  streets  said  surface  material  with  the  same 
form  of  construction  as  that  which  was  disturbed,  or  by  first  obtaining 
the  approval  thereof  by  said  Superintendent,  with  a  different  material 
and  form  of  construction,  and  shall  restore  said  street  and  said  side- 
walks to  as  good  condition  as  existed  at  the  time  of  such  disturbance.

5.  The  laying  of  said  tracks,  the  placing  of  all  poles,  wires,  and 
other  appliances,  and  all  work  specified  herein,  shall  be  done  in  such 
manner  and  within  such  time  as  will  not  hinder  or  delay  the  com- 
pletion of  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  Humphrey  street,  and 
the  approaches  thereto,  as  provided  by  Chapter  778,  of  the  Acts  of  1913, 
and  Chapter  398,  of  the  Acts  of  1914.

Dear  Sir,  —  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
resurface  the  State  Highway  in  Swampscott,  from  Burrill  street  to  the 
foot  of  the  hill  on  Paradise  road,  about  800  feet  beyond  the  overhead 
railroad  bridge. 

This  work  will  probably  be  started  about  the  first  of  April  and 
finished  before  the  first  of  July,  so  that  the  street  may  be  in  good  con- 
dition for  the  summer  traffic. 

As  we  intend  to  put  an  expensive  bituminous  surface  on  the  road, 
which  should  not  be  disturbed  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years  after- 
ward, we  respectfully  request  that  all  underground  structures  be  put  in 
first-ciass  conditon  and  carried  out  to  the  curb  line  throughout.  There 
is  a  large  stone  drain,  which  is  a  town  drain,  extending  for  1,000  feet 
or  more  under  the  centre  of  this  road.  This  should  be  thoroughly 
examined,  and  any  necessary  repairs  made.  There  is  a  line  of  abandoned 
artesian  wells  which  were  formerly  the  source  of  water  for  the  Town 
supply.  These  were  never  properly  capped  when  this  source  of  supply 
was  abandoned  and  they  should  be  removed  errtirely. 

I  am  notifying  the  Telephone  and  Gas  &  Electric  Companies  to 
attend  to  their  underground  work,  also,  and  would  much  appreciate  any 
assistance  which  the  Selectmen  may  give  in  this  matter.  I  assume 
that  the  Selectmen  have  authority  to  take  it  up  with  the  Sewerage  and 
Water  Board,  or  with  any  other  Boards  which  may  be  connected  with 
this  work.  If,  not,  kindly  let  me  know  immediately,  because  all  the 
work  should  be  done  before  we  start  in  the  spring,  so  that  the  trenches 
may  have  as  much  time  as  possible  to  settle,  and  our  work  must  be 
done  before  the  busy  summer  season. 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  copies  of  letters  written  this  day  to  the 
Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,  also  to  Mr.  I.  I.  Edgerly.

The  work  necessary  to  be  done  in  consequence  of  the  above  commu- 
nication will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  parties  interested.  That  portion 
relating  to  sewer  connections  and  the  abandoning  of  the  artesian  wells 
will  be  done  by  the  Sewer  and  Water  Boards  under  their  usual  appropri- 
ation without  any  additional  moneys  being  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

In  regard  to  the  stone  drain,  this  matter  is  taken  up  more  fully  under 
the  next  subject,  to  which  you  are  referred.

time,  and  surveys  are  being  made  by  the  Highway  Engineers  for  the  pur- 
pose of  relocation.  The  work  is  not  finished  so  we  cannot  report  at  this 
time,  but  are  in  hopes  of  having  a  report  ready  to  be  read  at  the  annual 
meeting.  We  recommend  that  in  connection  with  this  work  the  Town 
take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  eliminate  this  dangerous  intersection 
of  highways,  and  to  extend  New  Ocean  Street  through  into  Paradise  road 
and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

X.   "Mudge  Brook"  or  Paradise  Road  Drain. 

At  the  last  Town  meeting  it  was  voted,  "That  the  Selectmen  be 
instructed  to  have  the  Town  Engineer  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for 
an  adequate  culvert  on  Paradise  road  to  care  for  the  surface  water  in  that 
locality,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  Town  meeting." 

REPORT  ON  THE  DRAINAGE  OF  THE  MUDGE  BROOK  WATER 
SHED,  1914. 

Board  of  Selectmen,  Svjampscott,  Mass.: 

Gentlemen, —  I  submit  herewith  an  estimate  to  your  Board,  of 
the  cost  of  diverting  the  Mudge  Brook  into  a  reinforced  concrete  con- 
duit, located  in  Paradise  road. 

No  doubt  the  older  inhabitants  of  the  Town  are  able  to  recall  the 
time  when  Mudge  brook,  the  natural  drainage  for  the  water  shed,  was 
unobstructed  in  any  way  from  discharging  its  water  into  the  sea. 

Today  this  same  brook,  the  main  intercepting  drain  for  storm 
water,  has  been  covered  over  in  part,  its  course  made  more  serpentine, 
instead  of  straightened,  and  in  many  places  its  channel  has  been 
narrowed  to  satisfy  the  abutter. 

The  above  well  known  conditions  result  in  the  backing  up  of  the 
water  in  time  of  a  storm  and  the  flooding  of  the  immediate  territory; 
or  in  a  dry  season  the  creation  of  a  stagnate  brook  which  is  a  menace 
to  the  health  of  the  residents  in  that  vicinity. 

The  amount  of  storm  water  reaching  a  given  point  depends  upon 
the  rainfall,  the  time  during  which  this  rate  is  continued,  the  propor- 
tion of  the  rainfall  which  flows  off,  and  the  time  taken  by  a  rain  drop 
after  falling  to  reach  the  point  under  consideration.  This  last  depends 
upon  the  shape,  extent,  and  nature  of  the  surface  over  which  it  must 
flow. 

Moreover  open  fields  and  unbuilt  districts  tend  to  retard  the  dis- 
charge of  storm  water  to  the  outfall ;  but,  at  the  present  time  these  water 
sheds  are  developed  with  macadam  streets  and  paved  gutters,  which 
discharges  the  storm  water  to  the  main  intercepting  drain  in  a  mueh 
less  time;  therefore  it  is  imperative  that  the  intercepting  drain 
should  be  constructed  to  discharge  the  cubic  feet  of  water  per  second 
reaching  the  several  points  under  consideration. 

To  provide  for  a  relief  of  the  existing  conditions  within  the  area  of 
Mudge  brook,  would  require  a  concrete  reinforced  conduit,  of  variable 
dimensions,  with  the  discharge  of  77  cubic  feet  per  second,  at  the  Stacey 
brook  outfall. 

The  dimensions,  grade,  location,  and  cost  of  the  proposed  conduit 
are  as  follows :

This  brook  begins  near  the  railroad,  runs  down  along  the  State  road  to 
Burrill  street,  across  Burrill  street  and  Pine  street  to  Stacey's  Brook,  and 
thence  to  Humphrey  street,  across  same  to  Lynn  territory,  and  empties 
into  the  ocean  on  the  Metropolitan  Park  Reservation  All  the  facts  are 
stated  in  the  Engineer's  Report  and  the  Report  of  Committee  on  Brooks, 
contained  on  page  100  of  the  Report  of  1912. 

It  was  at  first  thought  that  by  beginning  at  Farragut  road  and  putting 
the  water  into  a  conduit  under  the  sidewalk,  that  portions  could  be  built 
each  year  and  by  special  acts  paid  for  by  the  Town  and  adjoining  owners. 
A  further  study,  however,  shows  that  by  putting  it  under  the  sidewalk,  it 
would  have  a  tendency  to  kill  all  trees  on  that  side  of  the  street,  and  inter- 
fere with  the  sewer  connections  that  cross  the  sidewalk  at  about  the  same 
grade.  It  is  therefore  found  that  the  proper  place  would  be  in  the  middle 
of  the  street,  alongside  of  the  sewer,  and,  being  at  about  the  same  grade 
or  higher,  would  not  interfere  with  the  sewer  connections. 

The  Engineer  reports  that  the  cost  of  Stace_y's  brook  will  be  about 
$20,000,  or  about  $7.00  per  running  foot. 

This  report,  coming  at  this  time,  in  conjunction  with  the  work  about  to 
be  done  by  the  Massachusetts  Highwav  Commission,  makes  it  necessary 
that  the  Town  give  the  subject  serious  thought,  as  the.  street  surfacing 
could  not  be  excavated  again  for  at  least  five  years. 

Although  no  recommendations  were  asked  for,  considering  the  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  bv  the  State  Highway  Commissioners,  and  that  the 
street  cannot  be  molested  for  at  least  five  years,  we  recommend  that  this 
drain  be  constructed  the  coming  year  by  starting  at  Farragut  road  and 
continuing  at  least  to  Burrill  street,  and  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  appro- 
priated therefor. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  be  obtained 
whereby  the  Town  w.ll  have  authority  to  levy  an  assessment  upon  the 
adjoining  owners  for  their  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  thereof.

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XI.   Blaney  Beach  Wall. 

In  accordance  with  authority  granted  us  at  Town  Meeting,  we  have  had 
drawn  the  following  agreement,  which  at  present  has  been  assented  to  by 
11  of  the  18  owners  on  the  beach.  The  cost  of  this  wall  and  back  filling, 
as  we  have  previously  reported,  will  be  about  $6,550,  or  $6.67  per  running 
foot. 

With  negotiations  pending,  we  report  progress  and  recommend  that  no 
action  be  taken  until  we  have  had  opportunity  to  report  results  of  our 
interviews  with  the  balance  of  the  adjoining  owners. 

The  undersigned,  being  owners  in  fee  simple  of  real  estate 
situate  on  Orient  street,  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  between  said 
Orient  street  and  Blaney  beach,  hereby  agree  to  release,  remise  and 
forever  quitclaim  unto  the  Town  of  Swampscott  any  and  all  right 
which  we  have  in  or  to  that  portion  of  Blaney  beach  lying  between  the 
location  line  so  calleJ  (shown  on  a  plan  dated  Januaiy,  1914  drawn  by 
W.  W.  Pratt,  C.  E.  for  the  Town  of  Swampscott)  and  the  sea;  provided 
nevertheless  that  the  Town  of  Swampscott  shall  release,  remise  and 
forever  quitclaim  unto  us  respectively  all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in 
or  to  that  portion  of  said  Blaney  beach  lying  between  our  respective 
estates  and  said  location  line;  that  there  shall  be  constructed  along 
said  location  line  a  substantial  retaining  wall,  but  such  wall  shall  be 
so  constructed  as  not  to  obstruct  the  view  from  our  several  premises, 
that  nothing  shall  be  erected  on  said  Beach  south  of  said  line  which 
shall  obstruct  the  view  from  our  several  premises;  that  that  part  of  the 
Beach  north  of  said  retaining  wall  shall  be  filled  to  a  substantial  level 
of  our  respective  estates  at  the" time  of  the  construction  of  said  wall; 
that  no  special  assessment  or  betterment  tax  shall  be  levied  or  assessed 
against  us  or  our  property  for  the  cost  of  any  part  of  said  work;  that 
this  agreement  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  said  wall  shall  be 
constructed  before  January  first,  A.  D.  1920.

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XII.   Humphrey  Street  Widening. 

The  story  and  details  of  this  large  undertaking  have  been  previously 
told  in  the  various  reports  heretofore  published,  the  last  one  being  the 
special  report  of  the  joint  committee,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Weston  K.  Lewis  and  Amos  R.  Little.  It  is  reprinted  with  the  Town 
Clerk's  records  in  this  report. 

The  work  was  started  March  25,  1914,  at  9  A.  M.,  and  has  continued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission,  with  the 
results  now  apparent  to  every  one.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  Town 
made  no  mistake  in  constructing  the  approaches  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  work. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Highway  Commissioners  have 
not  accepted  the  street,  but  we  understand  that  a  provisional  acceptance 
is  shortly  contemplated,  which  will  put  the  care  and  maintenance  upon 
the  Town.

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FINANCE. 

I.   Town  Accounting. 

The  present  system  of  Town  accounting  was  installed  February  1,  191 1, 
since  which  time  the  budget  each  year  is  made  up  with  the  same  classifi- 
cation, and  is  easily  followed  for  comparative  purposes.  The  system 
itself  enables  the  Selectmen  to  systematically  study  the  various  expendi- 
tures, and,  with  the  trial  balances,  published  each  month,  the  department 
heads,  as  well  as  the  public,  can  follow  the  expenditures.  The  audit  each 
six  months  by  state  officials  is  a  healthy  procedure,  and  their  yearly  bal- 
ance sheet  conclusive.  There  are  details  outside  of  the  system,  being 
administrative  duties,  that  can  be  improved  upon,  among  which  is  the 
purchase  of  supplies,  on  which,  at  present,  there  seems  to  be  no  counter 
check. 

While  the  auditor's  report  does  not  show  to  whom  monies  in  each 
department  were  paid,  as  classified,  it  is  something  that  could  be  done  if 
the  Town  so  desires.  We  recommend  the  system  to  all  our  sister  Towns 
who  have  not  adopted  it.

X.   Borrowing  Money  for  Permanent  Improvements. 

Previous  to  the  year  1909  it  was  the  policy  of  the  Town  to  borrow 
money  for  permanent  improvements  by  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  periods 
not  to  exceed  ten  years.  These  amounts  each  year  averaged  about  $15,000, 
and,  according  to  law,  they  must  be  paid  within  ten  years,  so  that  it  was 
the  practice  to  distribute  these  through  subsequent  years  so  that  the 
amount  in  any  one  year  would  not  exceed  $15,000.  At  that  time  no  sink- 
fund  was  provided  to  pay  for  them  at  maturity,  and  the  total  amount  was 
raised  by  taxation  each  year. 

Since  registration  of  bonds,  however,  it  has  been  clearly  shown  that  it 
was  unlawful  to  raise  money  in  the  above  manner  without  establishing  a 
sinking  fund,  and  by  adopting  the  serial  bond  method  of  payment,  whereby 
a  certain  amount  of  each  issue  became  payable  in  the  succeeding  year.  It 
soon  became  evident  that  in  addition  to  paying  off  the  old  bonds  on  which 
no  sinking  fund  was  established,  we  were  also  paying  the  accumulated 
amounts  due  to  the  issuing  of  serial  bonds,  so  that  until  the  period  had 
passed,  whereby  we  eliminate  all  of  the  old  bonds  and  worked  entirely  upon 
the  new  serial  bonds,  we  are  obliged  to  pay  an  amount  considerably  more 
than  the  average  $15,000.  At  the  present  time  we  are  getting  the  burden 
of  this  double  payment  on  municipal  indebtedness  which  will  continue  for 
the  next  few  years,  until  the  old  bonded  indebtedness  is  eliminated. 

So  far  as  the  method  of  raising  small  issues  of  $15,000  by  bond  is  con- 
cerned, it  only  helps  the  town  for  the  time  being,  namely,  the  first  two  or 
three  years  in  which  the  money  is  raised.  The  practice  of  continuing  to 
thus  raise  money  is  simply  borrowing  from  Peter  to  pay  Paul,  as  we  raise 
$15,000  each  year  to  pay  off  old  bonds  and  then  issue  bonds  for  $15,000 
more  to  do  work.  We  recommend  that  the  system  of  raising  money  by 
bond  issues,  to  take  care  of  permanent  improvements,  so-called,  which 
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under  the  law  may  be  borrowed  for  a  term  running  from  five  to  ten  years, 
be  discontinued,  and  that  the  town  pay  for  these  slight  permanent  improve- 
ments by  an  increase  in  the  tax  levy;  and  the  method  of  resorting  to  bond 
issues  be  used  entirely  for  some  extraordinary  purpose,  such  as  the  build- 
ing of  a  schoolhouse,  sewer  system,  or  other  municipal  work  of  like  mag- 
nitude where  large  amounts  of  money  are  involved,  and  then  the  issue 
carried  through  a  long  term  of  years. 

Overdrafts. 

There  are  twenty-six  departments  and  appropriations  that  show 
balances  to  their  credit,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,978. 95.  Other 
departments  show  small  overdrafts,  which  have  been  taken  care  of  by 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund.  Those  requiring  special  mention  are  the 
Town  Hall,  Fire  and  Schools,  being  respectively  $508.71,  $424.80  and 
$499.69.  The  Town  Hall  was  necessary  on  account  of  work  ordered  by 
the  State  Inspector  and  an  unusual  coal  bill;  the  Fire  by  building  of 
concrete  floor  under  chemical,  and  the  School  was  not  really  an  overdraft, 
as  the  money  was  appropriated  but  not  raised.  Of  the  above  the  Town 
Hall  was  taken  care  of  by  transfer. 

In  addition  there  was  the  Blackmere  claim,  $1,353.51 ;  interest  charges 
on  general  debt,  $1,280.00. 

These  matters  were  taken  care  of  in  this  manner  to  avoid  calling  a 
special  town  meeting  late  in  the  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,558.00  be  appropriated  to  refund 
to  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the  reported  overdrafts. 

Appropriations  for  Departmental  Expenses- 

We  have  carefully  gone  over  the  expenditures  of  the  past  year,  the 
departmental  reports,  and  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for 
the  current  year. 

They  include  so-called  overhead  charges  only.  All  special  work  asked 
for  is  eliminated  and  referred  to  you  by  special  articles  in  the  warrant.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivamfiscott: 

Aside  from  a  constant  effort  to  improve  the  educational  system  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  an  effort  which  has  been  directed  through  every 
approachable  avenue,  your  committee  has  inaugurated  at  least  two  radical 
departures  which  it  believes  will  result  in  increasing  efficiency  of  the 
department  and  added  benefit  to  the  children  who  attend  the  schools. 

Probably  the  greatest  and  most  important  change  from  the  traditions  of 
the  past  was  the  establishment  of  continuous  supervision.  For  many 
years  the  schools  of  the  Town  had  been  moving  along  under  the  diffi- 
culties of  two-day-a-week  supervision,  a  practice  which  obtains  in  many 
of  the  smaller  towns  and  of  which  the  best  that  can  be  said  is  that  it  is 
better  than  none. 

Your  committee  for  a  longtime  had  felt  the  inadequacy  —  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  this  method  of  supervision,  but  owing  to  the  probability  of 
largely  increased  expenditure  at  a  time  when  other  things  demanded 
immediate  attention  no  departure  was  made  until  at  the  end  of  the  last 
school  year  when  conditions  adjusted  themselves  to  the  needs  of  the 
schools  and  presented  a  favorable  opportunity  for  action  without  adding 
to  the  expenses  of  the  department. 

The  centralized  system  of  school  administration  in  the  Hadley  school 
building  enabled  your  committee  to  propose  a  combination  of  the  posi- 
tions of  principal  of  this  school  and  the  superintendency  of  the  entire 
system.  Mr.  Whitman  had  very  successfully  administered  the  affairs  of 
the  Hadley  school  and  had  displayed  executive  ability  in  no  small  degree. 
Qualifications  for  superintending  were  apparent  in  his  work  as  a  principal 
and  instructor  and  your  committee  presented  a  proposition  to  Mr.  Whit- 
man, which  he  accepted  after  due  consideration.  Mr.  Whitman  has  met 
all  the  expectations  of  your  committee  and  a  general  improvement  in  the 
system  must  be  already  apparent  to  those  who  follow  closely  the  affairs  of 
the  school.  The  Town  now  has  a  resident  superintendent,  accessible  at 
certain  hours  ever;'  day  and  devoting  all  his  time,  energy  and  ability  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  schools  of  our  Town. 

Another  important  movement  inagurated  during  the  past  year  has 
been  the  instruction  in  cooking  in  the  basement  of  the  Hadley  School  for 
the  girls  of  the  advanced  grades.  A  complete  equipment  for  this  depart- 
ment was  established  during  the  summer  vacation  and  its  success  has  been 
so  great  that  upon  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  your  Com- 
mittee has  decided  to  extend  it  to  the  freshmen  class  of  the  High  School 
in  February,  when  the  second  half  of  the  school  year  opens.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  mothers  will  find  this  department  of  sufficient  interest  to  them 
to  make  it  frequent  visits. 

Manual  training  in  the  High  School  and  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of 
the  elementary  schools  has  unquestionably  proved  its  worth,  and  such  has

been  the  demand  for  further  instruction  that  jour  Committee  has  made 
plans  to  include  the  sixth  grades  when  the  new  half-year  opens.  This 
will  make  a  rearrangement  of  the  program  necessary  and  entail  the  employ- 
ment of  an  instructor  for  the  entire  five  school  days  of  each  week. 

The  importance  of  athletic  training,  or  in  other  words  the  physical  well 
being  of  the  pupils,  has  been  at  times  more  or  less  neglected  but  never 
overlooked.  Boys  and  girls  need  health  giving  exercises  and  no  greater 
incentive  has  been  found  than  that  which  lies  in  organized  play  under  the 
careful  and  systematic  instruction  of  a  competent  director.  In  past  years 
your  Committee  partially  solved  the  problem  by  employing  teachers  who 
divided  their  time  between  educational  work  in  the  schools  and  athletic 
instruction  outside.  This  method  has  never  been  a  great  success,  but  the 
results  obtained  have  been  sufficiently  satisfactory  to  urge  your  Com- 
mittee to  give  more  attention  to  what  is  now  generally  recognized  as  a 
proper  branch  of  school  work.  In  accordance  with  this  determination  your 
Committee  has  employed  for  the  present  year  an  athletic  instructor  who 
will  devote  all  his  time  to  the  development  of  athletic  training  in  both  the 
grade  and  High  Schools. 

The  same  difficulty  with  relation  to  securiug  good  teachers  exists  now 
as  it  has  in  the  past.  Your  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Super- 
intendent, has  been  especially  careful  in  this  direction,  believing  it  to  be 
of  primary  importance  that  well  qualified  instructors  of  good  character 
and  temperamentally  fitted  to  deal  with  the  many  problems  of  childhood 
must  be  secured  as  a  first  essential  of  a  successful  school  system.  As  in 
every  other  profession  many  equip  themselves  to  teach  without  possessing 
inherent,  fundamental  qualifications,  without  which  they  can  never  hope 
to  attain  a  full  measure  of  success,  and  it  requires  a  large  amount  of  inquiry 
and  investigation  to  avoid  their  employment,  particularly  at  times 
when  the  stress  of  circumstances  demands  immediate  action, 

Your  Committee,  however,  has  been  active  in  the  investigation  of  can- 
didacies for  the  teachers'  staff  and  no  teacher  has  been  employed  until 
after  the  Superintendent  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  her  quali- 
fications. While  financial  considerations  have  often  been  an  obstacle  to 
securing  the  best,  your  Committee  believes  that  it  has  been  able  to  get  the 
best  available  for  the  money  offered. 

Having  secured  a  staff  of  teachers  of  credit  to  the  school  system  it 
becomes  necessary  to  keep  it  as  nearly  intact  as  possible.  Marriage> 
better  positions  or  retirement  to  private  life  are  constantly  causing 
vacancies.  The  law  of  gravitation  necessarily  inflicts  itself  upon  every 
community  in  a  more  or  less  degree.  In  the  matter  of  losing  teachers 
because  of  offers  of  more  pay  elsewhere  your  Committee  takes  the  largest 
interest,  as  herein  lies  an  opportunity  to  meet  these  offers  and  hold  them. 
It  is  obvious,  however,  that  this  cannot  be  done  promiscuously  or 
zealously  and  dissatisfaction  will  be  caused.  It  is  essential  that  in  at  least 
certain  divisions  of  the  grades  a  standard  of  wage  exist,  and  this  should  be 
high  enough  to  furnish  a  reasonable  guarantee  of  permanency  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  an  exceptionally  talented 
teacher  will  not  occasionally  leave,  but  good  teachers  should  not  be 
dropping  out  to  go  elsewhere  every  now  and  then. 

Swampscott  already  is  occupying  a  most  creditable  position  among  the 
educational  systems  throughout  the  towns  of  the  state,  and  it  is  the  desire 
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of  your  Committee  to  not  only  make  it  secure  but  add  to  it  its  develop- 
ment in  a  degree  which  will  eventually  place  it  in  the  forefront.  The 
teachers  in  the  grades  last  year  petitioned  for  $100  each  additional  salary, 
offering  as  their  principal  reason  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  living. 
They  submitted  figures  showing  it  was  with  difficulty  they  were  able  to 
properly  maintain  their  positions,  and  your  Committee  recommended 
sufficient  additional  appropriation  to  make  an  advance  of  $50  a  year,  with 
the  promise  of  recommending  an  additional  $50  in  the  appropriation  of 
this  year.    This  your  Committee  now  asks. 

One  of  the  most  important  problems  appearing  during  the  last  year  was 
the  question  of  additional  room  in  the  High  School  building.  A  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  needs,  which  included  the  members  of  your 
School  Committee,  was  appointed  by  the  Town  and  its  report  will  indi- 
cate the  necessity  for  immediately  adding  four  rooms  to  the  building,  and 
making  necessary  changes  in  the  heating  and  ventilating  system. 
Unless  this  work  has  been  completed  in  September  there  will  be  no  place 
for  many  of  the  children.  Your  Committee  has  availed  itself  of  every 
opportunity  for  makeshifts  in  order  to  accommodate  the  constantly 
growing  enrolment,  but  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  only  an  addition 
to  the  building  will  meet  the  demand.  Your  Committee  urges  prompt 
and  speedy  action  upon  such  measures  as  the  citizens  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  deem  wise  to  adopt,  as  it  will  be  only  by  an  early  beginning  in 
the  spring,  that  the  necessary  alterations  can  be  made  in  time  for  the 
September  opening  of  the  school.  It  may  be  stated  as  an  additional  rea- 
son for  prompt  action  in  this  direction  that  the  state  building  authorities 
would  have  enforced  improved  ventilating,  sanitary  and  safety  conditions, 
at  the  High  School  building  during  the  past  summer  had  not  the  Town 
by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  taken  a  step  toward  better  conditions, 
and  they  only  suspended  action  in  the  expectation  that  the  desired 
improvements  will  be  made  this  year.  The  demands  of  the  state  author- 
ities alone  would  have  involved  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $12,000. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  people  of  the 
Town  for  their  many  manifestations  of  cooperation  in  the  school  work 
and  renews  its  appeal  to  the  parents  to  make  frequent  visits  to  the  schools 
and  teachers  in  order  that  they  may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  work  and  thereby  aid  in  its  development.  The  loyalty  and  interest 
exhibited  by  the  principals  and  teachers  has  been  an  aid  to  the  Committee 
in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  schools,  and  the  Superintendent 
has  been  indefatigable  in  reaching  for  higher  standards  and  better  results.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  : 

The  expenditures  of  the  School  Department  for  the  last  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  within  a  few  dollars  of  the  appropriation  of  $53,250  voted  by 
the  Town  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  appropriation 
was  divided  into  two  parts,  one  embracing  $52,250  from  the  taxation 
receipts,  and  the  other  of  $1,000  for  new  equipment  to  be  raised  by  an 
issue  of  bonds.  A  classification  of  the  various  expenditures  as  required 
by  the  state  board  of  education  is  as  follows  :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  first  Annual  Report,  together 
with  the  reports  made  to  me  by  the  heads  of  the  various  departments. 

When  I  was  given  last  June  the  responsibility  of  the  educational  leader- 
ship of  the  schools  under  your  charge,  I  faced  the  following  situation  : 
As  Principal  of  your  Hadley  School  for  two  years,  I  appreciated  the 
excellence  of  the  teaching  staff  and  their  willingness  to  follow  the 
directions  of  the  Committee;  I  knew  that  the  parents  of  the  children  in 
our  schools  were  most  satisfactory  people  among  whom  to  work,  because 
of  their  sympathetic  cooperation  and  their  high  expectations  of  what  the 
schools  should  be, —  both  valuable  factors;  and  I  knew  that  the  School 
Committee  could  be  depended  upon  to  provide  adequately,  though  not 
extravagantly,  to  maintain  a  proper  standard  in  our  schools,  both  as  to 
teachers  and  equipment.  Any  Superintendent  in  a  situation  of  this  sort 
should  consider  his  lot  as  fortunate. 

Upon  taking  this  office,  I  was  instructed  by  the  Committee  that  my  task 
was  primarily  to  be  one  of  organization.  In  accordance  therewith,  the 
summer  months  were  given  to  working  out  a  system  of  office  routine  and 
equipment.  The  Superintendent's  office  now  is  the  central  office  of  the 
system.  We  have  all  records  necessary  concerning  pupils,  invoices  and 
stock  accounts  of  all  supplies  and  books,  and  all  records  required  by  the 
laws  of  1913  respecting  the  employment  of  minors.  The  rule  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  all  ordering  of  supplies  and  repairs  should  be  done  through 
the  Superintendent's  office  has  been  enforced  to  the  letter.  Principals, 
Teachers  and  Janitors  are  to  be  commended  for  their  carefulness  in 
cooperating  to  bring  about  this  necessary  condition. 

In  order  to  properly  conduct  the  business  of  the  Superintendent's  office 
it  was  found  necessary  to  have  a  stenographer  as  office  assistant.  The 
proper  selection  seems  to  have  been  made  for  this  position  in  a  graduate 
of  the  commercial  department  of  our  High  School. 

Course  of  Study. 

Another  task  which  the  Committee  has  been  desirous  of  having  accom- 
plished was  the  making  of  a  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  schools 
which  should  be  suited  to  our  division  of  grades  caused  by  the  system  of 
semi-annual  promotions.  A  course  of  study  was  drawn  up  this  summer 
and  is  now  being  worked  out  by  the  teachers.  Nothing  at  all  radical  was 
embodied  in  this  work  but  an  attempt  was  made,  and  successfully,  to 
standarize  the  work  of  our  schools  so  that  different  grades  in  various  parts 
of  the  Town  should  have  the  same  requirements  and  the  same  opportun- 
ities. The  teachers  will  be  asked  for  criticisms 'and  suggestions  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  so  that  the  course  may  be  revised  if  desired,  to  better 
suit  the  needs  of  all. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  same  standard  as  to  the  amount  and  kind  of 
work  accomplished  in  the  grades,  an  additional  factor  has  been  a  series  of 
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conferences  of  teachers  of  corresponding  grades  with  the  Superintendent; 
and  in  order  to  keep  the  same  standards  of  school  spirit,  school  policy, 
and  professional  ideals,  general  meetings  have  been  held,  requiring  the 
attendance  of  all  teachers  and  supervisors  in  the  department. 

Changes  in  Teaching  Staff. 

The  changes  among  the  teachers  during  the  past  year  have  been  some- 
what fewer  than  in  preceding  years.  The  principal  of  the  High  School 
indicates  in  his  report  the  changes  that  have  been  made  there.  Three 
teachers  left  the  High  School  and  five  new  teachers  have  been  employed. 
In  the  grades,  two  teachers  resigned  and  one  was  granted  a  leave  of 
absence.    Three  new  teachers  were  secured  for  these  positions. 

As  a  general  rule  the  work  of  the  department  is  handicapped  by  a 
change  of  teachers.  It  is  obvious  that  adequate  salaries  for  satisfactory 
teachers  are  the  best  means  of  overcoming  the  weakness  caused  by  such 
changes  as  referred  to  above.  In  the  matter  of  salaries,  Swampscott  is 
taking  a  middle  course.  Salaries  here  are  higher  than  a  great  many 
smaller  and  larger  towns,  but  on  the  other  hand  they  are  not  so  high  but 
that  a  dozen  of  the  best  educational  communities  in  the  state  can  take  our 
best  teachers. 

The  raise  of  $50  for  elementary  teachers  during  the  last  year  and  further 
raise  to  $750  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  this  year  will  strengthen 
our  position  in  the  state.

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An  increase  of  seventy-five  theoretically  would  mean  an  increase  of  two 
rooms  both  in  equipment  and  teachers'  salaries.  However,  by  the  will- 
ingness of  the  teachers  to  assume  extra  duties,  the  present  school 
accommodations  have  been  made  to  take  care  of  this  increase. 

A  number  of  school  problems  and  changes  are  connected  with  the  above 
figures.  The  increase  of  forty-three  at  the  Hadley  School  is  a  normal 
increase  considerably  inflated  by  the  transferring  of  the  eighth  grade  from 
the  Clarke  School.  The  slight  increase  at  the  Clarke  School  is  due  to  the 
same  action. 

The  large  increase  at  the  Machon  and  Palmer  Schools  is  due  to  the 
growth  of  those  districts.  Within  three  years  both  of  these  schools  will 
be  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  children  of  their  districts. 

Another  attendance  problem  is  that  of  punctuality.  The  number  of 
cases  of  tardiness  in  our  schools  averages  far  above  a  satisfactory  record. 
The  following  data  show  that  the  per  cent,  of  punctuality,  although  fair  in 
some  schools  is  very  low  in  others.  Superintendent,  principals,  teachers, 
parents  and  pupils  should  endeavor  to  reach  higher  rate  of  punctuality 
this  year.

Centralized  Eighth  Grades. 

This  change  was  made  for  both  physical  and  educational  reasons.  — 
Physically  —  a  much  larger  number  of  First  Grade  children  enrolled  at  the 
Clarke  School  or  lived  in  the  district  which  that  school  should  accommo- 
date than  could  find  quarters  in  the  one  room  given  there  to  the  beginners. 
It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  send  some  children  to  the  Hadley  School, 
where  plenty  of  room  was  wisely  provided  when  the  school  was  built,  and 
it  seemed  wiser  to  transfer  the  larger  children. 

In  order  to  minimize  the  inconvenience  caused  to  the  children  who 
come  from  the  further  sections  of  the  Town,  the  centralized  Eighth 
Grades  were  given  one  session  with  hours  from  8  A.  M.  to  1  P.  M.  This 
removed  the  necessity  of  two  long  trips  for  the  children  at  noon.  This 
however,  is  not  a  radical  change.  Many  communities  leading  in  educa- 
tional progress  have  adopted  the  system  of  having  one  session  for  all 
Grammar  grades.    Brookline,  Newton  and  Milton  are  examples. 

The  educational  advantages  in  this  change  are  due  to  the  fact  that  under 
our  system  of  semi-annual  promotions,  a  separate  room  is  given  in  the 
Hadley  School  to  each  half  grade.  In  an  eight-room  building  with  eight 
grades,  such  as  is  the  Clarke  School,  it  is  necessary  to  have  two  grades  in 
a  room.  While  there  is  but  a  minimum  of  disadvantage  in  this  fact  in  the 
lower  grades,  yet  when  it  comes  to  preparing  children  for  the  transition 
from  grades  to  High  School,  a  change  which  at  best  is  fraught  with 
dangers  and  hardships,  there  is  a  handicap  in  favor  of  the  school  more 
definitely  divided. 
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Extension  of  the  Scope  of  our  Work. 

During  the  past  year  the  manual  training  was  wisely  extended  to  the 
boys  of  the  seventh  grades  in  the  elementary  schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Committee,  after  looking  over  all  the  demands  upon  the  depart- 
ment for  this  year,  will  find  it  possible  to  further  extend  the  opportunity 
for  manual  training  to  the  boys  of  the  sixth  grade  in  the  grammer  school. 

When  the  Hadley  school  was  built  a  room  was  provided  for  Manual 
Training.  It  has  never  seemed  wise  to  equip  this  room,  because  it  did  not 
seem  a  justifiable  expense  to  duplicate  the  equipment  of  the  High  School 
for  so  small  a  number  of  boys.  But  with  the  growth  of  the  grammar 
grades  in  the  Hadley  school,  and  the  increased  demands  upon  the  Manual 
Training  department  in  the  High  School,  it  would  seem  to  be  desirable, 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  to  equip  the  Manual  Training  room  at  the 
Hadley  school  with  simple  work  benches,  such  as  would  be  suitable  for 
the  beginners  in  this  work.    No  machinery,  of  course,  would  be  required. 

Opportunity  for  practical  training  for  the  girls  of  the  grammar  school 
has  been  provided  during  the  past  year  by  the  introduction  of  a  course  in 
cooking.  I  believe  this  work  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  public  in 
general.  With  a  further  extension  of  Manual  Training  for  the  boys,  it 
will  probably  be  possible  to  have  either  cooking  or  sewing  for  a  larger 
number  of  girls.  A  further  extension  of  this  work  will  be  made  in  the 
freshman  course  in  the  High  School  in  February,  unless  the  difficulty  of 
rearranging  a  program  of  studies  at  that  time  of  the  year  should  appear  to 
be  too  great. 

A  further  legitimate  extension  of  the  scope  of  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment has  been  the  exercising  of  supervision  over  the  physical  training  of 
the  children.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  employing  on  the  teach- 
ing staff  a  supervisor  of  physical  training.  His  duty  is  to  interest  as 
large  a  number  of  boys  of  the  grammar  grades  as  possible  in  the  various 
forms  of  gymnastic  activities  which  he  may  organize,  to  organize  a 
moderate  course  of  physical  culture  in  the  upper  grades,  and  to  be  the 
coach  of  the  various  forms  of  organized  athletics.  As  the  work  starts  out 
for  the  new  year,  there  are  about  eighty  boys  in  the  grades  and  fifty  in  the 
High  School  who  are  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Condition  of  School  Yards. 

People  of  self-respect  are  usually  particular  about  their  personal  appear- 
ance. The  man  who  owns  his  home  is  as  jealous  of  the  physical  appear- 
ance of  his  property  as  the  good  housewife  is  that  her  home  shall  be  clean 
and  comfortable  within.  The  physical  appearance  and  condition  of  the 
school  yards  of  this  Town  is  consistent  in  no  way  with  the  interior  of  the 
schools,  the  educational  standards  and  practices  of  the  schools,  or 
with  the  standards  set  by  the  citizens  of  this  Town  in  caring  for  their  own 
property.  The  yards  of  the  Machon  and  Clarke  schools  are  in  a  broken 
up  condition  and  the  mud  in  the  yard  of  the  Hadley  school  is  a  nuisance 
both  in  its  effect  on  the  clothing  of  children  and  on  the  appearance  of  the 
schoolrooms  into  which  the  children  track  the  mud. 

The  superintendent,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  citizens  at  Town 
Meeting  be  asked  by  a  special  article  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  to 
put  these  yards  in  suitable  condition. 
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Conclusion. 

The  outlook  for  the  year  is  encouraging.  In  looking  ahead  the  most 
pressing  problem  for  the  Committee  is  the  provision  of  adequate  accom- 
modations in  the  High  School  for  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  Septem- 
ber. In  February  the  principal  will  have  to  crowd  in  260  pupils.  A  class 
of  twenty-five  graduates  in  June  ;  a  class  of  fifty  enters  in  September,  and 
forty  in  February.  In  other  words,  unless  accommodations  are  provided 
during  next  summer,  we  shall  have  no  seats  for  some  fifty  pupils  or  more ; 
and  what  is  more  significant,  no  space  into  which  to  put  seats.for  them. 

This  pressing  need,  together  with  the  warning  given  us  by  the  State 
Building  Inspector,  surely  makes  this  probem  the  most  important  matter 
that  the  Committee  presents  to  the  Town  for  consideration. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Superintendents  called  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  an  agent  of  the  Board  reviewed  the  difficult  situations  and 
unbusiness  like  methods  which  many  Superintendents  reported  as  having 
to  battle.  It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  that  your  Superintendent 
was  able  to  compare  even  with  the  best  communities  in  the  State,  the  pro- 
gressive attitude  of  this  Committee  and  the  healthy  relationship  which 
exists  here  in  Swampscott  between  the  public,  the  Committee  and  the 
schools.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

Mr.  IV.  M.  Whitman,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of 
the  Swampscott  High  School : 

During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the  corps  of 
teachers.  When  the  first  class  to  be  graduated  from  the  Grammar  school 
in  the  middle  of  the  year  entered  the  High  School,  Miss  Edith  L.  Knights 
and  Miss  Theodora  A.  Gerould  were  secured  to  assist  in  conducting  the 
work  of  these  new  pupils.  In  June,  Miss  Sarah  L.  Bell  and  Miss  Eleanor 
D.  Clement  resigned  to  retire  from  school  work.  Mr.  Gilbert  C.  Walker 
tendered  his  resignation  at  the  same  time  in  order  to  enter  business. 

Miss  Carrie  J.  Fish  of  the  High  School  in  Palmer  was  elected  to  succeed 
Miss  Bell  as  head  of  the  Commercial  Department.  Miss  Marion  D. 
Munsey,  a  graduate  of  the  Swampscott  High  School  and  of  Mt.  Holyoke 
College,  after  three  years'  experience  in  other  towns,  has  now  become  a 
teacher  in  her  home  school.  Miss  Leita  A.  Kinsman,  who  had  had  several 
years'  experience,  was  elected  to  teach  German  and  English.  These  new 
teachers  have  entered  upon  their  duties  with  earnestness  and  enthusiasm, 
and  they  with  all  the  other  teachers  are  showing  such  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  the  interest  of  the  school  that  the  year  promises  to  be  one  of  the  best  in 
its  history. 

For  the  first  time  there  has  been  sufficient  teaching  force  to  make  it 
possible  to  devote  one  room  to  study  pupils  only.  While  this  room  is  not 
so  large  as  might  be  wished,  it  has  made  it  possible  for  over  fifty  pupils  to 
study  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher,  without  the  distracting  influences 
of  a  recitation.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  when  the  new  class  enters  in 
February,  this  room  will  have  to  be  given  up  on  account  of  crowded  con- 
ditions and  the  lack  of  teachers.  However,  both  pupils  and  teachers  are 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  the  building  will  be  remodeled ;  when 
the  Commercial  Department  and  Library  may  enjoy  commodious  quarters, 
and  there  be  suitable  and  sufficient  rooms  for  recitation  and  study,  in 
addition  to  those  for  gymnasium  and  teachers'  room.  That  these  and  many 
other  needed  improvements  will  soon  be  secured  is  most  earnestly 
desired. 

In  regard  to  the  school  curriculum  the  need  of  several  changes  has  been 
noted.  The  course  of  study  should  be  enriched  to  allow  for  a  course  in 
Physics  in  the  sophomore  year.  The  work  of  this  class  would  follow 
somewhat  the  plan  of  the  senior  year  Physics,  but  with  less  mathematics 
and  would  fit  especially  the  needs  of  those  pupils  who  are  not  planning 
upon  entering  college.  In  the  senior  year  a  course  in  office  training 
should  be  added  for  the  pupils  in  the  Commercial  Department.  I  would 
suggest  that  there  be  included  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment a  definite  amount  of  money  to  be  expended  for  laboratory  equipment 
and  lantern  supplies  in  connection  with  the  Sciences  and  Commercial 
Geography.  There  is  also  need  of  a  similar  fund  for  the  extension  of  the 
library.  If  from  year  to  year,  a  certain  amount  could  be  relied  upon,  pro- 
vision could  be  made  for  extending  the  equipment  in  a  systematic  manner. 

Last  year  a  change  was  made  in  the  form  of  graduating  exercises  in 
June.    Certain  strictly  class  parts  were  eliminated  from  the  program  and 
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a  speaker  of  note  delivered  an  address.  On  this  occasion  Mr.  Benjamin 
N.  Johnson  of  Lynn  favored  the  class,  and  his  words  of  advice  and 
encouragement  were  most  heartily  received.  On  the  night  following 
graduation,  the  class  enjoyed  a  banquet  in  the  High  School  hall,  after 
which  Miss  Ruth  McCarty  delivered  the  class  prophecy,  Miss  Olive  Flagg 
gave  a  history  of  the  class,  and  Master  Leon  Abbott  read  the  class  will. 

Of  the  graduates  of  1914,  over  one-third  were  admitted  to  college  either 
by  certificate  or  examination.  These  have  maintained  their  rank  credit- 
ably. Many  of  the  graduates  of  the  commercial  department  were  placed 
in  business  positions.  The  success  of  a  school  in  so  placing  its  graduates 
depends  upon  the  pupils'  attention  to  their  work  in  the  class  and  their 
ability  to  excel  in  their  chosen  line  of  High  School  work.  The  High 
School  graduate  who  has  shown  through  his  course  that  he  possesses 
ability  and  has  devoted  his  best  efforts  to  his  commercial  studies,  always 
meets  with  greater  favor  from  business  men  than  a  graduate  of  a  business 
college.  Thus  the  citizens  of  the  Town  should  expect  definite  and 
tangible  results  from  the  commercial  department  of  the  High  School.  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  the  present  work  of  the  pupils  in  this  department  is 
showing  a  very  gratifying  and  satisfactory  improvement. 

In  general,  the  High  School  is  a  place  for  work,  and  pupils  who  throw 
away  their  opportunities  through  lack  of  study  are  wasting  their  time. 
Parents  ought  to  realize  that  pupils  must  devote  at  least  two  hours  every 
day  and,  college  preparatory  pupils  at  least  three  hours,  to  home  study. 
In  order  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  school,  at  least  one  teacher  is  in 
attendance  at  the  building  every  afternoon  of  the  week  to  assist  pupils  in 
their  work,  to  hear  lessons  missed  by  absence,  to  enforce  discipline  and  to 
supervise  preparation  of  lessons.  Many  a  failure  might  be  avoided  by 
attendance  at  this  afternoon  session. 

In  conclusion  :  I  wish  to  express  to  the  parents  my  appreciation  for 
their  hearty  cooperation,  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  their  work.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  flanual  Training. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Whitman,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir, — The  year  which  closed  with  the  Christmas  vacation  was 
a  very  satisfactory  one  in  the  Manual  Training  Department,  and  the 
results  obtained  clearly  demonstrate  the  value  of  this  kind  of  work  in  the 
schools.  The  pupils  who  have  chosen  to  participate  in  this  training  have 
evinced  a  desire  to  give  the  best  that  is  in  them,  and  this  has  resulted  in 
obtaining,  almost  without  exception,  a  maximum  of  efficiency.  In  conse- 
quence of  these  conditions,  it  has  been  a  year  of  pleasure  for  both  pupils 
and  instructor. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  new  machinery  was  added  to  the  equip- 
ment, and  this  has  facilitated  the  work.  The  department  is  now  equipped 
with  modern  machinery  in  all  its  branches  and  its  use  by  the  pupils  is 
giving  evidence  of  rapidly  growing  proficiency.  The  advanced  classes  are 
accomplishing  particularly  difficult  work,  and  the  problems  which  many  of 
them  solve  would  do  credit  to  a  wood  worker  of  many  years  of  experience. 
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The  relations  of  the  instructor  with  the  faculty  of  the  High  School,  in 
the  building  of  which  the  Manual  Training  Department  is  located,  with 
the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Committee  and  with  the  pupils  them- 
selves, have  been  pleasant  and  helpful.  I  feel  that  the  beginnings  which 
have  been  made  in  this  department  in  the  few  years  in  which  it  has  been 
established  must  gradually  develop  into  important  influences  in  deter- 
mining the  future  of  a  great  many  boys  — at  least  to  be  a  valuable  asset  in 
whatever  occupation  they  may  see  fit  to  follow.  The  training  which  they 
are  getting  quickens  the  eye,  sharpens  the  mind,  trains  the  hand, 
encourages  concentration  and  develops  character.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Whitman,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

There  is  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that  the  pupils'  work  as  a  whole 
for  the  past  year  has  improved.  The  freshmen  classes  of  this  year  are 
better  prepared  to  take  up  the  work  with  efficiency  than  those  of  previous 
years,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  same  is  true  of  the  lower  grades. 

The  general  aims  and  plans  of  the  work  are  as  follows  : 

In  the  primary  grades,  centers  connected  with  the  home,  community 
life,  games  and  stories  are  chosen  for  illustration.  This  is  the  symboliz- 
ing age  and  the  child  has  great  willingness  to  make  and  draw  things. 
Hence  in  selecting  material  the  aim  has  been  to  find  subjects  which  will 
require  manual  work  in  connection  with  the  object,  pose  drawing,  and 
color.  The  elements  of  a  story  are  studied  separately  and  all  the  ideas 
then  combined  in  picture-making.  This  work  has  been  carried  out  well 
and  the  results  have  been  good. 

I"  the  intermediate  grades  the  work  is  more  formal,  for  this  is  the 
period  of  habit  forming  and  drill.  Emphasis  is  given  to  object  and 
group  drawing  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  ability  to  see  pro- 
portion and  relation  of  objects.  The  design  work  progresses  from  orderly 
arrangements  of  given  units  to  simple  original  designs  applied  to  useful 
objects.  Accuracy  and  the  use  of  the  ruler  is  developed  by  cardboard 
construction.  In  the  sixth  grade,  the  making  and  reading  of  simple 
working  drawings  is  begun.  The  pupils  are  much  interested  in  this, 
because  they  see  its  value  in  manual  training. 

The  work  in  the  upper  grammar  grades  seems  to  be  progressing  some- 
what slowly.  The  children  at  this  age  are  sensitive  to  praise  and  blame, 
and  their  power  of  appreciation  is  beyond  their  power  of  expression. 
This  seems  the  proper  time  to  develop  ideas  of  beauty  and  to  study  the 
laws  and  theories  underlying  the  subjects  taught.  In  the  study  of  color 
the  Munsell  theory  is  found  to  be  most  satisfactory.  Simple  color  har- 
monies, including  a  knowledge  of  color  analyzed  and  problems  worked 
out  according  to  the  analysis.  The  design  work  has  included  the  study 
of  balance  and  rhythm  and  all  designs  made  have  been  applied  to  a  con- 
structed object.  In  representation,  laws  of  foreshortening  and  con- 
vergence are  taught  by  the  use  of  rectilinear  objects.  There  has  been  a 
great  improvement  in  object  drawing  in  these  grades,  but  there  is  still  a 
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lack  in  the  ability  of  the  pupils  to  see  the  relation  of  parts  of  complicated 
objects. 

The  work  in  the  High  School  is  pleasant  and  interesting.  Last  year  a 
gain  was  made  in  representation.    This  year  stress  will  be  given  to  design. 

In  conclusion,  I  believe  the  year  has  been  a  successful  one.  There  has 
been  a  good  degree  of  harmony  throughout  the  system,  and  good  work 
has  been  accomplished.  It  would  be  useless  to  claim  that  our  schools 
have  yet  reached  the  highest  degree  of  attainment  in  this  subject,  or  that 
there  is  any  reason  for  relaxation  in  the  efforts  for  increased  efficiency.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Domestic  Science. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Whitman,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir,  —  I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report : 
The  Domestic  Science  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Hadley  School  was 
completed  and  equipped  for  use  in  September.  A  few  weeks  after  the 
opening  of  school,  the  classes  were  organized  and  the  work  commenced. 
The  girls  of  Grades  VII-A,  VIII-A  and  VIII-B  devote  an  hour  and  a  half 
each  week  to  cooking.  The  work  is  simple  and  practical.  The  aim  of 
the  course  is  first,  to  teach  the  pupils  to  handle  cooking  utensils  and 
materials  and  make  them  feel  responsible  for  the  results  ;  second,  to  teach 
in  an  elementary  way  the  composition  of  common  foods  and  the  way  to 
prepare  them  in  order  to  make  them  most  economical  and  nutritious  as 
well  as  attractive ;  third,  to  inculcate  habits  of  neatness  and  order.  The 
girls  are  interested  in  their  work  and  in  most  cases  are  showing  an 
improvement.  It  is  encouraging  to  hear  reports  of  cooking  done  at  home 
by  many  of  the  pupils.  Classes  are  in  session  from  8  to  1  o'clock,  on 
Monday  and  throughout  the  afternoon  on  Wednesday.  Visitors  are 
welcome  at  any  time. 

Following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  course: 

1.  Use  and  care  of  gas  range,  care  of  dishes,  desks,  towels,  and  sink. 

2.  Study  —  Water,  sources,  purity,  purification,  etc. 

3.  Study — Fruit,  food  value,  preservation,  principle  of  cooking,  serving. 

Practical  work —  Fruit  baked  and  stewed. 

4.  Study  —  Vegetables,   food  value,   principle   of   cooking,  ways  of 

serving. 

Practical  work  —  Vegetables  baked,  boiled  and  creamed. 

5.  Study  —  Cereals,  source,  manufacture,  value  as  food. 

Practical  work  —  Steamed  cereals,  boiled  rice,  use  of  leftovers. 

6.  Study  —  Sugar,  source,  manufacture,  food  value. 

Practical  work  —  Make  candy  and  icing. 

7.  Study  —  Milk  and  its  products,  source  preservation  value. 

Practical  work  —  Junket,  cottage  cheese,  blanc  mange. 

8.  Study — Eggs,  composition,  test  for  freshness,  preservation. 

Practical  work — Eggs  cooked  in  various  ways,  custard. 

9.  Study — Fish,  kinds,  suggestions  for  buying,  serving. 

Practical  work — Boiled  and  broiled  fish. 
10.    Study — Meat,  kinds,  suggestions  for  buying,  cuts. 
Practical  work — Meat  broiled,  roasted,  stewed. 
10 
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11.  Study — Gelatine,  source,  manufacture,  food  value,  ways  of  serving. 

Practical  work — Plain  jelly,  snow  pudding. 

12.  Flour  mixtures   including  bread,  quick  breads,   cake,  pastry  and 

doughnuts. 

13.  Setting  table  and  serving. 

The  course  in  sewing  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  except  that  this 
subject  is  omitted  in  the  grades  which  have  cooking.  One  hour  a  week 
is  devoted  to  sewing  in  Grades  V  to  VTI-B  inclusive.  The  classes  in  the 
Hadley  school  now  have  their  lessons  in  a  room  where  they  have  the 
use  of  large  tables  for  cutting.  On  account  of  not  having  sewing 
machines  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  the  mothers  for  assistance  in  mak- 
ing the  cooking  aprons.  This  help  has  been  willingly  given.  The 
average  work  in  sewing  is  satisfactory,  although  the  ability  of  pupils  dif- 
fers in  handwork  as  in  other  subjects. 

The  following  work  is  accomplished  : 

Grades  V  and  VI :  Basting,  running,  backstitch,  overcasting,  hemming, 
simple  decorative  stitches,  buttonholes,  gathering  and  putting  on  band, 
construction  of  placket,  patching  and  darning. 

Articles  made  :    Gingham  bag,  sewing  apron,  dish  towel,  petticoat. 

Grade  VII.    Cooking  outfit  consists  of  apron,  cap  and  holder.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Whitman,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir, —  The  work  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  has  been 
practically  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  This  department  is  some- 
what handicapped  by  the  system  of  double  promotion.  As  there  is  no 
help  for  it,  we  will  have  to  treat  the  matter  philosophically  and  do  the  best 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  great  problem  in  the  lower  grades  is  the  monotone.  There  are  two 
kinds  of  monotones,  partial  and  complete.  The  partial  yield  readily  to 
the  treatment  prescribed  for  them,  while  the  complete  monotone  takes 
longer,  both  in  time  and  patience,  but  is  by  no  means  a  hopeless  case. 

In  the  first  and  second  grades,  we  teach  the  scale,  and  simple  skips, 
rhythm  and  soft  tones,  by  use  of  the  vowel  sounds. 

In  these  two  grades,  teaching  the  movable  propensities  of  "  do  "  gives 
them  a  good  idea  later  of  the  reason  for  the  change  of  keys,  which  we 
begin  to  teach  in  Grade  III. 

Grade  IV,  we  begin  two  part  work,  and  this  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing points  of  the  system,  as  at  this  point  they  begin  to  see  into  the  pos- 
sibilities of  harmony.  This  work  we  carry  through  Grades  IV  and  V,  and 
in  so  doing  they  have  some  beautiful  songs  and  exercises  to  work  with. 

The  work  in  Grades  V  and  VI  calls  for  a  certain  amount  of  three  part 
work,  and  this  is  just  as  interesting  and  instructive  as  two  parts  in  the 
lower  grades. 

Grade  VII,  we  begin  to  teach  the  minor  scales  as  such.  By  this  we 
mean  the  technical  scales,  both  harmonic  and  melodic,  as  the  primitive  is 
only  used  in  modern  music,  occasionally  in  such  works  as  the  Gregorian 
chant,  or  in  some  characteristic  song  of  the  semi-civilized  tribes  of  the 
earth. 
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From  Grade  II,  up,  we  have  exercises  which  give  the  minor  effect  or  tonal- 
ity, but  ordinarily  we  say  nothing  to  the  children  about  it  as  a  study,  for 
it  would  be  beyond  their  comprehension,  and  while  the  ending  on  "la"  at 
first  sounds  queerly,  they  soon  grow  accustomed  to  it,  and  that  paves  the 
way  for  technical  study  on  the  subject  later  on. 

In  Grade  VII,  we  take  up  the  study  of  the  Bass  Clef.  If  they  have  the 
principles  of  note  reading  thoroughly  grounded  and  have  familiarized 
themselves  with  the  location  of  "do"  it  does  not  take  very  long  to  become 
as  proficient  in  reading  in  this  clef  as  the  G  Clef,  for  the  manner  of  read- 
ing is  the  same  in  both. 

The  only  persons  that  would  naturally  be  puzzled  in  this  connection 
are  the  boys  that  sing  the  alto-tenor  part,  which  is  the  third  part,  and  sung 
by  the  boys  with  unchanged  voices.  As  this  part  is  below  the  alto,  it  is 
written  sometime  on  the  lower  part  of  the  G  Clef,  and  again  on  the  upper 
part  of  the  F  Clef.  A  little  explanation  generally  settles  this  difficulty 
and  in  actual  practice  it  is  as  easily  done  as  the  other. 

The  graduation  exercises  of  the  High  School,  last  June,  could  not  be 
held  at  the  High  School  Hall  as  formerly.  It,  therefore,  became  necessary 
to  very  materially  reduce  the  chorus,  which,  while  we  were  very  loath  to  do 
so  (and  by  so  doing,  had  to  part  with  a  number  of  good  voices),  was  done, 
and  we  managed  to  get  a  splendid  chorus  of  about  eighty  voices,  where 
formerly  there  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  chorus  rendered  in  a  thorough  and  effective  manner  the  following 
selections  :  "  Pilgrims  Chorus"  from  Tannhauser,  "Wake,  Th'  Exulting 
Song"  from  Verdi'  Attila,  "See  the  Sun  in  Splendor  Rising,"  a  most 
excellent  adaptation  of  the  celebrated  Sextette  from  Lucia,  by  Donizetti, 
and  "Good  Night  Farewell  "  by  Cheever.

The  health  of  the  children  of  the  Hadley  school  has  been  very  satis- 
factory, in  that  the  average  attendance  of  the  school  has  been  high. 

During  the  year  the  teeth  of  the  pupils  received  the  attention  of  a 
dentist  and  no  doubt  a  report  by  him  will  be  submitted  to  the  superinten- 
dent. 

During  October  of  this  year,  eight  cases  of  diphtheria  were  dismissed 
from  the  school  and  the  home  of  the  child  placarded  as  containing  a  con- 
tagious disease.  The  cases  so  dismissed  had  the  bacilli  of  diphtheria  in 
either  their  nose  or  throats  and  were  liable  to  transmit  a  serious  case  to 
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other  children,  whose  resisting  powers  were  much  lowered.  If  the  bacilli 
had  been  of  a  relatively  high  virulence,  much  harm  would  have  come  from 
a  careless  handling  of  the  conditions.  Accordingly,  too  much  credit  can- 
not be  given  to  our  local  Board  of  Health  for  its  manifested  interest  and 
active  work  in  the  conditions  as  presented  at  that  time.

Dear  Sir,—  The  following  is  my  report  as  Medical  Inspector  of  the 
Clarke  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914  : 

I  have  made  weekly  visits  to  the  school,  as  required,  and  such  others  as 
have  been  necessary  during  the  year.  I  have  tested  the  eyesight  and  hear- 
ing of  the  children  and  where  a  deficiency  has  been  found  the  parents 
have  been  notified  and  urged  to  have  same  corrected,  if  possible.  During 
the  fall  we  had  an  epidemic  of  mild  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  the  throats  of 
the  children  were  frequently  and  carefully  inspected,  and  when  deemed 
necessary,  children  were  excluded  from  school.  This,  in  my  opinion, 
stopped  in  two  weeks  a  spread  of  disease  which  might  have  continued  all 
winter  if  less  careful  inspection  had  been  carried  on.  Other  than  those 
excluded  for  the  above  reason,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  exclude  from 
school  other  children  for  any  cause.

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Medical  Inspector  of  the 
Machon  School : 

Regular  weekly  visits  have  been  made  and  at  such  other  times  as  were 
necessary.    Examination  of  eyes  and  ears  have  been  made  and  if  defec- 
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tive  have  been  so  reported  to  the  parents.  The  health  of  the  school  has 
been  above  the  average  and  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  among  the  pupils. 
Through  the  watchfulness  of  the  teachers,  the  few  cases  of  Pediculi  and 
Impetigo  have  had  immediate  attention.  During  the  recent  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria,  but  two  pupils  were  found  who  were  "carriers"  of  the  disease, 
though  daily  examinations  were  made  for  some  time.  These  were  imme- 
diately quarantined  and  no  spread  of  the  disease  was  noted.  I  should  like 
to  suggest  that  something  be  done  to  remedy  the  very  damp  condition  of 
the  school  yard,  especially  on  the  west  side  in  the  spring.

This  sort  of  absence  is  hard  to  correct,  as 
many  parents  are  willing  to  provide  excuses  when  the  child  is  out  for 
unnecessary  reasons.  During  the  year  your  Truant  Officer  has  brought 
two  cases  of  truancy  to  the  attention  of  the  Court  and  had  the  truants 
placed  on  probation  so  that  they  would  have  to  report  their  doings 
regularly.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer, 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen,  —  Herewith  I  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
services  performed  for  the  various  Town  Departments  by  the  Engineering 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914. 

Under  the  title  of  Engineering  Department  a  varied  line  of  Town  work 
is  carried  on  each  year,  including  the  designing  and  superintending  of 
the  construction  of  sewers,  drains,  street  lines;  establishing  grades  for 
curbs  and  granolithic  sidewalks,  and  making  all  the  specifications  and 
estimates  necessary  to  the  above  work ;  also  surveys  and  plans  for  the 
acceptance  of  private  streets  as  public  ways  by  the  Town. 

Stetson  Avenue  Drain. 

The  Stetson  avenue  drain,  as  constructed  by  private  parties,  has  proved 
in  recent  years  too  small  to  drain  the  watershed  in  this  section  of  the 
Town.  The  old  pipe  has  accordingly  been  replaced  by  a  20  inch  pipe, 
which  has  a  capacity  of  830  cubic  feet  per  minute,  and  the  drain  was 
extended  613  feet  in  Essex  street.  This  required  the  construction  of  four 
manholes  and  one  catch  basin.  All  catch  basins  are  connected  and  con- 
stitute a  part  of  this  storm  water  system. 

Sewer  Department. 

The  sewer  system  of  the  Town  has  been  extended  in  the  following 
streets  :  King  street,  Greenwood  avenue,  Monument  avenue,  Humphrey 
street,  and  conforms  with  the  plans  and  specifications  furnished  the  con- 
tractor by  this  department. 

The  portion  of  Humphrey  street  sewer,  which  constitutes  the  intercept- 
ing sewer  for  the  eastern  section  of  the  Town,  has  been  extended  in  Bates 
road  about  500  feet ;  thence  it  crosses  private  land  to  Shelton  road,  a 
distance  of  242  feet. 

All  pipe  joints  of  this  section  have  been  made  with  a  special  water  tight 
compound,  which  reduces  the  ground  water  seepage  to  a  minimum. 
Much  credit  is  due  the  contractor,  M.  McDonough  Co.,  for  the  manner  in 
which  the  work  was  done  under  the  most  adverse  conditions.  All  the 
plans,  estimates  and  assessments  relating  to  the  above  sewers  have  been 
filed  with  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners. 

Continuous  Sidewalks. 

Lines  and  grades  have  been  given  for  3,070  feet  of  curbstones,  which 
have  been  set  by  the  Highway  Department  in  the  various  streets  as  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

This  required  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  the  setting  of  stone 
bounds  at  the  initial  points ;  also  a  careful  study  of  the  curb  grade. 
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Granolithic  walks  amounting  to  1,343  square  yards  and  5,048  square  feet 
of  parking  have  been  laid  by  the  McDonough  Co.  Additional  tar  side- 
walks, amounting  to  514  square  yards  have  been  laid  by  J.  H.  McLaughlin. 

Seven  street  plans,  for  the  acceptance  of  private  ways  as  public  streets, 
six  of  which  were  accepted  by  the  Town,  are  on  file  at  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

It  was  necessary  to  refer  the  data  of  these  plans  to  the  Swampscott  Base, 
requiring  the  extending  of  the  coordinate  survey,  which  called  for  exten- 
sive surveys  and  calculations. 

Selectmen's  Department. 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  at  various  times  for  use  in  the 
Selectmen's  Department  and  plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

Marshall  Brook  Outfall. 

About  100  feet  of  the  old  wooden  culvert  of  the  Marshall  brook  outfall 
has  been  replaced  by  a  reinforced  concrete  rectangular  culvert  of  greater 
capacity.  A  large  portion  of  the  old  culvert  had  been  destroyed  by  the  sea, 
leaving  the  piles  in  place.  In  the  construction  of  the  concrete  culvert 
these  piles  served  as  anchors,  being  sawed  off  four  inches  below  the  invert 
grade  and  tied  together  with  iron  rods,  and  the  area  within  and  extending 
six  inches  outside  of  the  piles,  being  filled  with  concrete  to  the  depth  of  12 
inches.  The  side  walls  and  top  were  reinforced  with  iron  rods  to  with- 
stand the  action  of  the  waves. 

Town  Survey. 

The  coordinate  survey  of  the  Town  has  been  extended  when  it  did  not 
interfere  with  the  construction  projects  of  the  Town. 

About  60  stone  monuments  have  been  set,  establishing  the  lines  of 
various  streets. 

All  street  lines  are  established  and  stone  monuments  set  at  the  required 
points,  from  the  intersection  of  Humphrey  street  and  Orient  street,  near 
the  fish  house,  east  to  the  Marblehead  line.  A  portion  of  the  above  notes 
and  the  interior  lines  within  this  section  have  been  plotted,  from  which 
sectional  tracings  will  be  made  and  filed  in  the  Town  vault  for  future 
reference. 

All  land  court  plans  made  by  private  parties,  within  the  bounded  area, 
in  the  past  year  have,  and  in  the  future  will  be,  referred  to  the  Swampscott 
Base,  thereby  eliminating  all  error  as  to  location. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  courtesies 
shown  me  by  the  various  departments,  and  also  by  private  engineers, 
who  have  kindly  furnished  much  private  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting  in 
the  work  of  this  department.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — We  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  our  report  end- 
ing December  31,  1914. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  Auto  Combination  A,  and  a  horse  drawn 
Chemical  held  in  reserve  at  Phillips  Beach.  At  Central  House  Auto  Com- 
bination B,  one  Ladder  Truck,  one  Chief's  wagon,  one  wire  wagon  and 
one  Steam  Fire  Engine,  for  which  we  have  had  no  sale. 

Hose. 

There  is  at  present  in  the  Department,  3,750  feet  of  good  and  650  feet  of 
poor  hose. 

Manual  Force. 

The  manual  force  consists  of  (30)  men  as  follows  : — Eight  permanent 
men  including  the  Chief,  and  (22)  call  men,  including  two  assistant 
engineers,  two  captains,  and  two  lieutenants. 

Horses. 

There  are  now  three  horses  in  the  department,  one  being  sold  the  past 
year. 

Fire  Stations. 
Both  houses  are  now  in  good  condition. 

Fire  Alarm  System. 
The  system  is  in  excellent  condition. 

Recommendations. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  2\  inch  rubber  lined  cotton 
jacket  hose  and  that  $400  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

We  recommend  that  this  coming  year  the  Chief's  salary  be  increased 
$5  per  week,  and  the  two  Assistant  Engineers  be  given  an  increase  of  $100 
per  year,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

We  recommend  the  installing  of  a  fire  alarm  box  at  the  outlet  on  Humph- 
rey street  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

We  recommend  the  following  amounts  be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing 
year : —

Hydrant  rent  2,580  00 

Five  hundred  feet  of  hose  ....  400  00 
One  fire  alarm  box   60  00

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Fires  and  Alarms. 

This  year  there  were  43  bells,  91  telephone  calls  and  18  stills,  making  a 
total  of  152. 

The  no-school  signal  was  sounded  eight  times.  The  department  has 
responded  to  11  out-of-town  calls. 

Combination  A,  was  called  into  service  84  times ;  Combination  B,  was 
called  105  times;  Chemical  4,  Lynn,  was  called  11  times;  Ladder  No.  1 
was  in  service  46  and  Chief's  wagon  25  times.  Hose  used  2  1-2  inch, 
12,150  feet;  3-4  inch  Chemical  hose,  3,000;  Number  of  feet  of  Ladders 
used,  970;  Gallons  Chemical  used,  1,338;  Number  of  hours  working  at 
fires  154.5.

Remarks. 

In  making  these  few  remarks  we  again  remind  the  townspeople  that 
conduits  have  been  laid  underground  through  New  Ocean,  Burrill  street 
and  Paradise  road.  We  recommend  the  placing  of  our  wires  with  proper 
outlets  in  said  conduits  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Moth  Work. 

December  31st,  1914. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — The  unusually  cold  spells  last  winter,  and  the  care  of 
woods  fires  by  this  department  in  the  summer  have  slightly  influenced  the 
work  the  past  year.  I  believe  the  exceeding  cold  destroyed  many  of  the 
natural  enemies  of  the  moths,  because  some  colonies  that  were  almost 
exterminated  sprang  up  during  the  summer.  In  order  to  check  them  at 
once,  250  yards  of  burlap  was  used,  as  it  was  too  late  to  spray.  Fortunately 
the  Brown  Tail  webs  are  particularly  scarce  this  winter,  due  to  the  previous 
thoroughness  in  doing  the  work,  supplemented  by  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions, which  checked  the  flight  in  July  and  protected  this  Town  from 
being  swarmed  by  white  millers  from  outside  our  borders. 

Owing  to  so  much  time  being  spent  on  woods  fires  the  work  is  behind 
this  fall.  However,  the  ground  will  have  been  thorougly  covered  in  due 
time.  There  was  $631.96  paid  out  of  this  department  for  labor  fighting 
woods  fires,  account  of  which  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden. 

While  the  tent  caterpillar  strictly  speaking  does  not  come  under  the 
supervision  of  this  department,  all  asssistance  possible  has  been  given  to 
suppress  them  where  notification  of  their  annoyance  has  been  made 
known  to  me.  Also  many  insects  have  been  identified  and  the  best  means 
of  destroying  them  suggested. 

Spraying  was  done  in  May,  June  and  July  as  usual.  Three  tons  of 
arsenate  of  lead  were  purchased  and  there  is  now  half  a  ton  on  hand. 

During  the  winter  two  barrels  of  creosote  was  used  to  paint  egg  clusters 
and  five  solid  barrels  of  Brown  Tail  webs  were  cut  off  of  the  trees.  Tins 
on  cavities,  also  cement  plugs  have  been  painted  over.  The  amount 
assessed  on  private  property  this  year  is  $1,809.50,  which  is  $185  more 
than  last  year,  making  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  $3,190.50.  No  charges 
for  moth  work  have  been  made  where  the  amount  of  work  done  has 
amounted  to  less  than  fifty  cents. 

Considerable  brush  was  cut  at  Jackson  park  and  there  is  yet  more  to  be 
trimmed  out  in  order  to  treat  the  moths  to  advantage. 

I  recommend  $5,000  for  the  work  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  explanation 
say  that  would  enable  the  superintendent  to  carry  four  men  on  an  average.

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Report  of  Forest  Warden. 


December  31,  1914. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen,  —  After  receiving  my  appointment,  I  in  turn  appointed 
Benjamin  Kennedy  deputy  in  charge  of  forest  fires  south  of  the  State 
Highway  and  Joseph  Curtis  in  charge  of  all  others.  Not  realizing  to  what 
extent  woods  fires  occurred  in  this  Town  no  appropriation  was  made  for 
extinguishing  them.  Many  small  fires  were  put  out  by  the  men  while  at 
work  of  which  no  account  has  been  kept,  but  most  of  the  largest  ones 
occurred  on  Saturday  afternoons,  Sundays  and  holidays  when  no  men  were 
at  work. 

Following  is  an  account  of  the  money  spent  from  the  Moth  appropria-

Pay  rolls  for  two  fires  were  sent  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  because 
they  were  probably  set  by  sparks  from  locomotives. 

I  feel  that  I  have  been  particularly  conservative  in  regards  to  expendi- 
ture on  fires,  being  criticised  severely  by  the  chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  not  having  more  men  on  duty  watching  where  fires  have  been  subdued 
but  not  wholly  extinguished.  I  have  made  mistakes,  but  it  is  my  convic- 
tion that  I  might  have  spent  double  the  amount  I  did  with  absolutely  no 
better  results. 

I  recommend  that  a  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing 
year  to  cover  the  expense  of  labor,  teams,  supplies  and  telephones  for  the 
deputies.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott: 
I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report : 

There  were  615  trees  planted  on  public  ways  during  the  year,  and  in 
October  590  of  them  were  doing  well.  The  loss  was  caused,  not  from  any 
fault  of  the  trees  nor  the  planting,  but  by  careless  drivers  running  over 
them,  by  children  swinging  on  them,  and  by  the  installation  of  curbing 
and  granolithic  walks.  Each  tree  planted  was  provided  with  a  six-foot 
wire  cylinder  tree  guard  with  felt  at  the  top  to  prevent  the  wire  from  rub- 
bing through  the  tender  bark.    All  old  guards  have  been  adjusted. 

Nine  large  trees  have  been  removed  and  26  small  ones.  All  wounds 
have  been  properly  dressed  and  painted  over  with  tar,  and  one  large  Lin- 
den on  Beach  Bluff  avenue  was  chained  and  bolted  to  prevent  splitting  in 
halves.  Dead  wood  was  removed  from  all  trees  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
Town,  and  low  branches  in  the  way  of  passing  have  been  trimmed  along 
every  street.  All  elms  were  sprayed  and  the  beetle  has  been  kept  in 
check.  The  leopard  moth  has  received  the  usual  attention,  but  they  are 
still  causing  considerable  dead  wood,  particularly  in  the  elms  and  soft 
maples.  In  the  same  class  with  this  borer  is  a  much  smaller  one,  the 
Elm  bark  beetle.  Three  elms  were  so  badly  infested  with  them  that  it 
was  necessary  to  cut  them  down  at  once  and  burn  them.  Working  under 
the  bark  as  they  do,  they  are  not  in  evidence  until  it  is  too  late  to  save 
the  lost. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a  few  people  in  Town  do  not  appreciate  the  value 
of  our  shade  trees,  However,  the  majority  do  realize  what  an  asset  they 
are  and  to  them  I  want  to  extend  thanks  for  whatever  cooperation  they 
have  given  to  this  department. 

For  the  ensuing  year  I  recommend:  $200  for  new  trees;  $150  for 
removing  trees  ;  $100  for  Elm  beetle  ;  $50  for  guards  ;  $100  for  trimming  ; 
$300  for  leopard  moth  ;  $25  for  emergencies  ;  and  $75  for  supervision.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  report  of  the  different  divisions 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914,  for  your 
consideration  and  approval. 

Milk  Inspection. 

The  Board  is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  give  to  the  people  of  the  Town  a 
clean,  pure  milk,  and  feel  that  this  is  being  accomplished. 

Much  can  be  done  to  make  our  work  more  efficient  by  cooperation  by 
the  people  in  following  these  rules  : 

1.  When  there  is  any  disease  in  your  household  which  is  considered  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health  to  be  a  communicable  disease  (see  list  of 
these  diseases  further  on  in  this  report),  no  bottles  should  be  returned  from 
your  house  to  the  milk  man,  as  in  this  way  even,  though  they  may  have 
been  cleaned,  the  disease  may  be  transmitted.  In  such  cases  have  your 
milk  man  pour  the  milk  into  receptacles  of  your  own. 

2.  Do  not  use  milk  bottles  for  anything  but  milk. 

3.  Thoroughly  cleanse  all  milk  bottles  before  returning  them. 

4.  Do  not  have  your  milk  bottles  left  where  cats  and  dogs  can  lap  the 
tops  or  where  the  sun  can  shine  on  them  for  an  hour  or  two  before  they 
are  taken  in. 

5.  Wash  the  tops  of  your  milk  bottles  before  the  caps  are  removed  and 
milk  poured  out. 

6.  Do  not  leave  milk  where  any  dust  may  blow  into  it ;  keep  it  covered. 

7.  Keep  your  milk  where  the  temperature  is  below  50  degrees  F.,  as 
germs  will  multiply  less  rapidly  where  it  is  cold. 

By  following  these  rules  milk  delivered  in  proper  condition  can  be  so 
kept. 

We  have  as  yet  not  had  a  real  epidemic  which  could  be  traced  to  milk, 
but  unless  careful  watch  is  kept  this  may  occur  at  any  time. 
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Brooks  and  Drains. 


With  the  $500  which  was  placed  at  our  disposal  for  caring  for  the  brooks 
bjthe  Surveyor  of  Highways,  we  have  been  able  to  keep  the  brooks  as  they 
now  exsist  in  passible  condition. 

We,  however,  feel  that  this  work  is  only  of  temporary  nature  and  rather 
unsatisfactory,  and  still  insist  that  something  of  a  more  permanent  nature 
should  be  accomplished  with  such  an  expenditure  of  money  year  after 
year. 

We  feel  that  it  is  imperative  that  the  so  called  Marshall  brook  should  at 
its  outlet  be  placed  in  a  cement  culvert,  and  recommend  to  the  Finance 
Committee  that  they  see  to  this.  This  brook  drains  much  valuable  prop- 
erty and  it  is  necessary  that  the  outlet  should  be  kept  clear. 


The  cleaning  of  the  beaches  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  done  by 
calling  for  bids  for  the  work  and  awarding  the  same  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
This  has  been  more  economical  and  more  efficient  than  having  it  done  by 
day  labor  as  was  previously  practised.  In  all  instances  where  a  second 
cleaning  was  necessary  the  abutters  have  shared  the  expense. 


The  following  is  an  amended  list  of  diseases  declared  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  to  be  reportable.  Householders  and  physicians  must 
now  give  immediate  notice,  the  latter  in  writing  over  their  own  signatures, 
to  the  local  board  of  all  cases  of : — 


During  the  fall  a  slight  epidemic  of  diphtheria  was  discovered  in  the 
public  schools.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  very  efficient  school  inspection 
which  the  doctors  of  the  Town  are  carrying  on,  this  might  have  been  of  a 
much  more  serious  nature.  However,  in  two  weeks  this  was  cleaned  up 
and  but  little  inconvenience  was  caused  by  same. 

Here  again  the  cooperation  by  the  people  in  such  cases  increases  very 
much  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Health  here  wish  to  express  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  District  Nurses  Association  and  the  district  nurse  for  the  interest 
which  they  have  taken  in  bringing  to  our  attention  cases  which  might 
have  been  otherwise  overlooked.

During  the  fall  when  an  epidemic  of  the  above  disease  was  more  or  less 
prevalent  about  the  State,  we  were  unfortunate  in  having  it  break  out 
in  a  herd  of  cattle  at  the  Fay  farm  near  Marblehead  line  on  Salem  street. 
This  was  discovered  by  our  local  inspector  of  animals  and  immediately 
handed  over  to  State  and  federal  authorities.  All  the  cows  having  the 
disease  or  having  been  exposed  to  same  were  killed  and  buried  in  quick 
lime.  The  premises  were  quarantined  and  properly  disinfected.  Some 
anxiety  was  caused  the  Town  officials  of  Marblehead  on  account  of  the 
close  proximity  of  their  water  supply  to  the  place  where  the  animals  were 
buried.  However,  this  was  wholly  unnecessary,  as  polution  from  this  source 
would  be  impossible,  as  experts,  which  were  called  into  the  case,  finally 
decided.

Diphtheria. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  this  disease  has  been  of  a  very  mild 
type  and  probably  originated  from  some  cases  that  were  so  mild  that  a 
diagnosis  was  not  made. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

As  in  diphtheria  our  cases  have  been  of  a  very  mild  type  and  scattered 
in  many  parts  of  the  Town,  probably  all  arising  from  some  undetected 
case. 

Tuberculosis. 

We  wish  here  to  call  the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  fact  that  we  feel 
many  cases  of  this  disease,  as  well  as  that  of  whooping  cough,  chicken-pox 
and  mumps  have  not  been  reported.  This  is  not  only  a  violation  of  the 
law  but  a  violation  of  your  duty  to  your  friends  and  the  public  in  general. 

In  many  ways  no  department  of  health  work  exceeds  in  importance  that 
devoted  to  the  control  of  infectious,  contagious  and  communicable  diseases. 

The  question  of  adequate  control  of  such  diseases  depends  largely  upon 
the  promptness  with  which  cases  are  reported  by  householders  or  attend- 
ing physician.  An  early  accurate,  diagnosis  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
local  Board  of  Health.

The  contract  for  collection  of  offal  which  we  have  had  for  the  past  five 
years  with  G.  F.  Busby  &  Co.  terminated  on  May  25,  1914.  Bids  were 
advertised  for,  but  no  figures  were  put  in  at  that  time.  However,  we  were 
able  to  draw  up  a  contract  with  G.  F.  Busby  &  Co.  Knowing  the  quality 
of  their  work  in  the  past  we  felt  justified  under  the  circumstances  to  award 
the  contract  to  them. 

On  July  27,  1914,  our  contract  with  M.  McDonough  Co.  expired  and 
bids  were  advertised  for,  with  the  following  results  :

As  the  party  taking  the  contract  furnished  bonds  we  felt  that  it  should 
be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  this  was  done,  as  it  was  wholly  within 
the  power  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  have  the  work  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Regulations. 

Attention  is  here  called  to  the  following  regulations,  and  we  beg  the 
cooperation  of  the  people  in  carrying  out  same  : 

No.  30.  No  person  shall  keep  any  fowl  or  animal  in  any  part  of  a 
dwelling  house  or  in  any  place  in  Town  where  the  Board  of  Health  may 
deem  such  keeping  detrimental  to  the  health  or  comfort  of  the  residents  of 
the  neighborhood,  or  to  those  who  may  pass  by.  All  henneries,  dog 
kennels  and  pens  for  any  animals  shall  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  decay- 
ing food  and  from  filth  of  any  kind.  The  buildings  and  pens  shall  be 
whitewashed  or  disinfected  and  put  in  such  condition  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 

No.  31.  No  swine,  horses  or  cattle  shall  be  kept  within  the  limits  of 
the  Town  without  a  license  obtained  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  then  only  in  such  places  and  manner  as  it  shall  direct. 

No.  32.  Owners  and  occupants  of  livery  and  other  stables  within  the 
Town  shall  not  wash  or  clean  their  carriages  or  horses,  or  cause  them  to 
be  washed  or  cleaned,  in  the  streets  or  public  ways.  They  shall  keep  their 
stables  and  yards  clean,  and  not  allow  manure  to  accumulate  in  or  near 
the  same;  and  no  manure  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  or  remain 
uncovered  outside  of  a  stable  building. 

New  regulation  governing  barber  shops  : 

The  place  of  business,  together  with  all  the  furniture,  shall  be  kept  at  all 
times  in  a  cleanly  condition.    Mugs,  shaving  brushes  and  razors  shall  be 
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washed  in  boiling  water  after  each  separate  use  thereof.  A  separate  clean 
towel  shall  be  used  for  each  person.  Alum  or  other  material  used  to  stop 
the  flow  of  blood,  shall  be  used  in  powder  form  and  applied  on  towel. 
The  use  of  powder  puffs  is  prohibited.    The  use  of  sponges  is  prohibited. 

Every  barber  shop  shall  be  provided  with  running  water,  hot  and  cold. 
No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use  any  barber  shop  as  a  dormitory. 

Every  barber  shall  cleanse  his  hands  thoroughly  immediately  after 
serving  each  customer.  Hair  brushes  and  combs  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  at  least  once  a  day. 


We  recommend  that  the  sewer  be  extended  on  Roy  street,  so  that 
premises  No.  57  may  enter. 

We  recommend  that  there  be  a  cement  culvert  built  at  the  mouth  of  the 
so-called  Marshall  brook,  and  money  appropriated  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF 

Inspector  of  Animals  and  Slaughtering. 

To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1914. 

In  the  spring  there  was  the  usual  inspection  of  all  neat  cattle,  swine, 
etc.,  together  with  the  premises  and  stables  in  which  they  were  kept.  The 
animals,  for  the  most  part,  were  in  good  physical  condition  and  apparently 
free  from  contagious  disease.  Some  of  the  stables,  however,  required 
changes  made  in  them  to  improve  their  drainage,  light,  ventilation,  etc., 
and  this  was  done  as  soon  as  the  owner's  attention  was  called  to  it. 

There  has  been  several  cases  of  rabies  in  Town  during  the  year,  although 
there  were  no  serious  results  except  the  loss  of  the  animals  infected.  This 
outbreak  was,  no  doubt,  started  by  the  same  dog;  probably  a  stray  one 
from  some  adjoining  town,  as  all  of  our  cases  developed  within  a  few  days 
of  each  other.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease,  however,  and  no 
persons  were  bitten. 

On  Dec.  1  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  was  discovered  in  one  of  our  herds 
and  was  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  Inspectors  from  the 
Bureau  examined  the  cows  and  found  several  well  developed  cases,  enough, 
in  fact,  to  warrant  them  in  killing  the  entire  herd,  which  was  done  a  few 
days  later.  The  animals  were  buried  on  the  premises  and  all  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  any  spread  of  the  disease.

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submits  the  following  report : 
The  number  of  persons  aided  this  year  is  the  largest  that  we  have  ever 
cared  for,  divided  as  follows  : 

Aided  in  Swampscott      ......  70 

Aided  in  other  cities  and  towns      ....  24 

Making  a  total  of  men,  women  and  children  of     .  94 

Much  to  our  satisfaction  we  have  been  able  to  take  care  of  this  increase 
without  running  over  our  annual  appropriation.  This  result  is  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  we  are  continually  urging  and  expecting  our 
charges  to  be  self-supporting  as  far  as  it  is  possible. 

We  have  no  disputed  claims  with  any  other  city  or  town.  Our  settle- 
ment decisions  are  all  adjusted  to  protect  Swampscott,  and  accepted  by  all 
the  cities  and  towns  that  have  any  cases  belonging  to  us. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  fine  work  done  in  Swampscott  by  the  District 
Xurse  Association,  as  it  mateiially  helps  our  Department.  We  have  been 
working  jointly  on  a  number  of  cases,  and  the  results  have  been  beneficial 
to  the  patients  as  well  as  to  the  Town. 

We  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  the  faithful  and  efficient 
work  done  by  Miss  Kearney,  the  visiting  nurse  of  the  Swampscott 
Association,  and  we  recommend  families  or  persons  in  need  of  her  ser- 
vices to  call  on  her. 

The  Swampscott  District  Nurse  Association  is  a  worthy  and  useful 
organization,  and  it  should  be  freely  supported  by  our  townspeople.  The 
work  of  this  Association,  in  our  opinion,  would  be  much  larger  and 
broader  if  there  could  be  established  a  Relief  Fund  to  take  care  of  hospital 
cases.  We  have  many  people  in  our  Town  that  are'poor,  but  not  destitute, 
and  these  worthy  cases  could  be  looked  after  by  a  Relief  Fund. 

Recommendation. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,800  for 
the  maintainance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Board  extends  thanks  to  all  officials  and  citizens  who  have  in  any 
way  assisted  us  in  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swamflscott : 

The  Surveyor  of  Highways  herewith  submits  his  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1914. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  constructed  8,267  square  yards  o 
tar  bound  macadam  road,  2,223  square  yards  of  water  bound  macadam 
road,  and  about  one  and  three  quarters  miles  of  gravel  resurfaced  roadway 

All  streets  in  the  Town  have  been  patrolled  and  wherever  depressions  or 
breaks  have  been  found  in  the  surface  of  these  streets,  the  same  have  been 
repaired  with  gravel  or  crushed  stone  and  tar  or  heavy  asphalt  oil. 

Nearly  every  public  street  in  Town  with  the  exception  of  that  portion  o 
Humphrey  street,  where  sewer  and  water  pipe  work  has  been  in  progress 
has  been  resurfaced  and  rolled  with  the  steam  roller. 

All  gutters  in  the  streets  of  the  Town  have  been  scraped  and  cleaned 
once  during  the  spring  and  again  in  the  fall,  and  in  the  main  streets  every 
week,  weather  permitting. 

Forty-two  signs,  bearing  the  names  of  the  streets  where  placed,  have 
been  located  at  different  parts  of  the  Town. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-one  feet  of  guard  rail  fence  has  been  erected  at 
different  places  in  Town  where  most  needed. 

The  driveway  across  the  railroad  bridge  on  Essex  street  has  been  newly 
replanked  this  year. 

There  have  been  built  this  year,  seven  new  catch  basins.   In  connection 
with  this  catch  basin  construction  there  have  been  laid  60  feet  of  6-inc 
pipe  drain,  296  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  drain,  150  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  drain  an 
120  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  drain. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  square  yards  of  gutter  have 
been  paved  with  cobblestone  paving  and  one  stone  crosswalk  has  been  laid 

Curbstone,  which  by  reason  of  frost  or  some  other  cause  has  been 
thrown  out  of  place,  to  the  amount  of  484  linear  feet,  has  been  reset. 

For  repairing  and  constructing  sidewalks,  the  following  amounts  o 
material  have  used  : 

279  loads  of  coarse  gravel, 
353  loads  of  screened  gravel  and 
389  tons  of  stone  dust. 

One  hundred  forty-six  loads  of  sand  have  been  used  for  sanding  side 
walks  during  the  winter  season. 

Tar  concrete  sidewalks  have  been  repaired  wherever  necessary.  For 
this  work  415.6  square  yards  of  new  tar  concrete,  1,822.6  square  yards  0 
skim  coat  tar  concrete  and  331.6  square  yards  of  painted  tar  concrete  have 
been  used.    The  prices  paid  for  this  work  were  as  follows  : 

For  new  tar  concrete  work,  45  cents  per  square  yard. 
For  skim  coat  tar  concrete,  27  cents  per  square  yard  and 
For  painting  tar  concrete,  8  cents  per  square  yard. 
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Under  the  appropriation  for  Continuous  Sidewalks,  3,070  linear  feet  of 
curbstone  were  laid. 

All  tar  concrete  sidewalks  put  in  during  the  year  1914,  were  laid  under 
contract  by  J.  H.  McLaughlin  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  and  all  granolithic  walks 
were  laid  by  M.  McDonough  Co.  of  Swampscott,  Mass.  (see  Selectmen's 
Report.; 

Stetson  Avenue  Drain.  This  drain  was  removed  and  a  larger  pipe  drain 
relaid.  In  connection  with  this  work  there  was  laid  1,886  linear  feet  of 
20-inch  pipe,  207  feet  of  15-inch  pipe,  406  feet  of  12-inch  pipe,  212  feet  of 
10-inch  pipe,  107  feet  of  5-inch  pipe  and  46  feet  of  4-inch  pipe.  Four 
brick  manholes  and  one  new  catch  basin  were  built  and  four  catch  basins 
were  rebuilt.  This  work  was  done  by  contract  by  James  T.  Lyons  of 
Swampscott,  Mass.  Bids  for  this  work  were  called  for  and  opened  in  the 
Selectmen's  room.  (See  Selectmen's  Report  for  bids.)  The  old  pipe  not 
used  in  the  reconstruction  of  this  drain  were  taken  to  the  Highway 
Department  yard  and  stored  for  future  use. 

The  street  watering  and  oiling  has  been  done  this  year  by  the  employees 
of  the  Highway  Department. 

Bids  for  furnishing  oil  for  street  purposes  were  asked  for  and  opened  in 
the  Selectmen's  room  in  the  Town  Hall  and  found  to  be  as  follows,  all 
bids  f.  o.  b.

The  department  used  one  tank  of  Black  oil  and  had  so  many  com- 
plaints from  citizens  regarding  the  use  of  this  that  from  that  time  the 
lighter  dust  laying  oils  were  used  for  the  balance  of  the  season.

Every  street  in  town  has  been  oiled  once,  and  Burrill  street,  Essex 
street  from  the  Lynn  line  to  Danvers  road,  Monument  avenue,  Middlesex 
avenue,  Stetson  avenue,  Redington  street,  Banks  road,  Greenwood  terrace 
and  Blaney  street  have  been  oiled  twice. 

Tascoil  seems  to  have  given  the  best  results  the  past  year,  as  it  lays 
the  dust  well  and  does  not  track  or  leave  a  black,  sticky  deposit  to  walk 
through. 

The  streets  have  been  watered  during  forty-three  days  the  past  year, 
the  first  application  having  been  made  April  10,  1914. 

Oil  was  first  applied  to  the  main  streets  April  23,  and  all  streets  were 
oiled  by  June  25,  1914. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  Highway  Department  the  past  year  one 
improved  oil  wagon,  and  so  far  this  wagon  has  done  fine  work. 

The  Marshall  street  drain  has  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  summer, 
having  been  constructed  of  Portland  cement  concrete.  This  work  was 
done  under  the  direction  of  W.  W.  Pratt  the  Town  Engineer,  and  was 
done  for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation. 

The  following  named  streets  ;  Humphrey  terrace,  Millett  road,  Wyman 
road,  Ocean  View  terrace,  Bay  View  avenue,  Fuller  avenue  and  Bond 
street  have  been  accepted  by  the  Town  during  the  past  year.  These 
streets  have  a  total  length  of  about  3,300  feet  and  they  nearly  all  need  to 
be  resurfaced  with  gravel  and  have  paved  gutters  constructed. 

Humphrey  street,  from  the  Roberts  turnout  to  Phillips  square,  on  both 
sides  of  the  railway  tracks  will  need  to  be  resurfaced  the  coming  year,  as  a 
sewer  has  been  constructed  there  this  fall  and  the  street  is  in  a  bad 
condition. 

That  part  of  Humphrey  street  which  has  been  reconstructed  during  the 
past  year,  the  Highway  Department  intend  to  keep  clean  and  free  from 
flying  paper  and  other  refuse,  and  for  that  purpose  will  keep  a  man  with  a 
push  cart  as  much  of  the  time  as  may  be  necessary  on  this  street. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  much  heavy  travel  has  been  diverted  from  Humph- 
rey street  to  the  other  town  streets  during  the  past  year,  by  reason  of 
reconstruction  work,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  department  to  do  con- 
siderable more  street  surfacing  early  the  coming  season  than  usual. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  freight  yard  to  Essex 
street,  there  has  been  an  unusually  large  increase  in  the  heavy  travel  along 
Essex  street,  between  the  freight  yard  and  the  Lynn  line,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  curbstones  be  placed  along  both  sides  of  this  street  the 
entire  distance  between  these  points  and  a  concrete  surfaced  driveway 
similar  to  that  in  Essex  street  in  Lynn,  be  constructed  therein.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners. 


Swampscott,  December  31,  191 4. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1914. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Friday  even- 
ing, February  20,  the  Board  organized  for  the  year  by  choosing  Arthur 
T.  Tapper,  chairman,  and  Alfred  F.  Frazier,  secretary.  Horace  W. 
Blanchard  was  elected  as  the  superintendent  of  the  Blaney  Beach  Reser- 
vation. During  the  year  the  Board  has  met  on  an  average  of  once  a  week 
and  sometimes  oftener.  Aside  from  the  time  spent  in  the  meetings  the 
commissioners  have  given  much  time  to  the  attention  of  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation. 

While  no  important  changes  or  alterations  have  been  made  at  the  fish 
house  during  the  year,  many  things  have  occurred  to  demand  much  of  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  this  locality.  When  the  layout  of  Humphrey 
street  was  made,  a  considerable  strip  of  land  was  taken  by  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  street  widening.  It  was  made  necessary  by  this 
widening  to  remove  the  band  stand  and  also  one  of  the  shelters  from 
their  former  locations.  The  shelter  was  removed  temporarily  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  reservation  and  the  band  stand  was  removed  to  the 
Paradise  road  playgrounds.  This  put  the  Board  to  an  expense  not  figured 
upon  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  By  the  widening  of  Humphrey  street 
the  narrow  part  of  the  park  land  near  the  Stanley  estate  has  been  done 
away  with  altogether.  From  the  Stanley  estate  to  a  point  opposite  the 
Swampscott  club  a  new  concrete  sea  wall  has  been  put  in  which  adds 
much  to  the  appearance  of  the  beach.  There  is  a  small  place  where  the 
new  and  old  wall  joins  that  is  not  yet  completed  and  the  Board  is  at 
present  negotiating  with  the  engineers  to  have  a  better  looking  joint  made. 
The  park  has  been  considerably  narrowed  through  the  widening  of  the 
street  and  the  surface  of  almost  the  entire  park  will  have  to  be  restored. 
The  commissioners  have  an  agreement  in  writing  with  the  M.  McDonough 
Company,  the  contractors  who  have  been  doing  the  work  on  the  street,  to 
do  this.  The  restoration  of  the  grade  will  be  done  as  soon  as  the  spring 
opens.  The  Park  Commissioners  have  consulted  with  the  County  Com- 
missioners concerning  the  damage  done  to  the  property  of  the  Town  by 
the  taking  of  the  land  and  the  changing  of  the  grade,  but  till  now  have 
been  unable  to  receive  any  satisfactory  answer  from  them.  There  are 
several  matters  that  will  need  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  about 
the  reservation  during  the  coming  year,  and  a  number  of  needed  repairs 
will  have  to  be  made,  both  to  the  buildings  and  grounds. 
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Monument  Avenue. 

During  the  past  year  the  commissioners  have  been  obliged  to  do  much 
pruning  among  the  shrubbery  and  have  been  obliged  to  remove  entirely 
the  shrubbery  in  two  of  the  beds  near  the  junction  of  Monument  avenue 
and  Elmwood  road.  During  the  past  summer  these  beds  were  set  out 
with  decorative  plants  and  are  now  planted  with  tulip  bulbs  for  the  spring 
display.  The  shrubbery  has  not  received  any  skilled  attention  since  it 
was  planted  until  recently,  and  much  of  it  is  in  very  poor  condition  and 
will  need,  during  the  coming  year,  still  further  attention.  Two  plots  of 
grass  were  renewed  last  spring,  and  there  are  others  which  will  have  to  be 
cared  for  in  a  similar  manner  the  coming  spring.  Through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  one  of  the  new  white  way  lights  was 
secured  to  replace  the  unsightly  pole  at  the  junction  of  Monument  avenue 
and  Elmwood  road.  Another  improvement  that  should  be  made  in  the 
near  future  is  a  concrete  curbing  around  the  circle  and  around  the  several 
corners  of  the  property  to  prevent  any  encroachment  of  automobiles  and 
wagons  upon  the  grass.  Because  of  the  lowering  of  the  grade  of  the  Bur- 
rill  street  sidewalk  a  grade  damage  has  been  caused  to  that  end  of  the 
reservation.  The  commissioners  have  consulted  the  State  Highway 
Commissioners  in  the  matter,  but  as  yet  no  settlement  has  been  reached. 
In  this  case,  as  in  the  case  of  the  taking  of  the  Town's  land  at  Blaney 
Beach,  no  notice  was  given  the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  Town  by 
either  the  state  or  county  boards  of  the  intended  changes.  It  is  the  con- 
tention of  the  Park  Commissioners  that  the  taking  of  the  Town's  land 
and  the  causing  of  damage  to  the  property  of  the  Town  should  be  cared 
for  in  the  same  way  as  the  property  of  private  owners. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioners a  small  portion  of  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  reservation 
was  taken  from  the  parkway  in  order  to  make  the  lines  of  Monument 
avenue  conform  to  the  lines  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument  lot. 

Paradise  Road  Playgrounds. 
Early  the  past  summer  five  tilts  were  installed  upon  the  raised  portion 
of  the  playgrounds  for  the  use  of  the  smaller  children,  and  a  jumping  box 
was  put  in  for  the  older  boys.  Permission  during  the  fall  was  given  the 
high  school  to  install  a  frame  to  hold  the  tackling  dummy  used  during  the 
football  season.  Early  in  the  season  considerable  regrading  had  to  be 
done  on  the  part  of  the  grounds  used  for  baseball,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  Fourth  of  July  committee  still  further  attention  had  to  be  given  to  the 
grounds  in  order  that  they  might  be  in  first  class  condition  for  the  sports 
on  the  Fourth.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  commissioners  to  install  if  pos- 
sible additional  apparatus  during  the  coming  year,  that  the  little  ones  may 
have  a  place  to  play  while  the  older  ones  are  enjoying  base  ball,  basket 
ball  and  other  games.  The  commissioners  have  received  from  a  public 
spirited  citizen  an  offer  to  install,  without  cost  to  the  town,  sand  boxes  for 
the  little  ones.  As  a  part  of  the  improvement  of  the  raised  portion  of  the 
grounds  the  surface  will  have  to  be  somewhat  regraded,  as  nothing  has 
been  done  to  it  except  to  cut  the  grass  since  the  original  laying  out  of  the 
grounds.  During  the  present  winter  your  commissioners  have  had  much 
trouble  in  flooding  the  grounds  for  skating.    This  has  been  due  mostly  to 
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two  causes  :  first,  because  the  system  of  closing  the  drains  does  not  accom- 
plish the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended  :  second,  because  the  manner 
of  flooding  the  grounds  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  water  is  now  forced 
on  at  one  side  and  does  not  properly  spread  over  the  field.  Through  the 
cooperation  of  the  water  department  this  year  a  hose  line  has  been  run  in 
from  Norfolk  avenue  in  addition  to  the  standpipe  on  Middlesex  avenue, 
but  this  even  does  not  accomplish  the  desired  result.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  commissioners,  if  possible,  during  the  coming  year  to  lead  a  large 
pipe  from  the  ten  inch  main  on  Paradise  road  to  the  center  of  the  grounds 
and  have  it  so  fitted  that  a  standpipe  can  be  put  on  it  in  the  winter  and 
the  grounds  flooded  from  the  center  by  means  of  a  spreader.  This  it  is 
believed  will  bring  about  an  even  flooding.  Officials  of  the  water  depart- 
ment have  been  consulted  in  this  matter,  and  it  has  been  their  opinion 
that  this  can  be  done  very  conveniently.  A  bubble  fountain  and  water 
cooler  has  been  installed  during  the  year  at  the  band  stand,  which  was 
removed  from  Blaney's  Beach  to  a  location  on  the  playgrounds  early  in  the 
summer. 

Jackson  Park. 

Early  in  the  spring  the  attention  of  the  commissioners  was  given  to 
Jackson  park.  Under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  who  were 
assisted  by  Town  Engineer  Pratt,  another  portion  of  the  ledge  at  the  rear 
of  the  playstead  was  taken  out  by  Contractor  James  T.  Lyons  and  the  area 
thus  gained  graded  to  meet  as  nearly  as  possible  the  grade  of  the  other 
portion  of  the  playstead.  Since  the  grading  of  the  playstead  some  parts 
of  it  have  settled  more  than  others  and  during  the  coming  year  it  will  be 
necessary  to  regrade  a  portion  of  the  outfield.  For  the  first  time  an  effort 
has  been  made  to  flood  the  playstead  of  the  park  this  winter.  While  the 
grade  of  the  park  did  not  permit  the  flooding  of  the  entire  area,  a  good 
portion  of  it  was  flooded  and  held  the  water  satisfactorily.  Low  gravel 
banks  were  placed  on  two  sides  of  the  field  and  the  flooding  was  done  by 
two  hydrant  streams.  The  lines  had  to  be  laid  across  Essex  street  which 
caused  more  or  less  inconvenience,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Park 
Commissioners  to  ask  that  a  hydrant  be  placed  on  the  playgrounds  side  of 
Essex  street  in  order  that  flooding  may  be  done  more  easily  another 
winter.  While  the  playstead  is  at  present  of  good  size  there  is  a  little 
more  ledge  that  ought  to  be  taken  out  in  order  to  drop  the  grade  of  the 
rear  part  of  the  field  in  the  vicinity  of  the  back  step.  The  ball  field  is 
rough,  especially  the  infield,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  commissioners 
to  sod  the  diamond  the  coming  spring  and  to  seed  the  outfield  another 
fall.  The  Commissioners  also  contemplate  during  the  early  fall  locating 
the  banks  for  flooding  in  such  a  manner  that  the  water  from  the  brook 
which  comes  from  the  ravine  in  the  rear  of  the  playstead  can  be  used  and 
thus  save  the  Town's  water.  The  Commission  has  already  in  its  posses- 
sion 600  feet  of  iron  pipe  fence  which  can  be  used  along  the  Essex  street 
line  of  the  property.  The  Commissioners  also  desire  during  the  coming 
year  to  have  the  exact  lines  of  the  property  defined,  as  neither  the  Com- 
mission nor  the  Town  has  at  the  present  an  authentic  layout  of  the  park 
property. 

Just  previous  to  the  Fourth  of  July  a  flag  pole  was  erected  on  the  highest 
point  of  land  within  the  reservation.  The  Park  Commissioners  were 
assisted  in  providing  the  pole  by  Miss  Myrtle  Jones,  daughter  of  Harry  H. 
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Jones,  of  161  Essex  street,  who  secured  subscriptions  for  this  laudable  pur- 
pose. The  flag  which  was  raised  on  the  morning  of  July  Fourth  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  was  presented  to  the  Town  by  General  James  L. 
Bates  W.  R.  C.  122  of  Swampscott.  During  the  summer  the  dressing  room 
building  formerly  at  Paradise  road  playgrounds  was  removed  to  the  park 
and  at  a  slight  cost  toilet  accommodations  were  added  to  the  rear  of  it. 
Water  for  drinking  purposes  was  also  installed  at  the  side  of  the  ball  field. 


Phillips  Park  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  year,  although  as 
yet  only  a  small  part  of  the  studied  plan  has  been  carried  out.  During  last 
winter  the  trees  and  bushes  were  cleared  from  a  portion  of  it  about  400 
feet  square,  and  during  the  spring  and  summer  this  was  filled  in  to  a  sub- 
grade.  The  filling  of  the  property  was  made  possible  by  the  dumping 
upon  it  of  13,000  cubic  yards  of  material  removed  from  Humphrey  street. 
The  commission  had  only  to  pay  for  spreading  of  it  and  the  establishment 
of  the  sub-grade.  There  is  yet  much  to  be  done  here.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  commissioners  that  the  grounds  can  be  gotten  into  condition  for  base- 
ball the  coming  spring.  The  field  will  need  resurfacing  with  screened 
gravel  or  some  other  light  material,  which  will  have  to  be  rolled.  The 
boys  of  this  end  of  the  Town  have  long  been  waiting  for  the  ball  field  to  be 
completed,  and  it  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  commissioners  that  this  work 
may  be  completed  before  the  season  opens.  It  is  also  the  intention  of  the 
commissioners  to  install  a  drain  along  the  Humphrey  street  edge  of  the 
field  to  care  for  the  surface  water  which  flows  into  the  reservation  from  the 
street  and  the  higher  adjacent  land.  The  commissioners  propose  if  possible 
to  arrange  for  the  flooding  of  the  park  another  winter,  in  order  that  the 
young  folks  of  the  lower  end  of  the  Town  may  have  a  skating  place. 

To  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  commission  will  of  course  take  funds. 
Realizing  that  it  is  the  desire  of  all  that  the  expenditures  in  all  of  the 
departments  should  be  as  small  the  coming  year  as  possible,  the  commis- 
sioners have  prepared  estimates  on  all  of  the  work  which  they  contem- 
plate doing,  and  only  ask  for  appropriations  large  enough  to  carry  out 
these  plans  and  take  care  of  the  regular  expenses  of  the  department. 
After  carefully  considering  the  needs  of  the  department  and  the  cost  of 
the  several  improvements  the  following  appropriations  are  recommended 
for  the  coming  year  :

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Library  Report. 


To  the  Citize?is  of  Sivampscott.  Massachusetts : 

The  Trustees  of  your  library  have,  in  making  their  report  this  year,  but 
little  that  they  can  advance  that  is  new  and  has  not  been  referred  to  in 
previous  reports. 

The  needs  of  the  library  for  more  room  and  additional  facilities  in  other 
ways  are  still  very  pressing  questions.  What  is  actually  needed  is  a 
library  building  and  not  more  room  in  the  present  location,  and  the  Trus- 
tees are  pleased  to  report  that  action  of  the  Town  will  be  asked  for  at  the 
next  Town  meeting  to  appropriate  a  certain  amount  of  money  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  Library,  and  the  Trustees  take  this  occasion  to  appeal  to  the 
citizens  for  the  necessary  action  to  make  the  erection  of  a  suitable  build- 
ing possible. 

The  demand  for  other  needed  buildings  has  put  upon  the  Town  of  late 
many  heavy  expenditures,  and  your  Trustees  have  been  loth  to  ask  for  a 
Library  building  until  some  more  opportune  time,  and  would  not  press 
the  subject  but  for  the  fact  that  a  large  additional  amount  of  taxes  has 
been  collected  this  year,  which  would  seem  to  place  the  Town  in  such 
financial  condition  that  the  expenditure  required  for  a  Library  can  as  well 
be  borne  now  as  at  any  time  in  the  near  future.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  at  least  $30,000,  when  the  question  of  an  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose  is  brought  before  the  coming  Town  Meeting. 

The  demand  and  the  circulation  of  books  has  continued  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year.  The  books  added  the  past  year  to  the  library  represent 
the  same  general  selection  that  has  heretofore  been  made. 

The  library  has  received  by  gift  of  Weston  K.  Lewis  ten  volumes, 
"Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States,"  and  the 
trustees  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  thank  the  donor  for  the  gift. 

The  financial  report  of  the  library  will  be  found  in  another  place. 

We  believe  that  the  librarian  and  her  assistants  have  been  ever  ready  to 
assist  and  have  at  all  times  rendered  good  service  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  and  merit  the  thanks  that  we  now  extend  to  them  in  this 
report.

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REPORT  OF 

Committee  on  High  School  Addition, 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  to  consider 
the  needs  of  the  High  School  building,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  : 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of  your  Committee,  it  began  an  investi- 
gation into  the  matter  submitted  to  it  and  found  that  officials  connected 
with  our  schools  in  previous  reports  made  by  them  had  emphasized  the 
matter  of  congestion  at  the  High  School.  For  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  conditions  under  which  the  work  of  this  school  is  conducted, 
a  visit  was  made  to  the  building  while  the  school  was  in  session,  and,  in 
addition,  your  Committee,  in  connection  with  its  work,  has  consulted 
freely  with  the  Superintendent  and  principal.  From  information 
acquired  in  this  manner  it  was  evident  that  the  conditions  in  the  school 
have  not  been  exaggerated,  and  your  Committee  concluded  that  the  capac- 
ity of  the  School  should  be  increased  without  delay,  otherwise  there 
would  be  an  inability  to  care  for  its  normal  growth. 

Your  Committee,  for  instance,  found  that  all  the  available  space  in  the 
building  is  now  in  use  for  school  purposes,  and  that  parts  of  the  building 
that  were  originally  designed  for  certain  special  uses,  in  connection  with 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  school  work,  are  now,  by  reason  of  the  over- 
crowded conditions,  used  for  recitation  rooms.  It  was  further  learned 
that  the  normal  increase  each  year  in  the  attendance  at  the  school  is  about 
eight  per  cent.,  and  that  at  the  coming  in  of  the  new  class  in  February  the 
building  will  be  overcrowded,  by  reason  of  the  anticipated  increase  in 
pupils,  and  the  work  of  the  school  in  consequence  thereof  greatly  embar- 
rassed. Taking  into  consideration  the  past  growth  of  the  High  School 
and  the  steadily  increasing  population  of  the  Town,  your  Committee  feels 
justified  in  concluding  that  this  overcrowded  condition  will  become  more 
aggravated  each  year,  resulting  in  hindering  the  proper  development  of 
the  School  and  in  great  detriment  to  the  pupils  attending  it. 

In  connection  with  its  work,  your  committee  thought  it  advisable  to 
have  the  benefit  of  the  services  of  an  architect  and  at  an  early  meeting  a 
vote  was  passed,  extending  an  invitation  to  all  architects,  who  were  resi- 
dents of  Swampscott,  to  submit  competitive  sketches,  showing  the  manner 
in  which  the  capacity  of  the  High  school  building  could  be  increased  by 
the  addition  of  from  two  to  four  rooms.  As  a  result  of  this  competition, 
Charles  V.  Burgess  was  selected,  and  since  that  time  your  committee  has 
had  the  benefit  of  his  advice  and  services. 

In  the  course  of  its  investigation  the  committee  learned  that  the  present 
building  is  in  many  respects  below  the  standard  for  school  buildings 
required  by  the  State  inspector.  This  inspector  was  about  to  compel  the 
town  to  make  a  complete  change  in  the  heating  and  ventilating  system  at

the  school,  and  also  to  make  extensive  changes  in  the  building  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  thereof.  Learning,  how- 
ever, that  your  committee  now  has  under  consideration  various  changes 
in  the  building,  the  inspector  decided  that  he  would  not  press  these  mat- 
ters at  this  time,  but  would  permit  them  to  be  cared  for  in  the  report  to 
be  submitted  by  it.  The  work  that  would  be  required  by  this  inspector 
involved  extensive  alterations  in  the  building,  and  after  investigation 
your  committee  finds  that  these  alterations  and  renewals  would  entail  an 
estimated  expenditure  of  $12,000. 

In  addition  to  the  objections  of  this  inspector  to  the  present  heating  and 
ventilating  system,  we  find  that  the  results  from  them  are  at  present,  and 
for  a  long  time  have  been,  very  unsatisfactory.  In  very  cold  weather  the 
heating  plant  is  entirely  inadequate,  requiring  at  times  the  closing  of  the 
school,  with  its  incidental  interruption  of  the  school  work.  The  boiler 
has  been  in  use  at  its  present  location  for  20  years  and  at  an  early  date, 
aside  from  the  requirements  of  the  inspector,  would  have  to  be  replaced  by 
a  new  and  larger  one. 

We  have,  therefore,  embodied  in  the  sketches  herewith  submitted,  pro- 
vision for  the  intallation  of  a  new  heating  and  ventilating  plant,  and  have 
also  suggested  alterations  and  additions  for  protection  in  the  event  of  fire, 
and  have  likewise  made  provision  for  new  sanitaries  in  the  basement. 
Some  minor  changes  have  been  proposed  in  the  basement,  and  also  in  the 
halls  of  the  present  building,  which  are  shown  on  the  sketches,  and 
adequate  provision  for  fire  escapes  has  been  made. 

In  addition  to  the  above  changes  the  sketches  submitted  provide  for  the 
building  of  two  additions  to  the  front  of  the  building,  one  on  each  side  of 
the  entrance  thereof,  each  addition  to  contain  two  classrooms,  one  above 
the  other,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  42  pupils  for  each  room. 

From  its  investigation  the  Committee  feels  justified  in  believing  that 
the  additional  space  provided  will  adequately  care  for  the  needs  and  nor- 
mal growth  of  the  school  for  the  period  of  at  least  ten  years,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time,  if  conditions  require,  additions  may  be  made  to 
the  building,  which  need  not  materially  destroy  or  depart  from  its  pres- 
ent general  architectural  appearance  or  arrangement.  Your  Committee 
further  states  that  the  changes  and  additions  contemplated  in  the  accom- 
panying sketches,  and  all  work  in  connection  therewith,  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Inspector's  office,  and  have  been  approved. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  alterations  that  will  be 
required  by  the  State  Inspector,  and  in  the  large  immediate  expense 
involved  in  making  the  same,  and  your  Committee  feels  that  in  view  of 
this  expense  it  would  be  unwise  to  do  this  work  without  at  the  same  time 
making  provision  for  the  increase  in  the  school  in  the  manner  indicated 
in  this  report. 

Your  committee  at  first  was  reluctant  to  consider  the  matter  of  making 
any  provision  for  a  gymnasium.  There  seems,  however,  to  be  a  senti- 
ment among  the  citizens  for  such  an  addition  to  the  school,  and  feeling 
that  the  project  should  receive  consideration,  we  are  submitting  herewith 
a  sketch  for  such  an  addition  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  Upon  visiting 
the  High  school,  your  committee  found  that  the  assembly  hall  has  been 
used  for  some  time  for  gymnastic  work  and  particularly  for  playing 
basketball.  By  reason  of  this  the  walls  of  the  room  are  in  very  bad  con- 
dition, and  undoubtedly  the  building  itself  has  been  somewhat  affected  by 
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this  practice.  It  is,  however,  the  only  room  which  can  be  used  for  recre- 
ation purposes,  and  your  committee  feels,  after  careful  consideration,  that 
some  provision  of  this  nature  should  be  made. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  the  sum  of  $100  appropriated  by 
the  Town  has  been  used  in  paying  for  the  services  rendered  by  the 
architect  in  advising  your  committee.  We  feel  that  there  should  be  no 
delay  in  making  the  alterations  and  additions  outlined  in  this  report,  and, 
therefore,  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  to  enable  the  Town  to 
secure  detailed  drawings  and  specifications  for  the  alterations,  changes 
and  additions  hereinbefore  described,  so  that  the  matter  may  be  presented 
fully  to  the  Town.

Supplementary  Report  of  the  Selectmen. 

By  the  provisions  of  Town  By-laws,  Chapter  3,  Section  9,  "All  Boards, 
Officers  and  Standing  Committees  shall  annually,  before  the  10th  day  of 
February,  submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  report  in  writing  of  their 
doings  for  the  financial  year  next  preceding,  which  statement  shall  include 
an  itemized  account  of  the  liabilities  incurred  by  that  board,  officer  or 
committee,  outstanding  on  the  31st  day  of  January."  Sections  five  and 
six  of  chapter  three  requires  that  the  selectmen  shall  annually,  not  less 
than  seven  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  caused  to  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town  a  detailed  report,  and  that  the 
reports  of  all  boards,  etc.,  shall  be  printed  annually  with  the  selectmen's 
report. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  this  board  notified  each  depart- 
ment, officer  and  committee  of  the  town  mentioned  in  the  by-law  to  pre- 
sent a  report  as  required  by  section  9  before  the  10th  day  of  January,  and 
subsequently  extended  the  time  five  days.  No  report  has  been  received 
from  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  and  therefore  its  report  is  not  con- 
tained herein.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1 
to  June  30,  1914,  as  petitioned  for  by  vote  of  the  Town  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  598  of  the  Acts  of  1910. 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Accountant, 
Treasurer,  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  of  the  Town  Hall,  Police,  Fire,  High- 
way, Charity,  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners,  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners, and  also  of  the  trust  funds  and  such  other  departments  and 
accounts  as  were  necessary  for  a  verification  of  the  financial  transactions 
of  the  Town.  The  general  findings,  together  with  financial  statements 
and  recommendations,  follow: 

Accountant's  Department.  The  books  of  this  department  were 
checked  in  detail  and  additions  were  proved.  The  several  accounts 
receivable  appearing  in  the  ledger  were  checked  with  the  departmental 
committed  accounts  and  necessary  adjustments  made.  The  differences  in 
no  way  affected  cash,  but  concerned  accounts  receivable,  and  were  due 
both  to  reported  items  and  to  postings  in  the  ledger. 

The  checking  of  the  several  department  accounts  would  be  greatly 
facilitated  by  prompt  reporting  to  the  Accountant  of  all  amounts  commit- 
ted for  collection.    This  is  very  necessary,  as  the  Accountant  carries  on

his  books  an  "  Accounts  receivable  account;  "  just  to  the  extent  to  which 
the  departments  fail  to  report  committed  bills  promptly  will  his  books  fail 
to  show  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  Town. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off  which  proved  the  ledger  to  be  in  balance. 
The  net  change  made  after  the  accounts  had  been  checked  in  detail 
amounted  to  $98.43,  all  of  which  was  due  to  abatements  which  had  not 
been  reported,  or,  if  reported,  had  not  been  entered  on  the  books. 

Treasurer's  Department.  The  Treasurer's  cash  book  was  added 
and  totals  and  balances  found  to  agree  with  the  Accountant's  books.  The 
total  payments  agreed  with  the  total  amount  of  treasury  warrants  duly 
authorized.  The  Treasurer's  cash  payment  account  of  interest  and  debt 
was  checked.  The  amount  held  in  a  special  account  for  amounts  due  and 
not  presented  for  payment  corresponds  with  the  debt  and  interest  due  and 
unpaid.  The  cash  balance  was  verified  by  bank  statements  as  of  July  18 
and  was  reconciled  back  to  July  1,  and  found  to  agree  with  the  amounts 
called  for  on  the  books.  The  following  statements  show  a  reconciliation

Collector's  Department.  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Collector 
were  checked  and  proved  by  comparison  with  the  Accountant's  and  Treas- 
urer's records.  The  outstanding  taxes  and  assessments  of  1912  were 
listed  on  July  15,  and  those  of  1913  on  July  20.  These  lists  were  recon- 
ciled back  to  July  1  and  checked  to  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

Town  Clerk's  Department.  The  Town  Clerk's  records  were  exam- 
ined and  the  Accountant's  appropriation  ledger  verified  from  the  records 
of  the  Town  Meetings.  Receipts  on  account  of  carriage,  auctioneer, 
bowling  alley,  billiard  and  pool  table  licenses  granted  by  the  Selectmen 
and  attested  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  fruit  peddlers'  licenses  issued  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's  and  Accountant's  books. 
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Town  Hall.  Receipts  on  account  of  rent  and  use  of  telephone,  aggre- 
gating $367.25  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's  account  and  found  to 
agree. 

Police  Department.  Receipts  on  account  of  this  department  aggre- 
gated $156.70,  of  which  $150.70  was  paid  direct  to  the  Treasurer;  the 
remaining  $6  was  deposited  and  the  Treasurer's  receipt  taken  therefor. 

Fire  Department.  The  only  receipt  of  this  department  was  for  the 
sale  of  a  horse.  Money  received  on  this  account  was  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer. 

Highway  Department.  The  accounts  of  this  department  were  veri- 
fied and  checked  with  the  Accountant's  and  Treasurer's  books. 

Charity  Department.  The  accounts  of  this  department  were  verified 
and  checked  to  the  Accountant's  and  Treasurer's  books. 

Water  and  Sewerage  Board.  The  records  of  this  department  were 
examined.  All  receipts  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  Accountant's 
and  Treasurer's  books. 

A  great  amount  of  detail  clerical  work  is  necessary  in  the  accounting  of 
water  and  sewer  revenues,  for  in  a  growing  town  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  is  raised  annually  from  these  sources.  While  the  present  Clerk 
of  the  Board  is  both  competent  and  willing,  the  compensation  is  not  large 
enough  to  justify  the  giving  of  the  amount  of  time  that  this  important 
work  demands.  The  necessity  of  promptly  reporting  all  financial  trans- 
actions to  the  accountant  so  as  to  make  possible  a  complete  monthly 
balance  sheet  from  his  books  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Town,  is  appreciated. 

I  was  requested  to  suggest  changes  that  would  facilitate  the  work  and 
improve  the  accounting  procedures;  in  accordance  with  this  request,  I 
will  submit  forms  which  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  of  great  assistance. 

Sinking  Funds.  All  securities  were  personally  examined  and  the 
income  verified.  The  securities  were  listed,  and  receipts  and  payments 
for  the  period  from  January  1  to  July  23,  1914,  were  checked  and  found  to 
correspond  to  the  amounts  shown  on  the  books. 

Tkust  and  Investment  Funds.  All  of  the  Trust  and  Investment 
Funds  held  by  the  Town  are  deposited  in  Saving  Banks.  The  bank  books 
were  examined  and  the  amounts  on  deposit  belonging  to  each  fund  listed. 
The  income  of  the  several  funds  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  do  not 
show  on  the  accountant's  ledger. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  funds  examined  : 
Phillips'  School  Medal  Fund. 
High  School  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund. 
Joanna  Morse  Library  Fund. 
Frank  Nesbett  Cemetery  Fund  (private  lot.) 
Frank  Nesbett  Cemetery  Fund  (general  care.) 
Cemetery  Lot  Investment  Fund. 

Of  the  above  named  funds,  the  High  School  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund 
is  a  private  Trust  Fund  and  does  not  appear  on  the  Accountant's  books. 

There  are  also  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  savings  bank  books  representing 
private  trust  funds  for  care  of  cemetery  lots  which  are  not  carried  on  the 
town's  books,  as  they  are  private  trust  funds,  and  are  in  no  sense  a  liabil- 
ity of  the  town. 
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Conclusion. 

The  accounting  system  installed  was  the  first  attempted  under  Chapter 
598  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  and  has,  I  believe,  been  honestly  and  faithfully 
carried  on.  Some  of  the  points  to  which  attention  has  been  called  in 
this  report  will  readily  lend  themselves  to  the  general  scheme  laid  out, 
and  additional  departmental  accounts,  which  have  proved  to  be  entirely 
practical,  need  to  be  added. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  the  usual  hearty  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  several  town  officials.  For  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered,  I  wish  on  behalf  of  myself  and  assistants  to  express  my 
appreciation.

Sir, — I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1914,  to  December  31,  1914,  and 
submit  the  following  report : 

All  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  were  examined 
and  checked  to  the  Accountant's  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  latter's  office  were  checked  and  com- 
pared with  the  Selectmen's  warrants  and  Treasurer's  books.  The  ledger 
accounts  of  taxes,  special  assessments,  water  rates,  and  service  charges 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collector  and 
Water  Registrar. 

During  the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Widger  was 
appointed  Town  Accountant  to  succeed  Mr.  Charles  G.  Rowell,  deceased, 
who  had  been  in  charge  of  this  department  since  the  installation  of  the 
system  in  1910.  The  work  of  Mr.  Rowell  in  carrying  out  the  accounting 
system  installed,  I  believe  greatly  assisted  the  administrative  officers  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  By  the  exercise  of  good  judgment  he 
secured  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  several  Town  officers. 
His  successor  has  taken  up  the  work  in  a  businesslike  manner,  the  con- 
dition of  the  books  presaging  that  his  work  will  be  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  were  examined,  cash  book  added,  receipts  and 
payments  checked  to  the  Accountant's  ledger,  and  cash  balance  verified. 
All  receipts  are  deposited  and  payments  are  made  by  check,  which  greatly 
facilitates  the  checking  of  his  accounts.

500  for 
surfacing  and  drainage  of  streets  accepted  by  the  town  in  1914,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 
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Art.  60.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000  to 
reconstruct  Humphrey  street,  from  Commonwealth  avenue  to  Humphrey 
Square,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Art.  61.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  extend  the  improve- 
ments in  the  cemetery,  and  appropriate  $1,200  for  same. 

Art.  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Walker  road,  so-called, 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt, 
Town  Engineer,  dated  January,  1915,  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  January 
19th,  1915,  and  reported  to  the  Town  at  this  meeting,  as  soon  as  the  waivers 
are  signed. 

Art.  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Clark  road,  so-called, 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt, 
Town  Engineer,  dated  January,  1915,  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  January 
25,  1915,  and  reported  to  the  Town  at  this  meeting,  as  soon  as  the  waivers 
are  signed. 

Art.  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  allow  Cedar  Hill 
terrace,  so-called,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by 
W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  April,  1914,  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
June  13,  1914,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
James  W.  Santry  and  others. 

Art.  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
land  at  corners  of  Humphrey  and  Redington  streets  to  make  necessary 
corner  curves  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  66.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise the  triangular  piece  of  land  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Burrill  and 
Essex  streets  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  67.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take,  if  any,  towards 
granting  a  Saturday  half-holiday  with  pay  for  the  employees  of  the  High- 
way, Water,  Sewer  and  Moth  Departments,  during  the  entire  year,  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  for  the  year  1914,  as  petitioned  for  by  Guy  T. 
White  and  others. 

Art.  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  to 
be  drawn  upon  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  pay  premiums  upon  insur- 
ance policies  and  in  adjusting  the  insurance  rates  of  the  Town. 

Art.  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Tax  Collector  to 
itemize  the  tax  assessed  against  each  person,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money  in  pay- 
ment for  iron  fence  purchased  by  Park  Commission  in  May,  1914,  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Art.  71  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 
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The  polls  to  be  closed  at  sunset. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  attested  copies 
thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Depots,  Post  Offices  and  three  other  public  and 
conspicuous  places  in  the  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  the  Warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  as  aforesaid.
